The Pcrvot*' Notes,'' which have already been puljUshed 
by the Cambriftii Arcliicologieal Assodnliou in the j^f^^ 
Archizohgia Camlrenm^ are now reissued to the public, 
to the limited number of one hundred large papei' 
copies. The subject may not be one of popular 
character; but by descendants of a famify once of no 
small dUlinetion, and especially by tliose connectc^d 
with South Wales, they may he considered as not 
altogether devoid of local or personal interest- 

For BO Inng a period did tlie family of Pei rot floiirisli 
in Pembrokesliire, and bo numerous were its marnnges 
with the leading families of ''little Kngland beyond 
Wales," that there ere few dcscendnuts of thnse families 
stiH remaining within the Piincipalilyj or elsewhere, 
who are not connected by blood with the Perrots, 

One abject of the wdter of the '* Notes'* has been to 
correct the errors^ and supply the deficiencies, uhich 
too frequently occur in most of the printed or unprinTcd 
genealogies These corrections and ailditions havi* 
been effected partly by careful comparison of the 
variouB accounts, and piirtly by reference to deeds ot

records, most of which had not been previously exa- 
mined. Even if there may still remain errors, or doubt- 
ful statements, in the " Notes," yet the present collec- 
tion may, perhaps, claim the credit of being at least the 
most complete, and least incorrect, of existing notices. 

The writer gladly avails himself of this opportunity 
of reluming his grateful thanks for the ready assistance 
he has received from members of the Cambrian Archae- 
ological Association, and more especially from the Kev.

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The name of Pf?iTot common in Frnnce under various 
fonns of sppUing, is not unknown in Ireland and exists 
in many parts of Englauil, As it is certninlv of French 
or Norman origin, it is not unlikely thiit it has found its 
way into this country from the adventurer who came 
in ivith the Conqueror. "I'hc nume is given in (he lists 
of Ilollinshcd and Leknd ; hut there were probably 
hnmbloF individuals of the .same appellation, who found 
their w"iy to this country in Norman or even later times. 
But whether the Perrols now remaining ore to he con- 
sidered OS descended from these later and nmre humble 
Arrivals, or from the Perot whose name appears in the 
rolls, is a matter left for themselves to determine as well 
as they can. As far, however, qh records can carry us, 
with the exception of a few who may be able to connect 
theroselves with the Oxfordshire Perrots, there are pro- 
bably no existing male descendants of the ancient Per- 
TOt^^ of Kent or Pembrokeshire, or who can at leant 
Guhstnntiate their claims. 

It is, indeed, not to be denied that the Peerage and 
Baronetage of Burke still continues to give as authentic 
the genealo;*y of the present baionet of that name, but 
which is in reality a tissue of mendacious absurdities. 
Fenlon, in his Appendix to hi^lli&turi/ of Pej/ibyokesfaret 
alludes to what appears to be this same composition, 
but merely notices the introductory myths of Castle 
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Perrot and the intevmiirna^es with the daughters of a 
duke of Noi'mj»u<J)' ami a kiiiy of Aiiagon, whereas the 
other absurdities recorded in Burke are not mentioned 
hy bim. Of these absurdities ihe following may be 
quoted as samples: 

Stephen, the first of the family in Pembrokeshire, is 
said to have married Eleanor, the daughter of Howell 
Dda, being in reality removed by six degrees of de- 
scent from him. Again, Stephen's son Andrew, in 
virtue of thig extrnordiiiaiy marriage, claimed all Wales ; 
nnd was only persuaded by a sum of moLoy from the 
£ng;Ush king, paid through a bishop of ^t. Davids, to 
give up his pretensions- In addition to this he wna 
rewarded with land to the extent of twenty miles round 
his oamp. He then built tlie Castle of Narbrrth, the 
ruins of which, we are informed, still remain in Petn- 
i/Tfke. Wo are next informed that liis wife, Janet Mor- 
timer, had for her paternal graudsire William the CoU' 
queror; and fur her maternal one John. To add to this 
absurdity, a statement is volunteered that ber father, 
Llewelyn, died fighting against Edward I, — that is, 
against liisowii great-grundfather-in-law. Before a new 
edition of Burke's work is issued, it is to be hoped the 
editor will find ouC that Llewelyn ap Yorwertb and 
Llewelyn ap Griffith nre not one and tlie same individual- 

In similar statptueiits of the same laliie we arc told 
that Wilhani pL'rrot(hetler knovvn as WUHam of Wick- 
ham) was of the Pemhrokeshire line; and that Lady 
Uurothy, daughter of Walter Rail of Devereus, married 
her cousin, James PeiTol of Wellinfcton. Lady Doiolhy 
did ut>t many James Perrot, but Sir Thomas, the last 
of the IJaroldstone line. 

Enough, hoAvever, has been stated to give some idea 
what atk extraordinary farrago can find its way into a 
volume like the Bwonelage of Burke, 

The name in England has been spelt in various ways. 
Thus iu Leland and Ilollinshed it is given as Perol ; 
other variations are, Perrot, Perott, Porottc, Parrot, 
Parral, and perhaps Parat; for in L. Dwnn we tind 
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one Parat mentioned as lord of Carntdil. The name, xia 
Peirott or Parrot, exists, or did till lately* in TSucWing- 
hamsliire, Gloucestershire, Shropshire, and Worcester- 
shire. It is said still to linger in Pembrokeshire among 
the humbler classes, and is not entirely unknown in 
Brecknockshire. 

A family of this name existed in Kent until the ms- 
teenth century. la Ilasted's ^eni (vol, x, p, 80), we 
are told that a Perrot held the manor of KnowUon 
before and during the reign of Henry III; and that 
there "ere in existence deeds of the Perrots of Ringk- 
stone temp, Richard II> with the arms, three escallops ; 
the full coat being etnittie on a bend ^aicBy three escallops 
or. The manor of Knowlton was held of the heir* of 
William D'Albinel (one of the followers of the Con- 
qneror), of Perot, by knighl^s service. Ablanus Pciot 
held it ter3ip. Henry 111. His successor, Kalpli, held 
it during the reign of Edward 1 ; in the thirteenth 
year of which reign he had a grant, dated at Acton Bur- 
nell, Oct, 4, of free warren on his lands of Knowlton, 
His eldest son, Master Thomas, is recorded in tins char- 
tulary as lord of Knowlton by gift of his father in the 
33rd of Edward I, and he died seized of it in 4th 
Edw, IIL Before the end of this reign the lordsbip 
appcni"s to have pasaed into the hands of John do Sand- 
hurst. This family waa also possessed of the manor of 
Sandwich as enrly as Henry III, Thomas and Henry 
Perot are named as successive owners. From Henry it 
passed, with Knowlton, to John de Lam berhurfit( Hasted a 
Kent-, vol. iv, p. 244). Stephen Perot was buried in 
Sandwich Church, 1570. Rice Perot or Perrot was 
mayor of Sandwich in 1563; burgess in Parliament 
1562, and a benefactor of the Grammar School. He was 
also bailiff and verger with Sir Thomas Cheyncy. As 
th(* Lord Deputy married a daughter of this Thomas 
Cheyney, it is singular to find a Feriot in Kent, a col- 
league of Sir Thomas Chcyncy ; but it is probable that 
this one was one of the Kentibh Perrots, and he may have 
been a eon of Stephen buried iu Sandwich Church, 1570. 
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An aUempl, liowever, hcLS been made to identify this 
Kice or Richard Peri'ot with the Tlamldstone branch in 
Philpot's Collections in tbe Herald s College, The dif- 
ference in the handwriting' and colour of the ink show 
au inlcr[)oktion, the truth of which is not confirmed by 
more genuine records, and is inconsistent with dateSn 

There was, however, a genuine branch of the Pem- 
brokeshire line, which seems to have settled in England 
in the time of Henry VII. As the liouse of Havold- 
Btone was a zealous supporter of that king, it is not 
improbable some of iu jounger eons may have followed 
him into England, after the battle of Bosworth Field, 
with aview to improve their fortunes. The identical con- 
necting link, however, cannot be made out satisfactorily 
from the Welsli or other visitations. In the English 
ones this family is simply described aa of the Pembroke- 
sliire line. In Lee's Oxfordshire visitation it is giveu, 
'*Owen Perrot,n third brotherof the house of Pembroke- 
shire." This family finally settled at North I-eigh, near 
Oxford, where Willium^ the last of the line, died 1765. 

It was, however, in Pembrokeshire that the family 
flourished so extensively and so vigorously from a period 
Boon after the Xorman invajiinn til] the reign of Eliza- 
beth- By marriages consideiahle estates were succes- 
sively acquired; in which judicious practice they were 
followed by others of the same c]usfi,^Buch, especially, 
as the Wogans, These two great houses of the Ferrets 
aud Wogans, partly owing to the isolated poaitiou of the 
countj', and partly to the policy of keeping up their 
influence* so frequently intermarried between them- 
selves and the other leading families of the cuunty, that 
there are few, if any, gentlemen of ancient lineage re- 
maining in Pembrokeshire who are not more or less con- 
nected with either or both families.

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The exact period of Lime when the first of Mie Periut 
fiiraily came into Pembrokesliirc has not yet been salin- 
faetorily nscertaitied. In various pedigrees be h m\d to 
have arrived ia the time of Henry I, who died 113(i. 
Meyrick aBsigns the date of 1112 (Visiiatiuns of Le/e//s 
Dtcn/i, vo). i, p. 89) as probable, since In that year Henry 
is said to have collected all the Fbrnint^s and other 
foreigners ia Enghind,and lo have settled them bet^Aeen 
Tenby and Ilaverfoidwest. As Stephen Peri-ot, the first 
of the name, married the coheiress of Mcirchiou ap 
Rhys, sixth in descent from lloaell Dda. this conjecliiro 
of Si ey rick's ia confiriued to a certain extent. We find 
also that Stephen's granddaughter married Crsidock, 
lineally descended from the same line of Howell Dda ; 
nnd in this case also the dates coincide. But then, on 
the other hand, occurs the difficulty presented by the 
fact that Stephen's son, Andrew, married the grnnd- 
dairghter of Joan, the illegitimate daugliter oi' King 
John, According to ihc Llancarvan Chronicle slie mar- 
ried Llewelyn np Yorwerth in l*;jfl2; ao that her grand- 
daughter, Janet Mortimer, could hardly have been 
mamageable before 1235 or ri40. We should thus 
have move than a century between the marriages of 
Stephen and Aiidrew Perrot, 

Thi5 diJficuliy, it has been suggested, may partially 
be removed by supposing that one generation has been 
oniitte<i, and tliul Andrew "as the grandson, not the 
son, of Steplien ; hut tlicre appears lo be no nnthorily 
for Buch a slrilement, or any other groutida than the dif- 
ficulty presented by the dates. 

There were other branches of tlie family. The first 
and most impDrtant one was tlie Scolsborough brandi, 
the fotinder uf whieh was tlie tioeond f^nn of Stephen 
Perrot and Mabel Castleton. Tliis pruperty, situated 
near Tenby, probably came by marriaj^e. The line, 
however, ceased in C'jitharine, koIl* heiress, who married 
Thomas op Rhys of Kichardstonc, bigli tihc?riff of Pern- 
brokeiihire in 1582. Ue claimed (L. Dvvnn, vol- i, p. '75) 
to impale with his own coat,^l, Pevict of Scolsborough 
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(the same coat as that of llie main line); 2, Le Rochp; 
3,LeValeii8; 4, Verney ; 5,Castlcloii, or Eliot ; G.Jes' 
tynston. By the last is probably intended tlic* cuat of 
MeirchioQ, the descendant of Jestyn. 

Anotlier branch seems to have been, at least for a 
fihort time, settled at Caervoriog near Solva, whicli Fen- 
ton mentions as the birthplace of Adam liotou or lliil- 
ton, bishop of St. David's l!iCl, and chancellor of 
England 1377. How or when it came into the jiosses- 
sion of the family is not clenr. The first mention made 
of it in L. Dwna, voL i, p. 165 (where it is spelt Caer- 
"Warwigk), is that Jankin Pcrrot, son of Sir William, 
and younger brother of Sir Owen Perrott, is described 
as of that place. 

There had, however, been an earlier possessor of thie 
property; for by an indenhire made 17 Henry VIT, 
between William Perrot of llavoldstone and John Waryn 
of Llawhaden, it appears thai the property had once 
belonged to one Harry Perrot ; and, some diapule hav- 
ing arisen, die matter had been settled by arbiU'Eilion in 
favonvof SirWiiliam Pevrot, who may have left or given 
it to his younger son Jonkin. This Jankin had only three 
daughters, from one of whom, come the Bowens of I'entre 
Evan. Ann, another daughter, was the mother of Jane, 
who married the last of the Scotsborough Perrots, and 
whose daughter^ as aheridy stated, convejed that estate 
to John ap Rhya of Richard a tone. The ruins of Caer- 
voriog mansion still in part remain. 

There waa also n Herefordsliire family of the name ; 
who, if really connected with the Pern broke shire line, 
wore probably from an illegilimiile source. They bore a 
diwtinct coat, namely, quuiterly per fess indented or 
and uzurc. They are described as of WelUngton ; and 
James, second son of Thomati, the son of Owen Perrot, 
is said to have married Doi'othy, one of the dau^'htera 
of the last Sir Thomas Perrot, and the grandmother of 
Hester Perrot, the wife of Sir John Packington of Weet^ 
wood- L- D\vnn, however, only mentions two children 
of the last Sir Thomas Perrot, viz. Penelope and Uoland, 
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Hie latter of whom died young- There ia also other evi- 
dence against the exiHlence of tliis Dorothy. Sir Jiimes 
Pevrot, \diose imine stands, in King Jameu' new charter 
to Haverfordwest^ first on the roll <jf common conncil, is 
a different pevsoii from the above named Jiimi's, and nos 
an illegitimate son of the Lord Deputy. As to the father 
and giaudfatlier of James Penot nf Wellington, little is 
known but wliat a suspicious genealogy inforois us. Sit 
Herhert Perrot is described aa of Wellington. 
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SiR Stephen Perrot, the first of the Pemhrokeshiie 
PciTots, is stated in the life of Sir John Perrot, edited 
by Dr. Rawlinson, to hiive manied Eleanor, the sole heir 
of Meiv<:hioii ap Rhys, 'iliis is an error ; for her sister 
Alice, the wife of 8ir Matthew AVogan, seems to have 
been a coheir with her, and hence Eleanor is so de- 
scribed in L, D^iiu. The is^ue of this niarnage was 
Andrew, son and heir,and Eleanor, wife of Einiou Vawr 
of Coed. This Einlon or his son — for there are different 
versions — slew twenty-six of the chief collectoi's of 
Kemaes« and on this account obtained the chieftainship 
of the hundred of Kemaes, Subsequently ho slew the 
wild wolf near Maen-y-blaidd, or '*lhe wolfs atone." 
For Ilia services in France in the thirteenth century, he 
had granted, as it is Btated, for hia coat, ^ules a chevron 
between three fleur-de-lis, and in chief a lion rampant or\ 

Stephen Perrot is also called Trevor in aonie pedi- 
grees, and is said to have been the son of Richard, or, 
according to another account, Adam Pen'ot; but of these 
etatemcnts there appears to be no satisfactory proof. 
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The Bjnn of Hnn:liiim dte gi'mu y*'^ a chevron 
between thm roses vyaU; or otherwise, or^mf on a 
dterrao marr, thrve garbca 0^- la the quarteriugs of 
the Perrot shield given in the memoin rf the pCHtho- 
mou£ works of Sir Robert Nauition, the arms are erro- 
neoDtlj given, gAt three cherronellea tvyent^ — the coat 
aangned to Jest3rQ ap Gvrreaut. and probably ased by 
hifi descendants in compliment to the Clare familr- 






Sir Andrew Perrot, sa^d to he the son and heir of 
Stepb^u, had, in additioQ to his £od Wiltiaui, Catharine, 
who married her cou&in, Caradog of Newtoii, near Mil- 
ford in Rht>s- This familr took ^ubiiequently the name 
of Newton ; and Sir Iticljiifd Newton, seventh in descent 
from this (.'arjidog or Cradoc, married Emma, daughter 
of Sir lliomas Ptrrot and Alice Piclon. Sir Richard 
N'ewton,LordChief Justice of England, was made Jiistice 
of the Common Pleas in 1439, and died U44. He lies 
buried on the south &iJe of the cathedral at Bristol- 
Cradog of Newton, as well as liis wife CrttLarine, Perrot 
in descent, was descended in the fifth degree from 
Rhydderch np Jestyn. He bore argent on a chevron sabU^ 
three garbes or. 

Sir Andrew is said to have built Norhcrlh Castle and 
the church of St. Andrew, Fenlon, without giving his 
aatijority, slates that Nnrberth fell to the lot of Stephen 
Perrot on the first introduction of llie Normans under 
Amulph de Montgomery, which took place at the close 
of the eleventh century. This is evidently an error* as 
in tliat case Stephen could not have been the father, or 
almost thegrandfather, of Andrew, as already e?Lplained- 
I'cuton thinks there is Utile doubt that Andrew Perrot 
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built the cliurch of St. Andrew's at Narbeitli, from the 
siiiiilaiity of names, and mentions other instances in 
Pembrokeshire wliere founders of chnrches did the same 
thing. But, however ihia may be. the Nnrherlh piO' 
perty does not seem to have remained in the family, since 
it waa enumerated among the possessions of Roger the 
great Karl of Mni'eh./«>j/>. Kdwaid ill. On his attainder 
ihe estate fell to the Crown, hut was afterwards restored 
to his grandson, and continued in the family (ill it came 
lo Richard Duke of York, heir to the lust Roger EEirl 
of March, (Fentoii,) ThJa appenrH by axi inquisition 
taken 8 Henry VI. A license of nlienation was then 
granted to the Dnkc of York to sell the anitl lordship to 
John, Bishop of St. David's, and Giifilth ap Nicolas; 
which Griffith conveyed it lo his second son, Owen, the 
husband of Alice, daughter of Harry llalefant by Alice 
Ferrot, aiid the founder of the families of Upton in 
Penibrokeshiro and Lechdonny in Caermarthcnshirc. 
By some means or other, soon after It came again to the 
Crown in the tirst year of Edward IV until the sevenlh 
of Henry VIH {aeconliiig to Fenton), who granted it lo 
Ihe great Hhys ap Thomas. On the attainder of his 
grandson. Rice Griffiths, it once more relapsed to the 
Crown, and was subsequently granted to Barlow of 
Slebteh, It was inhabited, according to Fenton, as late 
as IGol or 1077 by one Richard Castell ; perhaps some 
descendant of the house of Castletou, the heir of wbich 
fiunily Stc|>hci\ Perrot married. [See p. 11.) It w-.is 
afterwards purchased by Richard Knox»Esq. (Cambnaa 
Rcffiiteft vol, i, p. r24-) There arc only a few fragments 
remaining of the castle. 

Andrew's wife wa^ Janet Mortimer, daughter of Ralph 
Mortimer, lord of Wigmore, Justice of Gwyuedd, by 
Gwladys,daLghter of thePiincessJoan, and of Llewelyn 
np Yorwerth. A branch of the Mortimers were long 
Beltled at Coedmore in Cardiganshire, and seeta to have 
become extinguished in liie beginning of the seventeenth 
century, as regards the elde^it liue. 

They bore^ according to L. Dwnn, — 1, ^it/tfj, two lions

different bearing from Ihat of the Earls of March, or iu 
vaiiatitms of the Chirk and Kelmarah MorlimerB.* 



The wife of Wir.LiAii Pkruot, aoo and heir of Andrew 
Pcrrol, ^vas Janp, or, according; to other accounts, Mnrga- 
r(?t, daijg-hl(?r and coheir of Sir Walter Harford or Heref- 
ford, and who is said to have brought to her husband 
nine iiihentances. This family seeuifi to have been ex- 
tinct at the time of L. Dwnn's visitation, although the 
name of Harford or Hereford is still not unknown in 
South Wales. This family was settled in Caermartheji- 
shire. near the Teify ; and the first of them, Felcr, is said 
to be contemporary with William Rufus.

Tlie only known issue of William Perrot was Peter,

* In lliB nlitorial notf « \q Ii. Dit'nn (toK i^ p. 274) are two frrfin :

SiEPnEN Pebrot is the only known ebild of Peter. 
His wife was Mably* sole heir of Sir William Castcll of 
Castle-y-towyn, or Caetleton, in Pembrokeshire. Tliere 
are two places of this name near Oridton^ called Upper 
and Lower Caslleton. This family also appears to have 
been long extinct; so that she is probably, as described, 
its sole heiress. 

This Stephen had two sons, John and Thomas. From 
tbtj youngei'of the sons Is derived the Scotsborongh line, 
which ended in Catiiariue Perrot after seven descents. 
He bad probably also two ilaughters ; T^ettys, the wife of 
John apGronwy of Kil y saiit; and Catharine, the wife of 
Evan ap Gwylym of Cemaes. These two females, whose 
marriages are given in L. Dwnn, muEt be aggigned to 
tliis Stephen, as they would be much too early or too 
late for the two other Stephen Perrots that occur. 

From the Kitysant family is derived that of the

The wife of John PEnnoT wns Jane, Jnugliter anil heir 
of Sir John Joyce of Piendiu'giist ; a fiJaecso iinmed fi'<>ni 
Maurice de Prendcrgast who joined Slrongbow in his 
expedition to Ireland, nnd seems to have left there matiy 
descendants of that name, 'Ihe estate, however, does 
not seem to have passed into the family of the Perrots, 
althmigh Jane is called her father's heir, as the heli-ess 
subsequently fell to a \Vogan, after whom the Cadarns 
Di" Calhemc3 and the Stcjmeys were its successive pro- 
prietors. Of tliis latter family^ Alban Stepneth, whose 
name frequently occurs in the procecdinga connected 
with Sir John Perrot^ tlic Lord l)cputy of Ireland, mar- 
ried Mary Phillips, whose mother was Jinie, a sister of 
the Lord Deputyn (L. Dwnn, vol. i, p. IHOJ 

Wc find iu the Molcfant pedigtee that Stephen Male- 
funt married Alice Perrot. Her father's name is not 
given ; but she n[jpcars to have preccdt^rl, by three gene- 
ifltions^ Jano» daughter of the first Sir Thomas Perrot, 
who married Philip Klliotl, also descended from the 
Malefants. As Lbia Alice was proliahly pf the liarnJd- 
Btone family (for the Scolsborough binuch had hardly 
yet taken root), she is apparently the dau^'hler of 
John Perrot and Jane Joyce; or perhaps of his son 
Peter, whose wife's name was also Alice. {L. D^vnn* 
voli, p. IGl)

Ills son Owain iMiuiied lo Alice daughter of Harry

wivfs ofGmffjd ap Nicholas was tlie dntiylitcr of the 
said Sij Thomas Perrot.it is evident tlint this second 
Alice Perrot, whoever she was, couM not havo been the 
wife of Stephen MalefiinC.

Peter Pebrot, foti and hdr of John, is sometimes 
called knight and sonictimes esquire. He nmrried AlJee, 
daughter and heir of Sir Uichard Harold, kniglit^ of 
Haroldstone, which probably became the prineipnl resi- 
dence of the family instead of Yeslinton, or Eastin^'ton.^ 
m the parish of Kloscrowiher. Her mother Mas Chilian 
leGras,danghler of Adam leGras(L-Dvvnii,voUi,p,134), 
The wife of Adam le Gras vvas Elizabeili, daughter and 
heir (?) of Robert Martin, lord of all Cemaea. Sir John 
Perrot possessed certain property in Cenines at the tinieof 
Lis attainder ; and it is not improhnble that this property 
came into the family by this raamuge of Peter Perrot, 

In a case of award between the Priory of Haverford- 
west anil Sir Thomas Perrot, the grandson of this Peter, 
we learn that a Itithurd Harold had presented the 
church of Haroldstone to the Priory. Whether this 
Richard was the donor ia uncei-tain. His grandfatlier 
also bore the same name. 

Tlie relics of Haroldstone nre still to be seen near

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Haverfordwest, and consist of some walla and a tower 
called ** ll»e Steward's Tower," a failliful representaiion 
of which forms the frontispiece of the sixth volume of 
the present series of the ArchfBuhjia Cam&rensis. Tliis 
tower is the oldest portion of the present remains, but 
later than the time of Alice Harold, through whom the 
property came into the Perrot family. Haroldstone 
appears from this time to have been their favourite resi- 
dence, and formed a portion of the marriage settlement 
of Mary Barclay, the mother of the Lord JDeputy ; but 
was afterwards surrendered to him, on certain terms, by 
an agreement dated 4 Edward VI, Tenton was not 
aware of this proceeding, as he corjecturea that certain 
exchanges of land wilb Barlow of Slebech were made 
by Sir John with a view to making it his residence after 
hts mother's death. The equivalent ^iven in exchange 
was the manor of Hubberston, the site of Pill Priory, 
and other rich lands near Milford Haven. Fcnton stales 
also he had seen the deed : but he does not state whore, 
or mention the date. He also saya that Sir John Perrot 
seldom aaw Haioldstone but aa a visitor. This is pri>- 
bably not correct : for the interest he seems to have 
taken in Ilaverfordweat would tend to show that he 
resided much at Haroldstonc until he had the grant of 
Carew Castle from Queen Mary. The subsequent his- 
tory of the place is obscure. It probably was returned, 
with the rest of the estates, by the crown (o Thomas, 
the Lord Deputy's son, on whose decease the estates 
were resumed by the crown. It became, however, by 
eome means, the property and residence of Sir Jamea 
Perrot, the illegitimate son of Sir John, who bequeathed 
it to Sir Herbert Perrot, and, according to a statement 
communicated by Mr. Le Hunte of Astramout, Wex- 
ford, not in consequence of mit/ hhod conncs^ion, hut mereff/ 
from the Btmiiarifrf of fiame^ This informatioa Mr Lc 
Hunte obtained from an ancient collection of pedigrees 
eome time since entrusted to him, but which is believed 
to be now somewhere in North Wales. It seems to 
have been subsequently sold by Sir Herbert Perrot or 
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his descendRiila. us it at present forms no portion of the 
Ifliul inlieriicd from tliat family by the picsent Sir John 
Packinglon of Wcstwood. 

The arms of Harold are, ffules on a bend argent, five 
luiiUets sable. In Mi\ rraiicis' pedigree, before men-

The wife of Stephkn Pebrot, son and heir of Peter, 
was Ellen, daughter and hdv of Sir John Howell of 
Woodalock- Fenton, in alluding to the fact that, in the 
Burvey of Sir John's Perrot'a eatale, certain hives of bees 
were found to be his property, aays erroneously that the 
manor and possessions of Woodstock came to the PeiTots 
through the marriage of Peter Perrot. It was his son 
Stephen who married the heiress of Woodstock. Her 
mother was Eleanor Hill {Vh\\-^t*^Stcm.Var,) Stephen 
married a second wife, Margnret, danghter of Stephen 
Stepney. By this second marriage he hod Henry and 
Agnes, wife of William Warren of Warringslon. A 
smalJ farm, called Warrislon, lies between Pembroke 
and CDt^beston, and by tradition is said to have LeIoDged 
to the Perrols. It is, however, possible that Warringa- 
lon is the Anglieised form nf Tre-Waryn, cr Trcxvern, 
near Nevcrn, where the Warrens nourished for several 
generations. In their pedigree, moi'oover, we find that 
William Warren of Trewern married Ann, daughter of 
Philip Perrot. This is the only instance of a Philip 
Perrot; and as he would be con tempo ran eons with 
Stephen, it is net improbable that there has been Gome 
mistake in the name. The Warrens of Trewern quar- 
tered the arms of several of the Haroldstone Perrots, 
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such as those of Heircliion, Castleton, Jovcc of Prendor- 
gast. Harold, and Howell of ^Voodstf>ck ; but they must 
have be(?ii obtained through some other marrioge than 
tliis, unless Agnes was her father's sole surviving heir 
by his second marrlnge. But even in that case she could 
not have been entitled to the quarieringa By hia firat 
wife, Stepheu Pcnot, besides his son ThoTnns, had ano- 
ther daughter, of the name of Ann or Agnes, — for the 
names are often coiifounded, — who became the wife of 
AVilliam White of Tenby. The sole issue of this Ann 
or Agnes was Ann, who became the second wife of 
Roger Marychurch ; bis tii^sl wife being Jane, daughter 
of Uavid PeiTot of Scotsborough. 

In the Cnwdor MSS. it is stated that Roger Mary- 
chureh married Jane, the daughter of 'Hionias Pcrrot, 
This appears to be an error. Sir Thomas Perrot had, 
indeed, a daughter Jane ; but she was the wife of Philip 
Elhott. She may have been confouuded with her uame- 
Bake of the Scotsborougb house. 

Stephen Perrot was alive, and father of an adult son, 
in HO!], as he and John Castleniartiu are named in 
Sir Frnnris A'Court's coiiimi&siou to be receivers of 
money raised fin' Owen Gleiidower s benefit. (Fenton,) 

The arms of Howell are, azure, a falcon disjflayed 
fl/vy^a^beaked and membered or. In VXiW'piil^s Staiimttliu 
L. Dwnn. and elscwliere, the field is ^\\ei\ ifutes. The 
hite Mr, Morris of Shrewsbury gave Cliem as azure.

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SiB Tmomas Pehbot, the heir of Stephen, had for his 
wife Alice or Jane, daughter and htir of Sir John ap 
William ap Thomas ap 8ir William Pictou. She was a 
rich heiress, for she is said to have brought into her bus- 




fund's family aeveiul estates ; but amou^ tliem certjimly 
not that of Picton Caslle, although she is somGtimes 
called her fathers heir. To this Sir Thomasjn conuexion 
x^'ilh Henry Malefant, a commission. {14 Nov., 4 Hen. IV) 
was issued by Sir Francis A'Court to raise certain, suras 
in Carew and other places, and to pay £200 in silver 
to Owen Glendwr, on condition of a cessation of hosti- 
lities. The money was to be first transferred to Stephen 
Perrot and John Ca?tlemjirtin. (See Fenlon.) The Henry 
Mnlefant hore mentioned is probably the nephew of 
Stephen Malcfant,who married Alice Perrot- (L. Dwnn.J 

Sir Thomas Ferrot, in addition to the estates acquired 
by Ilia marriage, sccma to have acquired other properties 
by purchuse : thus there is in existence a deed by John 
Milis or Mills, of Rouscmarket(Rhosmarltct), conveying 
to Sir Thomas Perrot one burgage lying between the 
lands of Richard Meiler on the eaet side, jind the public 
road on tbe left, below the town of Rhos market. This 
indenture was made on the Feast of the Nativity of the 
Virgin, 26tb Henry VI. The witnesaea are» Robert 
Naysh, or rather Nash, and John Jourdan and others. 

The family of Kaah settled early ill Pembrokeshire, 
and intermarried with some of the leading families. 
Thus Arnold Naah married a daughter of Sir John 
Wogan ; and his grandson, Thomas, of JL^ffreston, mar- 
ried Eva, daughter of Jenkyn Sconrfield of the Moat, by 
Jane daughter of Sir William Wogau. The arms of 
Nash are variously given; but Edmonson states them, 
*ai/tf, on a chevron between three greyhounds passant 
arffenf, as many sprigs of ashen leaves proper. The otlier 
witness, Jordan, was probably one of the Jordaas of 
Rhosmarket 

Five years before this deed, William, 9on of John 
Walys, granted to Thomas Perrot all the lands, tene- 
ments, etc., lately the properly of Hugh Walys, clerk. 
This deed is signed 19 June, 91 Henry VI. at Rhoa- 
market; the witnesses being Thomas Philpot^ Richard 
Meiller (evidently the [>er8on mentioned in the previous 
deed). In this dee^i Thomas Perrot is called esquire. 
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in the previous one knight ; eo that he muRt have been 
knighted between the dales of the two deeds. 

Sir Thomne is said to have died 1461, He was pro- 
hably at the battle of Mortimer's Ctoss, although he 
must have been far advanced in years, since he was an 
adult jji 1403- In the list of Chose who fought at Morti- 
mer's Cross, on the Laneastrian side, given in Wittiam of 
llWcej/fr (Nnsmitli*a cd., p, ^28 J, occurs the nmiie of 
Sir Thomas Pcrrct of Herford West.^ As Harnldatone 
is so dose to the town of Haverfordwest, Sir Thomas 
mipht cosily have been deBei-ibctl ns of the former place.

Sir Thomas was ccitajnJy dead before 14G5 ; in which 
year his vndow, Johanpa* makes a deed of gift of all 
her laiitls^ tenomonts, services, etc., in the ccmntiea of 
Peiiibroke ond Caermarlhen and in the lord&hips of 
Haverfordwest and Pebidiauk, to her son Thomas^ the 
son and heir of Sir Thomas Pcrrot^ her late hnsband. 
The deed boars date 17 Apnl,3 Edw, IV. Whether her 
husband had bequeathed these estates to her, or whether 
she still held them herself in virtue of certain marria^re 
contracts, is uncertain. 

Abont tho commencement of the reign of Edward IVa 
di^ijpnte seems to liave arisen between Sir Thomas Perrot 
and the Prior of St/riioiziaa the Martyr at Haverfordwest, 
reapecthig the services in the church of Haraldfitonc- 
The question was referred to the arbitration of John 
Cantor. Bachelor of J.aws ; David Robin; and Peter 
Richard, Rector of Button, — spelt Bourton. The award 
was given lili^, and decided that the prior and brethren 
flhonid appoint a fit person to [>erfoim tlie services at 
Haroldatonei which were to be matins, mass, and vespers, 
on all ordinary Saints' dajs ; and on the greater festivals 
to give primes and vespers, unlpss hindered by proper 
causeSn SLr Thomas Perrot is described as the principal 
parishioner, and his successors were to have power in 
fixing certain times for services- Besides this there were 
to he two masses a week, on the fourth and sixtli days* 
if any parishioners were present. Tlie priest appointed 
was also to visit the sick, and aduiiuisler the Sncra- 
ments at proper times to the parishioners ; bnt to be 
supplied with wine and all other necessaries. It is 
from this dispnte that we learn that a Sir Richard 
Harold gave the church of Haioldstone to the priory. 
Whether this was the last Sir Richard, the father of 
Alico^ wife of Peter PciTot, or his grandfather of the 
same name, is now uncertain (p, I-^). 
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All the pedigr<.^es call tbe wife of Sir Thomas Pervot 
Alice; £0 that either this must have been an error, or 
Sir Thomas must have married a aecond wife named Jane 
or Johanna; of which second marriage, however, no 
mention occurs in L. Dwmi or elacwheie, as far as lias 
been aacertained. 

Besides his heir, Thomas, Sir Thomas Perrot had a 
son, I, John, of whom nothing is known ; 2, Jano, wife 
of Philip Elliot ; 3, Ellen, wife of liichnrd Wynoit ; 4, 
Mnrgnrcl, the socond wife of Grnffvdd ap Nicholna. In 
Pliil|>ot'* Stem. Var. she is deseribed as Janet, daughter 
of Thomas PciTot and Jane Guise ; whereas she was his 
siater, and her name was Margaret; 5, Emma, tho wife 
of Sir Richard Newton, Lord Chief Justice of EuglniidH 

Philip Elliot, the husband of Jane Pevrot, was of 
Erwer (now called Amietli Castle) in Femhrokeshire. 
It is remarkable tliat tliere were at least four intermar- 
riages with this family and the Perrots ; three of them 
in sticeessive generations, and in each case tbe wife waa 
a Jane Perrot* 

John Elliott, son of John Elliott by the second Jmie 
Penot, married Lettyfi^ dauglitcr of William ap Daud 
ap Griffiths of Kidwelly, by Alson, daughter of Tlithard 
ap Owaiii and his wife* Catharine Perrott^ of tho Pill, 
Devonshire, lYho thisCalbrLrinePerrot was is uncertain; 
but she eeems to have been an heiress, for her daughter, 
Alsou, bad a son by ber first husband, John Wilhams of 
Bonville Court : and this son quartered the Perrot arms. 

Ellen Perrot married. Richard Wyriott, father of 
Thomas father of Harry father of Geo rge» whose daughter 
and heir, EHzabelh, conveyed OrieUon to Hugh Owen. 

Margaret Perrot was the second wife of Gruff'yd ap 
Nicholas of Newton, the grandfather of the celebrated 
Sir Rhya ap Thomas, of whom Lord Dynevor is the 
liiieal descendant. His first wife was Mably, daughter 
of Meredith ap Harry Dwnn. Tbe third was Jane, 
daughter and coheir of Jenkyn ap Rhys ap David. He 
was a man of great power, and died fighliiic^ in tbe 
ranks of the Yorkists at Mortimer's Cross. He might 
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Imvc been expected to have been on the oilier eiJe 
with his fftthci-in-law» Sir Thomas Pcnot, This appa- 
rent anomaly, however, is accounted for by hia his- 
tory given in the Cambrian Register^ vol. i. He seems 
to have been as violent as he was powei"fol. He waa 
at deadly feud with llumphrj' Duke of Buckingham on 
account of some ancient faiaily dispute; with Richard 
Duke of York on accouut of certain Innds claimed in 
Lyesfrans [\ Llysyfran), and Newhouse in the county of 
Hevcfovd i and lastly^ witli Jasper Earl of Pembroke, 
who obtained from the Crown a grant of the castle of 
Kilgerran, of which Nicholas waa at that time captain. 
Lord Whillney was sent to arrest him; and the case 
was opened at Caermarlben, when it was discovered tbat 
the commission was lost It had, in fncti, been stolen 
the night bL'fore by Owen, the younger son of Griffith 
ap Nicholas; on which the aeensed, whoae attendants 
were numcroua and well armed, declared the English 
lord an im[iostor, and only allowed him to escape imme- 
diate punishment as such, hy wearing the eoloure and 
badge of Griffiihj and re|Kirting to the king that the said 
Nicholas was an honest and loyal Welshman, entirely 
innocent of all tlit; charges made against him. He was, 
however, subsequently proceeded againat for abetting 
ftud aiding Philip ap Howell of Knoekelns within the 
lordship of Molcnith. This fresh attack on him induced 
him to join Richard Duke of York. He was soon afl^r 
recognized and seized at Hereford ; but escaped by the 
aid of Sir Johu Scudamore, who had married Maud, his 
daughter by his second wife, Margaret Perrot. On the 
death of the Unke of York at Wakefield, he joined liis 
aon, the Earl of Marcb, at Gloucester, with eight hun-* 
dred men well appointed and armed. He fell on the 
battlefield at Morlimer's Cross, His son Oiven was also 
present ou the occasion, and led the pui'suit against the 
Earl of Pembroke. 

The apparent placing by WilUam of Worcester of the 
sons of Griffith on the Lancastrian side, has been already 
alluded to. Thomas, the elder of his two sons by his first 
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ivife, Mably Dwrni, hatl been left at IiohiCh The ynuiigcr 
on t',0 wen, after his father's death-wound, succfedeU to his 
coiiimaud, pursued the Rarl of Penihrolie, and rptamed 
in time to find his father still living. UiUe&s. therefore, 
the Thomas and Owcu described as " fiUi Griffiths " fand 
this U evidently the correct reading), are the sons of 
some olher Griffiths, they must be the sons of Nicbolaa 
ap Gritfitiis by other venters. By Mnrgnrct Perrot he 
had, indeed, a son also cnlled Thomas; whence the 
Thomas of the first raavria^ was dialioguished as 
■' Hynaf," or the elder; and in the same way he may 
Lftve had a second son Owen, Bnt stJll it acems strange 
that if even clicre had been anch sons, they should be 
found fighting aga.inst their father and their brother. 

Thomas Hynaf, who had been left at home, married 
the heiress of Abermarlais, and had by her a son John, 
the ancestor of Johns of Hafod in Cardiganshire, and 
of Sir Thotnas Jones, who married the widow of Sir Tfioa- 
Perrot, and mother of the Lord Deputy. Thomas ap 
GriiSth went to Burgundy, where he married Elizabeth, 
djtnghter of Philip Uuke of Burgundy, by dispensation 
from the Pope» for his first wife wns still alive. Other 
accounts state she was the daughter of Jaoics of Bur- 
guudy, eecond hori of Philip ; hut he muat have been an 
illegilimate son, as Philip had hut one son, Charles the 
Bold. The author of the life of Griffith ap NicholaSj who 
lived in the time of James T, says : '' I find in the collec- 
tion of one Perrot of Herefordshire, that she was the 
daaghter of Francis, second son of Philip Dube of Bur- 
gundy, and one of the maids of honour to Queen Cathar- 
iiie^ the widow of Ileury Y," On his return to Wales, 
Thomas seems to have had numerous duels with Ilenry 
ap Gwilim of Court Henry, in which, being au expert 
swordsman, he was always victorious, lie next quar- 
relled with William Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, for 
some reason or other; which quarrel a Tuberville, on 
behalf of the earl, Cook up, and lost his life at the hands 
of Thomas. His last engagement was with one David 
Qougbj near Peunal in Merioneth, in which he 
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ogai-u victorious; but although be killed his adversary, 
he was so exhausted by hi* owr wounds that he lay on 
the groiTTid with Iiis fiice dowtnvaida ; in w]>ich positiou 
he Wits run Llii'ough by aorric pcrstni, probubly ou atleud- 
ant of DELvid Gough, TIie; prerient tumulus »t Pcnual 
is sup^Kiscd to cover his remains. 

ThomciJ* had five t^oiis — MorgHu, who joiued the York- 
ists ; Davirl, who wan a Lancastrian, the celebrated 
Rhys; David the youngerj — for it waa not unconimtui 
to have more than one sou of the Raiuo namc^^aiiU 
John. AVHien Morgan was blockading the Earl of Pem- 
broke in his own castle at Pembroke, David, collecting 
aud arming a large number of t^^asauts, rescued the 
earl, and conveyed him to Tenby, whence he escaped 
lo lirituny, David was, however, anxious not to be 
idenlified with this rescue, and therefore he did not 
employ his own recognized followers. lie was usually 
called '' David Keffii cwtie," from hie horse, the ears of 
which were cut, the nose slit, and the tail docked. 
Besides these niuliktions, he had branded him all over 
with strange figures for the purpose of frightening; hia 
enemies. It was on tliis horse that be made the wnn- 
derfol leap when pursued by his enemies^ Morgan and 
David hotii (lying without issue^ the large e&tates of the 
iamily fell on the ibird son, Rhya ap Tliomas, famouri for 
the part Le look in placing Henry Vll upon the throne* 

The children of Griffiths ap Nicholas by his wife 
Margaret Perrot, as fur as can ho aseertaincd, are,^ 
1, Tliomas, who may be the one mentioned among the 
Lancastrians at Mortinier's Cross; '2, Mauil. the wife of 
Sir John Scudamore of Keaehurcij, who uUo seems to 
have been on the same aide ; Margaret, the first wife of 
Thomas Gri^tUs of Llaobcdr Pont-y- Steven, in Cardi- 
gan ^h ire * 

OriSith ap Nicholas bore, argvnl^ a chevron between 
three ravena mhU, 

Euima, the reniaiuing daughter of Sir Thomas Perrot. 
was the wife of Sir Itichard Newton, Lord Chief Justice 
of Engluud. Ue was, as Ifefore stated, made Justice of tbd 
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Common Pleas in 1439^ and died 1444, and whs bnried 
on llie south aide of the cathedral at Bmtoi. TLe family 
name was Cradook, and they were orii^'inally of Ystrad 
Towy in CaerniarUiEnfihire, and Newton^ in Rliot; in Pem- 
brokeshire. The first of the family, Howell ap Gionwy, 
nmrried a gran dtljiu^^h tor of Richard Earl of Claren His 
father is said to be ULjtherch ap Jestyn ap Owain ap 
Howell Dda, Ilis sou, Cradog, who is described as of 
Newton only, as already uoliced, married the daughter 
of Sir Andrew Perrot; so that Sir Richard Newton 
was distantly related to bis ^vife. The family seems to 
have continued the name of Ci-ndok until the time of 
the Lord Chief Justice, who first a-ssumes the name of 
Newton, The arms of Cradok, alrtndy stated to be 
ardent, on a chevron »ah/e three garbcs or, are very differ- 
ent from the more ordinary coat of the three boars" heads. 
Tiie arms of Picton arc variously given as three sai' 
mons, or roaches^ or pikca^ argent on a field of tfufea. The 
last is the correct onc» in allusion (o the name, in the 
cut they are intended, by mistake, for roaches, 



The wife of TiiOMiH PEtiuoT was Janet daughter of 
John Wise or Guise, paternally de^ceudetJ from Philip 
Duke of Guise. The first member of this family that 
occurs isPhilipGwys or Guise, described as lordof Wis- 
ton, whose dau^liter and coheir, Margaret, or GweuHian. 
married Sir Walter Wogau, who is also called lord of 
Wisfon, but j>rohably only in virtue of this maiTiage. 
(L, Dwnn, p. 107.) This Mar^^aretwas the grandmother

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of that Sir Matihow Wogan who married Alice the sister 
cf Eleanor, the wifi? of the first Stephen Perrot. Wistori, 
whit;li 13 thoLiglit by eiiine to have luktu its nnme from the 
Guise or Wise family, was for many genorationa the pro- 
perty of the Wofjfaii family, who, as stated above, seem to 
have acquire<l it by Margaret Ihc daughter of Philip 
Guise. The present remains coDsist of the original Nor- 
man keep erected on a tofty artificial tumulus, with 
traces of external earthwoiks. It is probable that, after 
the destruction of the castle in r220, by Llewelyn, it 
was not rebuilt; but that auoiher one was erected on 
the site of the present mansion house. The family 
existed up to the close of the last century, when the 
estate was purchased by the grandfather of the present 
Earl of Cawdor. 

There is in the Public Records a long schedule of 
deeds, grants, Bnd fines, made in the time of Elizabeth ; 
nnd. no donbl, on the occasion of the attainder of the 
Lord Deputy- Among them 15 a deed from John Me- 
thelan Co John AViae ; another by Thomas Brown, con- 
veying llie moiety of one messuage to John Wise and 
Margaret hia wife; a portion of an ancient deed to 
John Wise, about u Tne^suflgc and land in Pembroke- 
shire ; a fine raised by John Wise on Thomas Petyvine, 
and Margaret his wife, for a portion of two messuages 
in Pembroke; a deed of Jane MeiUer, daughter ami 
heir of David MeiUer, to John Wise, concerning one 
messuage and three acres and a half of land in North- 
lake alias Threlakes ; a deed of J. "Wise to David ap 
Warren, and Mai^garet his wife, of lands, etc-, gi^infe' 
them a life interest therein i auother deed, where J. 
Wise is described as of Pembroke, to the same David 
and his wife, concerning messuages and lands in Lam- 
bereston ; a release of John Wise to T. Kyng, clerk, for 
the term of J. Wise's life, for the third part of one bur- 
gage in Pembroke : a final agreement between John 
Wise of Pembroke, plaintiff, and Thomas Pety Vigne 
and hia wife Margaret, for two mcasuagea in Pem- 
broke ; a release of John Eynon, jnn., to William David, 
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clerk, of all lands, tenements, eervkcs^ etc., in Pom- 
Lruke,Ti?nby,\Vcetpciin> LlandiaiUi LambcrcstoUjAiigle^ 
and elsewhere, in the county of Pembroke; two in- 
dentures of David Warren und Margaret his wife, made 
to John AVise, of all lands, tenements, etc.. in Pembroke, 
East Llaii(iiam, Jloham, Lambereston ; acquittance of 
Richard Lile to John Wise ; letter of the steward of 
Jane or Joanna Meiler, daughter and heir of David 
Meiler of Mylesston. to David Brown, to put John 
Wise, Esq,, in possession of one messuage and three 
acres and a half in Nortbloke, called ** Threlakes"; letter 
of the bctiliff of David ap Jenan ap W^arryn, and his wife 
Margaret, to Henry Macbeland* to put John Wise in 
possession of all messuages, lands, lordships, in Pem- 
broke, East Landian, Hobam, and Lambrook ; another 
indenture between this Duvid and hia wife Margaret, 
and John Wise, about the same measuage, etc. ; deed 
of hL Camell de Mayusethara, and Alice his wife, to 
John Wise, concerning one burgage, garden, and one 
ncrc% in Redhill \ release of Leonard Martyn» son find 
heir of Richard Marlyn, to Jobii Wise and his wife 
Agnes, about one messuage and tbrce acres of land in 
Vale, etc, ; acquittance of Jamea Howell, of TrefHoyne, 
to JohnWMse of all actions against the said John Wise, 

in a pedigree communicated by Miaa Angharad Lloyd 
of Rhyl, Thomas Perrot is said to have married twice : 
first, Jane, daughter of Thomas White ; and secondly, a 
daughter of Henry Wogan ; both of \vhich statements 
are erroneous. According to the same authority he 
died 23 July, 1474. The only known issue of Thomaa 
Perrot and Jane Wise, is Jane, the wife of John Elliot 
of Erwer, and his son and heir, William. 

The arms of \\'ise are, ffulcs a chevron trmine. 
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The wife of Sir William Pebrot was a daughter of 
Sir Harry Wogan. Her Christian nnmeisvai"ioualy given, 
as Margaret, Alice, and Jane, The latter one h given by 
L. Dvvnn, and is the correct one, as proved by her wilJ, 
wberc she calls herself Johanna, Ker mother was Mar- 
gnrt^t, daiigliler of the ^reat Sir William ap Thomas of 
Kugluii, mid sister of William Herbert, Earl of Pem- 
broke, Margaret's mother wnsGladis,dnLaghter of Dflvi(l 
ap Llewelyn np Howell V^aughmi^ belter known aa David 
Gam. The four eliildren of Sir William ap Thomaa, 
kni^^htcd by Henry IV for his services in France^wcre, 
William Eai'l of Pembroke, Sir Riehjii'd of Colehrook, 
Elizabeth, wife of Sir Henry Stradling ; Margaret, wife 
of Sir Harry Wogan, The mutilated effigies of Sir Wil- 
liam ap Thomas ami bis wife Gladis, are in Aberga- 
venny Church. 

Sir William Perrot may have probably succeeded lo 
the family estate about 1474, His own will was not 
dated ; but probate was granted 7 June, 1503, He calls 
himself William PeiTot of Haroldstcue, knight, and 
directs his body to be burled in the Priory churdi of 
St. Thomas the Waityr at Haverfordwest, before the 
picture or statue {imatjine) of the Saviour in the chancel. 
lie bequeaths to the fabric of St, David's cathedral 10*. ; 
to the prior and convent of St. Thomas the Mtirtyr,£lO; 
to his own parish church of St. Ishmael's, near Haver- 
fordwest, his best velvet gown ; to the pieJiehing fiiars 
of St, Saviour's, Haverfordwest, bs.; to the rector of 
St. Ishmael'a aforesaid, in lieu of tithe he may have for- 
gotten to pay, 6j. 8J. ; to his daughters, — Anna, £'10 ; 
to Alicia, i'tiO ; to Margaret, 60(0 ; and Isabella, £40, 
as marriage portions. The residue he leaves to his son 
Owen and his wife Johanna or Jane, his cKccntors. 
The witnesses arc, Thomas Wilke, prior of St. Thoinus 
the Martyr ; Robert Walahman, rector of St, Andrew's 
of Uoboraton in Roos; William I^yc, rector of Llangemo 
(Llangwm X)\ David John Lott^ and othors. 

According to the pedigree in L- Dwnu (vol. i, p. IGo), 
iive daughters are given, — Maud, wife gf William 
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Atlams : Jnnc, wife of Philip Elliott; Alice, w'lfe of 
Richard Tucker of Scolylinm ; Joyce, wife of Jaiikyii sp 
Howell of Nevji ; Margaret, wife of William Vaughan 
of Kilgcrran, from whom the Vaughaiis of Coisygedol 
in Merioneth. 

It will be observed, therefore, that the pedigi*ee and 
will do not agree. Thus of the five ^Blighters men- 
tiQUcd in the former, we have only two named in the 
will, viz. Alice and Margaret, The Atina and Isabella 
of the will are not mentioned in the pedigree : while wc 
have Maud, Jane, and Joyce, not mentioned in the w^ilh 
This difl'erence of statement is not easily explained^ ex- 
cept on the grounds of the inaccuracies of the genea- 
logies> 

It is remarkable that no mention is made in the will 
of liis son Jenkin, described as of Caervoriog, How this 
estate came into the possession of the family is not yet 
known. The name only occurs twice, namely in L. 
Dwnn, where Junkyn, the son of Sir William Perrot is 
described as of that place ; the other is an indenture 
dated 9 July, 17 Henry VII (1502), between WUliara 
Perrottc (sic) of Haioldston, knight, and John Waryn 
of Llauhadcn, gentleman, concerning certain properties 
formerly the property of'* Harry Perrotte, late of Caer- 
vcriocke. Esquire," which were divided by the award of 
Richard Railhour, Doctor of Laws; Treharne ap Mor- 
gan and John Waller, Esquires. The pnrticulnra arc 
given of the rents and land^, which were apparently 
small in value, amounting to 525. 10^. The places men- 
tioned are Penrosse, Caervorioke, Cain Nedryn Bach, 
and Ncwmede. 

Jankyn Perrot of Caervoriog had only daughters, 
and the line was extinguished in an intermarriage with, 
the last male of the Scotsborongh branch. 

There exists also in the Public Records a deed by 
which William Hubert alias Hoskyn, brother and heir 
of Robert Hoekyn, Clerk, conveys to William Perrot all 
his lands, tenements, etc., which the said Robert Iloskyn 
had received by gift from John Geffry, Clerk, all lying 
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-witliin the county of Pembroke. The deed is daled 21 
Sept., 4 Edw, IV, 

A few years afterwar^Js Sir William Perrot executes 
a power of attorney in favour of John I'crrot of Havpr- 
fordweat, whom he thua puts in posgo^Kion of his lord- 
ship and munor of Tallacharn in Cacrniarthcni^hire. It 
IS dated June 9, 2 Htn. VU. 

Who this Johii Fcrrrot of Haverfordwofit is is uncer- 
tain, unless it was his uncle John, the younger sou of 
Sir Thomas Feirot. It niay, hownver, biivi^ boen a son 
of this John Perrol : at any rate liu was j»robably a near 
Iticaman. It has been stated Ihat Sir Williani Perrot 
died at the battle of Iledgecot, or Banbury, in 1469, — 
a statement disproved by his being alive nearly forty 
years afterwards. His father-in-law, however, Sir Ilarry 
Wogan, and his kinsman. Jankjn Perrot of Scotsbor- 
ough, were among the slain on that occasiou. (See 
War/at'orl/i Chromdt.) The ibllowing ai'e the nsines of 
those who periahed in this battle : — Sir Roger Vaughan, 
Knight : Harry Wogan, aoii and heir: Thomas ap Rosse- 
here (Roger) Vaughan, Esquire ; Watkiu Thomas, son 
of Roger Vaughan ; Y van ap John of Merwyke : Davy 
ap Jankya of Liraeric ; Harry Done (Dwnn) of Picton ; 
John Done of Kidwelly ; Hhya ap Morgau of Ulster ; 
Jnnkyn Perot of Scotsborongh ; John Encand(?Eynion) 
of Pembrokeshire ; and John Contour of Hereford. 

An inqujaition was taken at Tallacharn, in Cacrmar- 
thcnshirc (2 EIik.), before John Vaughan, gentleman, 
on the poeseBsions of William Pci rot, deceased. Who 
this William Perrot is is doubtful- It could not have 
been Sir Wdliani Perrot* ibu father of Sir Owen ; nor 
the brother of the I^ord Deputy, wliose name was Wil- 
liam, as he died near Dublin in 1597. Sir John Perrot, 
the Lord Deputy, was the owner of Tallacliarn at tbe 
time of his attainder; so that it appears to have conti- 
nued in the family down to that period- It is probable 
that tliis W illiam is the son of that John Perrot whom 
we have seen put in possession of the estate as the repre- 
sentative of Sir William Perrot, 
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Tbo will of his ^vidow, Johanna, aho exUls; and, as 
not uiiubiial, iu her maiden name, ni>t her marncd name. 
It was made a few day fi before her death, in Nov, 11, 
1504. nearly eightetii months after probate of her hiia- 
baod's will. She describe* herself as " Johtinna ^\'ogou 
de Hflroldstoii." She directs her body to be buried in 
the same place aa her husband wasjn the Priory Church, 
and leaves 65. H/I. to Uie fabric of St. David's Cathedral, 
and the same anicunt to the church of St. Ishmacl near 
Havcrford ; to the prior and convent of St, Thomiia» 20s.; 
to th<] preaching fnars of St, Saviour'a, Havprford, 0*.; 
alao to the canons of St. "I'hornaa the Martyr, Haverford, 
aforesaid^ 30^., for Bcrviccs for her soul for one month ; 
to John Ai'Tiold, the chaplain of Haroldstonc, 6^, Sd. for 
prayers for her soul. The whole of the residue she 
^ives to her son Owen, her sole execuLorf as he may 
direct for the good of her and his souls : Sir Thomas 
Harry, her father's confessor; John Arnold, Rowland 
Tanner, David John Litt^ and many others being wit- 
nesses. The will was proved before Philip Howell, 
Bachelor in Laws and Vicar-General of the Bibhop, in 
the chtirch of St. Mary. Hayerford^ 4 December. 1504- 

The arms of Wogan are, argait on a chief sahh^ three 
martlets or. The field is by some given, or not argent. 
There are other varieties of the coal. 




Sir Owen Pzeirot married Catharine, daughter of Sir 
Robert Pointsfi of Iron Acton in Glouccatershiio. Uer 
mother was a daughter of Anthony Woodville (made 
Lord Uivcrs, and brother of Elizabeth, queen of Ed- 
ward IVJ, by his second wife Gwcnllian, a daughter of 
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WillinmStmdlin^^orEBlrrling, whose progenitor was one 
of the twelve knights thai cnmc in witli Fitzhanion, The 
family of Pointz seem to have hod nl one time consider- 
nl»lr estates in S. Wales, and to have married into seve- 
r!i\ families of dislliiction, aruoii^ others the liaskervilles, 
Vo'intz Castle, in PemhrokeEhire, probahly takes its 
name from them, Sir Robert Poiufz, whose mother was 
a dau;^'htpr of Coxe of Skcnfrith, Monmouthshire^ died 
11 Ifenry VIII. On the occasion of his marriage with 
Margaret Woodville, her father Anthony, by a deed, 
1"2 Sept. Ifl Edward IV, settled on his daughter eif^ht 
hundred marks -, two hundred whereof were to be paid 
on the sealing of the deed, and the remainder on certain 
days. In addition, the earl settled on her daughter 
lands to the yearly value of one hundred marks. 

Sir Owen PerroC, who took an active part on the side 
of Henry of Richmond, is said to have died in 1513, 
having survived his father but a few years. If, however, 
this dale is correct, his death must have taken place in 
the latter part of that year, as a deed exists dated the 
20th of April of that year, by which he conveys, subject 
to the proper rent and services due^ all Ids messuages, 
lands, etc, within the lordship of Pebediauk% now Dewa- 
land, to Mastera William Bradhir and William np Owen, 
chaplains. Tt is not stated^ however, that the gift was 
for any specific purpose. His wife, Catharine, is some- 
times erroneously called Jane, and her father Henry, 
The only issue known of this Sir Owen Perrot are, his 
son and heir, Thon^as, Hubert and Mary. 

In iheLifi of the Lord Deputy, edited by Itawlinson, 
mention is made of Mr. Peri-ot, luicle of the Lord De- 
puty, and reader of Greek to Edward VI (p. 3(>), The 
Christian name is not given, but may be safely supplied 
from the pedigree, which gives Robert as the only 
paternal uncle of the Lord Deputy. 

The sole daughter, Mnivy, was the wife of Gryifyth 
White of the family of the Tenby Whites, who was of 
sufficient importance to have twice served the office of 
sheriff of the county. Ho had a second wife, Margaret, 
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colicir of Thomas Walkttis and Jauc Aihms- The 
mollier of Jane Adams was Maud, the eldest daughter of 
Bir William Perrot ; sc that Giyftyih White was doubly 
connected with the Haroldslone family. Notwilhslaud- 
ing this he appears to have been one of the most active 
nnd violent enemies of the Lord Deputy; bo much so, 
tlmt he was committed to the Fleet for BlaiidcHng Sir 
Jo!m. whence he was only released at the earnest inler- 
eession of the slandered person, probably on. the ground 
of his relntionship. The author of Sir John a life does 
not seem to have been awiire of ttiis family connexion. 

It is to this Sir Owen Perrot that the interpoltttiona 
in Plnlpot's Stejfimala tack on the name of Richard 
Perrot and John Perrol, of the Brook near Claymore, os 
aonSi Another account also gives a son George, the 
founiler of liie Oxfordshire line; hut this must also be 
considered as of dubious authority.

The wife of Thowas Phhrot woa Mary, daughter of 
James, second son of Maurice Lord Barklay or Berkeley, 
who was one of the Bquivcs of the body of Henry VII. 
Her tnollier was Susan, daughter and heir of William 
Veale of Bristol. He bore, arjmi^ on a bend sahk three 
calves or. After the death of hei- first husband Mary mar- 
ried Sir Thonicia Joues of Abcrmarlais in Cacrmarlhen- 
&hive- According to George Owen this Sir Thomas Perrot 
first introduced pheasants into Pembrokeshire. "As for 
tlie phesant, ia my memory there were none bred within 
the shire until about sisteen years past. Sir Thomas 
Perrot, Knight, procured certain hens and cocka to be 
transported out of Ireland; which he purposing to en - 
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demise in a phcasnut grove of his own plnnting, a<] join- 
ing to Ills house of U a rokl stone, gave tlicm liberty there, 
where they partly stayed, and bredd there, and ncere at 
hand, bnt afterwards chose other landlords in olhei" 
places ; and as I hear of no great multiplying, so are 
they not altogether destroyed, but aome fewc arc yet to 
be found in someplaeesof the ahecrcthongh but thinne." 
He also played a eonspicuoiia part in the grand tourna- 
ment held at Cnrew Castle? by Sir Thomas up Rhys, where 
lie bore for his uiotto, "Si tton invenio ainffuks pares y pin - 
ribtis simul ohjicior." There may have been some intended 
nlluaion to hia own family motto, ^^Amo tti iiivenio." He 
fieems also to have plnyed an important part in th:* mori^ 
Beriona matter of Henry's roecption at Milford Haven, 
on which oeeasion he was present iu person; perhaps 
as tlie representative of his father. Sir Owen Perrot. 
There was no little danger in thus declaring* him&elf 
against Eichard, who was so suspicioua of the fidelity of 
Sir Ehya ap Thomas, the head of the movement, that he 
sent commissioners to Caermarthen to demand his oath 
of fidelity, ftud hia only smi^ Griflith, as a hostage. Sir 
Rhys readily took the oath, but declined giving up his 
sou iuto Richard'^ hands, seudlng instead a long letter 
assuring the king of his continued loyalty, and that 
whoever dared to land in those parts should first pass 
over his body- Ricliard seems to have been salUfied, 
for he did not renew bis demand to have possession of 
young Griffith, Even up to this period the friends 
of Pembroke entertained doubts of the real intentions 
of Rhys, especiEilIy after this assurance of his loyalty 
to Richard; so that Hugh Conwy, who was waiting 
to start for Bntany wuth letters and money from iht' 
Countess of Pembroke, refused to set sail until he was 
assured of Rbys's cooperation. Having at last been 
satisfied on this point by the bishop of St. David's, the 
abbot of Tally (Rbys's intimate friends and cnnfidanfs), 
as well as by Morgan of Kidwelly and Dr. Lewis^ the 
chief agenis of Henry^ he sailed from Plymouth. Rhjs's 
determination was, however, again shaken hy the failure 
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of (he Duke of Biickinglmn, wlin, nt the head of a 
number of Welslimen, calW '"the ntfe-iaffe of the 
country,*' marched ogainsl Riohard; htiC, being stopped, 
by the overflowing of the Serern^ aud desi^rted by his 
followers^ he fell into the hatida of liia enemy. On thf 
ncAva of the dukes death, Rhya summoned his two 
clerical advi^r&i (the bishop aud abbot), John Morgan, 
Arnold Butler, and Kice Griffiths, to consult ou the 
course to be- adopted- Ht? now wished to proclaim at 
once Henry king of England, hut waa prevented by hia 
more cualious friends^ who insisted on his waiting for 
the return of Hugh Conwy, llivaa politic, therefore, 
on llic part of the Welsh lender still to pretend to 
be zealous in the ftervico of Richard; and ho seems 
to have carried out his plan with great caution. A 
large number of the upper classes, at least in South 
"Wales, were inclined to stand by Richard as their more 
politic course; the lower orders were unanimous in 
favour of Henry; but both classes seemed satisfied to 
adopt whatever course Rhys did. Soon after this Hugh 
Conwy returned bringing a letter from Henry to Rhys, 
who replied ibron^h Morgan of Kidwelly, then about 
lo start for Britany. On iho receipt of this reply fioin 
Rhys, Hemy immediately set sail, as if he had only 
waited until ho had the written assurance of Rhys's 
asaiatance. On the expected arrival of Henry, Hbys 
assembled two thousand of his friend* and retainers, at 
the head of whom are named — his kinsmaut Sir Thomas 
Perrot, Sir John Wugan of Wiston, John Savage, 
Arnold Butler, Riee Griffiths, and his own two younger 
brothers, David the younger and John, Several out of 
North Wales also attended, the most distinguished of 
whom was Salisbury. " friend of the raven," an allusion 
lo the three i^avens of Rhys's coat. 

After the landing of Henry and his scanty and ill- 
provided foreign soldiers (mostly Normnns), it wua 
agreed that Rhys should proceed townrda Shrewsbury 
by Carmarthen, Llandovery, and Brecon, PTenjy going 
by way of Cardigan- On arriving at Brecon, by which 
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time his forces were nuich increaswl, Rhys sent IjKck five 
hundred mea,iniderlln:'cnmmandof hiayoiingcrbvolhcrs, 
Tvith strict nrdera to koep tt> tlicir nrms nutil Ifiey lif?ard 
from liim, both for the sake of protecting \m friouds 
Ipft nt Iiome, as well as for liis o"\vn safety in case nf 
dofent. To assist Tlenry also in bis march, Arnold 
Dutler, Itire Griffillis, and John Morf^an, were to uieet 
hini at diveva points on his routp, to direct him. through 
u hilly and probably roadless country, and to assist in 
obtaining recmils and provisions from the natives. The 
exact line of Henry's march is not known, except that 
he was entertained one night by David ap Evan of LUvyn 
Dafydd^ iti the parish of Llandysilio Gogo, in Cardigan- 
shire, to whom Henry presented the well-known horn, 
now in the possession of the Karl of Cawdor; and the 
next evening byJohn apDafydd Llwyd of WernNcwydd, 
in Llananh pamh, also iu Cardiganshire. Henry even 
up to this time seemed to have had some donbts as to 
the honesty of Khya, whose caution, indeed, may have 
appeared suspicions; bat all doubt weis removed on the 
two forces meeting within a short distance of Shrews- 
bury, and marching together to that town. Kichard 
had heard of Henry's arrival, but was so certain that 
Rhys and Sir Walter Herbert (probably the son of 
William Herbert, the tirst Karl of Pembroke of that 
family) would easily defeat Henry, that it was not until 
the Welsh had left Shrewsbury some distance behind 
them that he first heard of Rhys's defection. 

The name of Perrot does not occur in this part of the 
memoir; but as Sir Tliornna Perrot. was so intimately con- 
nected by blood with Rhys, and is aientioned first amon^; 
those who welcomed Henry's arrival, it is probable that 
he joined the ranks and was present at Bosworth. 
Hume and Lingard make no mention of Rhys being pre- 
sent at the battle ; but, according to the Welsh account, 
be kept close to Henry throughout the engagement,until, 
perceiving that Riatters a|ipeared lo be yoing against 
them, sent to Sir William Stanley (who had kept, up to 
this time, aloof from both combatants) to urge him to 
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action. On this, Stanley and lUiys uniting their forces, 
charged and defeated the kings soldiers : and, if the 
AVelfih acconnt is to be believed, il was llhys who slew 
"Richard^ althmigh Stanley placed the crown on Henry's 
head, 

Lingard atalea that few Welsh joined Henry, and 
merely abstained from hindering his progress throngh 
"Wales. Some of the Welsh, in fact, remained firm to 
Richard, s\ich ns Recs Vaughnn, his esqnire of the body, 
whom the king called the tnicst Welahman he hud ever 
known, [t was this Rees Van^hnn who pyeaentt'd tlia 
bowl of wine la Ricbaid before his la^t charge, when he 
fiflW Slnnley go over to the enemy- After emptying the 
bowl he threw it over his headj arldressing Sir iiees 
Vanghao as stated. 

Arnold Untler was of Johnston. He married Kllen, 
daughter of the Sir John Wngan above mentioned, by 
Maud Clement. Maud's mother was Jane, paternal 
aunt of Rhys, Sir John Wogau was the son of Sir 
Henry Wogan. 

The only known issue of Sir Thomas Perrot were — 
I, John, the Lnrd Deputy of Ireliind; 2, Jane, wife of 
AVUliam PhiUip*^ of Pictou ; 3, Eli/.abetb, wife of John 
Piice of Goger Jdau in Cardiganshire, 

William Pliilljps of TicLon, the husband of Jane 
Perrot, was the grandson of Sir Thomas Phillip? of the 
Kilsnnl family, who married Jane daughter and coheir 
of Sir JIarry Dunn of Pitton, killed at liaiibury in 14G9. 
Sir Harry Dunn married Margaret, daughter of that 
Sir Henry Wogan, who was the great-grandfather of 
Thomas Fcriot; so that Jane Perrot was related to her 
husbEind. There had been, moreover, a much earlier 
connexion between the Ferrets and the Kilsaiil family, 
one of that family having married Lettys, the daughter 
of Stephen Perrot and Mable Castleton. There \vaa sub- 
sequently another intermarriage, William Phillips had 
n brother, Morgan, who succeeded to Picton, and whose 
son, John, manied Ann^ danghler of the Lord Deputy. 

The Picton estate came into the possession of the 
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AVo^ans bj llie marriage of Jane, dauj^hter of Sir Wil- 
liam Picton; and, according lo the notice of Picton 
Castle by Mr- J. Pavin Phillips, printed io Not&s and 
iiueim{\'^n\ 94,lt^58),contiimed for four generations in 
the AVogans^ when Catharine conveyed it by marriage to 
Owen l)unn, oi' Dwna, of Muddlescomb, whose son and 
heir, Harcy, dying at Banbury, left a d:uigliter» Jane, by 
whom tho estate came to the Sir Thomas Phillips above 
raeniioned. Tho grandfather of Catharine Wogan was 
Sir David Wogan, who is said lo have been Chief Justice 
of Ireland in tho time of Edward I, which is evidently 
an error, if Catharine's son died fighting in I46il. We 
have already seen that Sir Thomas Pcrrot married Alice 
or Jane, the daughter of Sir John Picton, and that ahe 
was a riuh heiress. This Sir John Picton may have been 
n descendant of Philip, the brother of the last Sir AVilHam 
Picton of Piclon Castle; and, if such is the fact, Jane 
Perrot was again connected with her husband's family. 
She became the mother of two daugliteie, one of whom, 
Ehzabeth, married George Given the antiquary and 
historian of Pembrokeshire. The olher was Mary, the 
wife of Alban Stepneth, or Stepney, of Prendergast, a 
person of considerable importance, and much connectwl 
with the affairs of (he Lord Deputy after his attainder. 
By failure of male issue, Picton scorns to have passed to 
Morgan Phillips, whose sou John, as already stated, 
married Anne, the daughter of the Lord Deputy. 

In the Pembrokeshire CvUeciion, in the Chctham 
Librnry, occurs the name of Ellen Perrot, danghter of 
Thomas Perrot, and wife of llowell ap Jnnkyn of New* 
ark. This is one of the numerous inaccurftcies which 
occur in this collection. The correct reading is, Joyce 
Perrot, daughter of Sir William Perrot, and wife of 
Howell ap Jankyii, junior, of Nevern. Other examples 
of the same blundering may be given. At p, 62, 
Alflon is called the daughter of Sir Owen Perrot. Her 
name was _'Uice, and that of her father W'illiEim, Sir 
Owen was her brother, P, 7.^, John Lloyd V'achan is 
said to marry Ann Perrot, sister of Sir Owen, She was 
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his mcce by hU brother, Jnnkyn Perrot, and fier name 
wng Alice, She 13, however, ciiltcd at p. 112 by her 
right name ; hut her father is stated to be Sir William, 
w)io v?as, in fact, her gran d fill her. 

In the spurious pedigree alluded to, given in Kitiiber 
and Burke, a sou Oweu is tacked on to this Thomaa 
Ft'rrol. Tliin Owen ia called the grandfather of James 
Pcn'ot of Wellingtou in Herefordshire, who ia said to 
have married Lettice, the daughter of the last Sir Thos. 
Perrot- ThatSirThomas Pevrot had no such daughter, 
at least no legitimate one, will be seen below. Of this 
Owen Perrot, no rcspccljiblc pedigree makes any men- 
tion, nor does there appear to be the least authority for 
the statement. As already staled, Sir Janins Penot, the 
£Oti of the Lord Deputy, repudiated all claims of rela- 
tionship with the Herefordshire Pertots, ahbough he 
left Uaroldstoiie to one of them. 

The arms of James Barklay were, according to L. 
Dwnn. — 1, ffules a chevron, a chevron arffnitS between 
eight crosses pat^s of the first (the correct number 
aeems to be ten crosses pales) ; 2, ^uks a lion rampant 
argent and knguedi^^^r^,- 3, jai/ea lion rampant argsnt, 
cro^viied or. aimed ^fi^s; 4. gules three lions passant or, 
uponachief alabel tvrj^^; 5,Fitzalan (Fitznlan ofCUui 
bore gufes a lion rampant or^ armed and langued enure) : 
6, chequy countcrcompony or and azure, crescent for dif- 
ference. 
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There is little doubt but that Sir Johx PEanoT was 
the son of Henry VHI by Mary Berkley, the wife of 
Sir Thomas Perrol. Her father was attached to the 
courti where she, from her beauty and wit, no doubt 
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flttrFicled the atteiitioii of her rnyal lover. Sir Roliprl 
Nnuntoii, wlio mEirnt'd his grniid da lighter, Ptinelopi^ 
PciTot, says, in his Fragmcnfa Rcr/altu, " If we compnre 
his pirtiin'> his qualities^ hia gesture, and vuyce, with 
that of the king, whose memory yet reiiiuiiis anjonp ua, 
they will plead strougly that he was a t^urrejiLitious 
child of the blood royal.'' There is a well-knowji por- 
trait of Sir John Perrot in existence, Tin d which strongly 
confirms the statenicnt of Naunloii. 

Tile volume published by Rawhusou in 1728, professee 
lo give the history of this distinguished soldier and 
statesman. Unfortunately, however, the grealer portion 
f»f the work is devoted to his Irish campaigns, so that 
little is recorded of his proceedinps in Wales. He was 
bom in 1527, probably at llaroldstone, where he seems 
to have remained until the age of eighteen, when he 
was sent into the house of the Marquis of Winchester, 
at that time Lord Treasurer of England- In conse- 
quence of a brawl in Sonthwark with two j'comon of 
the crown, he was sent for by the king, who, according 
to the ifistori/, inquiring of him his name and kindred, 
promised him preferment at court, which promise he 
did not live to perform. Henry may hnve recognised 
in the young brawler his own son. Sir John Pcrrots 
unclc^ Robert Pcrrot, was at that time reader of Greek 
to Prince Edward, which may have been an additional 
reason for royal patronngc. On the death of Henry, 
Sir John formed part of the court of Edward Vi, at 
whoae coronation he was made Knight of tlje Bath. In 
1551 Ue accompanied the Marquis of Northampton in 
his emhiissy to I'' ranee concerning a piopnsed niarnagc 
between Edward and ji daughter of the French king; on 
which occasion ho distinguished himself by his prowess 
in saving the life of a French gentleman attacked hy a 
wild boar, as detailed in the Hisiorff, p. 30. On returning 
to England, his extravagance led him iuto dilRcultiefl, 
from which he was released hy the generosity of Edward, 
On the death of Edward he still remained at court, 
wliere he continued to enjoy the favour of Mary until 
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he was accused by one Gadcrn or Calhern of keeping 
certain heretics in his house in Wales, which must havL* 
been Ilaroldstone, of ^vhich he was then in possession, 
as he had not yet obtained the j;ianl of Carew Castle. 
Garlern is stoteil to have been n countrymnn of Sir Jolin*s, 
and was ddubtlcsdy one of the Gndcrns or Cnthems of 
PrendE'i'gast, the prosiniily of wliich phirc to Hcirold- 
stone would enable Iiih enemy to know who were resid- 
ing in that house; and amon^^ whom were, Alexander 
Nowell, afterwards Dean of Lichfield; Robert Perrot, 
uncle of Sir John, and already mentioned as rcEuler of 
Greek to Edward VI ; one Banaster, and others. Gad- 
crn'fi Cliristian name is not given, so that he cininot be 
identified. Henry Gadcrn had four sons, the eldest 
only of whom, TJiomns, was married; his wife bein|,' a 
daughter of Sir John Wogdu. Thomas was sheriff for his 
county in 1565. He bore, t/ules on a fess ermi/ie Lliree 
cats* heads [^ perhaps alluding to the name) erased argent^ 
their necks eacircled with crawus or. 

On this charge Sir John was committed to the Fleet, 
but soon aftenvatds released througk the private influ- 
ence of the queen. On liis release he joined hia cousin, 
the Earl of Pembroke, under whom In? held some olhce, 
Soon after this, the earl having had orders from the 
queen to see that no heretics existed in Wales, wished 
Sir John Perrot to assist him in those portions of the 
three counties (Caermarthensblre, Cardiganshire, and 
Pembrokeshire) which were more immediately in Sir 
John's circuit. Sir John stoutly refusing, a bitter quariel 
arose b/'tween the txvo cousins. Intelligence of this dia- 
pnte reaching the queen's eats, she wag so angry that 
she refused at first to listen to his suit for a grant of 
Cnrew Castle, which had been already promised. His 
stepfather. Sir Thomas Jones, who had in vain tried to 
reeoneilc Sir Jnhn to the Earl of Pembroke, was enabled 
to pacify the queen, who at last consented that hia suit 
should be referred to the Pnvy Council, of which the 
earl was a member. Gardiner, Bishojj of Winchester, 
opposed the suit; but iho earl, with great generosity, 
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plended SO effectimlly for Sir John Peirot, llint lie ob- 
tniued the wishfd-for grant. 

There is, howcvfr, some difficulty here, wliicli vam 
only be removed by supposing the H^t of the sheriffs 
for the county of l*pmbroke, |irinted with the Tem- 
brokeshiro gent-alogies, lo be incorrect. By thwt list it 
apjicnrs that Sir John I'mrot of Curew was slieritf in 
]5h51 ; btit fts Mary bognn her reign 6 July, 1553, she 
conki not have ^^ranted Cnrew in 1551. In that year 
Sit John becius, by agreement, to have been put in pos- 
session of Haroldston by hia 6t('|»fathcr, Sir Tlionms 
Joncfi^ he being llien twenty-lour yeiirs of ago. In this 
year also he is said In bave gone to Franco in the suite 
of the Marquis of Northampton (p. 40). If he served 
as sheriff that year, he must have done so as the owner 
of Ilaroldaton, although described of Carew, His step- 
father had al^o served, as owner of the same property, 
in !540, probably by virtue of his ranmuge with Mary 
Baiclay, His grandson, moreover, Thomas Jones of 
Abermarlais, served in 1589, three years previous to the 
death of Sir Johnn By what means this family still 
remained connected with Harolds ton, is not easily to be 
explained ; especially as we find Sit James Perrot, the 
illfgitimrile son of Sir John, in possession of It, or at 
least of the mansion house. 

On the accession of Elizabeth, Sir John sllU main- 
tained his influence at court, and was appointed one 
of the four who carried the canopy of stale over the 
queen at her coronation. From this period he spent his 
time partly at court and partly in Pembrokeshire, until 
1572, when he was appointed Lord President of Mon- 
ster, Me landed at Waterford on the 1st of March, 
He carried on the work committed to him very success- 
fully, and submitted lo the queen and the Privy Council 
a scheme drawn up, under many heods^ for keeping 
Monster in order. The sislh of these recommendiuions 
is, that two of the most honest attorneys in the marclies 
of Wales should bo sent thither for the better instruc- 
tion of the native nttorneys in his proposed alteration of 
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Fidmitiistering jnatico. His scheme was approved by 
tbc queen, but fmstralccl by some of his private cnenuc'3 ; 
yet on his relurn to England she wished him to so back 
rigfiin to Irehnid, tiTuX continu(r his duties; but Ibaiing 
lei^t coniplainliT^ a^ain^t lam, during his absence, might 
be encouriigcd by his enemies, ho declined on grounds 
of herdth, and retired to Fenibrckeshire, where, being 
one of tlic Conncil of tiie Matches, ho appearfl to have 
devoted mnch attention to his duties. lit had enemies, 
however, in his own conntry as well as at court, among 
whom were Rcveral o(" the leading gentry ; and who won 
over to their party Walter Earl of Essex, at that time 
refiiding at Lamphey. Little is Jsuown of these quarrelfl ; 
but a-s regards the Earl tjf Essex, a recnnciliatioQ pro- 
bably took place, as that Dobleman's daughter became 
the wife of Thomas, the Lord Deputy's son and heir, 
"i'liere are, besides, other proofs of friendly feeling 
between them. 

He continued thus to live sometimes in his own 
county, "ith occasional visits to the court, where he was 
suddenly summoned by the queen and Privy Council, to 
take command of some ships in order to intercept the 
Spanish forces, which were expected Co sail for Ireland. 
On this occasion he posted in less than three days from 
Pembrokeshire to Greenwich, to the surprise of ihe 
queen and court. 

While off Greenwich, where the court was residing, 
lie sect a diamond "in a token" (sec his lliitori/, p. 108} 
to liloncho Parry, one of the queen's wardrobe womer* 
nr coiffors. On hearing of this the queen sent him a 
**fair jewel hanging in white cypress," with a message 
that, as long as he wore it for her sake, he would be free 
from hfirm. Whether this attention proceeded from a 
sister's love, or an aftection of more tender character, 
may be doubtful. 

His son 'i'tiomaa aecompanicd him on this expedi- 
tion, and on his arriving at Waleifnrd was kni^dited by 
Sir William Drewry, the Lord Chii^t' JustitCj who died 
fourorfi.ve days afterwards. Not finding the Spauiards, 
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he rptrirncd to the Chnimcl, where hie ship strnck on 
ivliat are termrd^'J'hc Kc:Uisli Knocks^*' his son bi?in^ on 
board Willi him. The vc95i?l was at la^t got off, nn*l after 
being tOEst'il about for sevcml days, got f^^fc to Honvicli. 
Immediately accufialions ol'jnif^coiidiict were made by his 
old enemies ; but tlicy were nnsufoeftsful in their object, 
as Sir John was fully acquittrdn He hnd, hnwnyer, liltlu 
rest ; for as fioon as thit; case had been dispost^d of^Tboniiis 
\Vyriolt,ajuBticc of the peace, but described Bsa**bpadie" 
man, preferred to the quren a petition against Sir John. 
The Master of Requests, on inquiry, returned that there 
were no t^rounds of complaint; but Wyriolt objecliny 
that the Master's deeision was unfair and parttjl, the 
matter was referred to the Piivy Council, who confirmed 
the Master's report. Wynott, still dissatisfied, accused 
in turiL the Privy Council cf partiality, fov which he 
was consigned to the Marshalsea. He was probably a 
younger son of the Wyriott family, formerly the owners 
of Oiielton from the time of Henry TT, according to 
Fenton, until it came by mamage into the possession of 
Sir Hugh Owen. A sister of Harry Wyriott married 
William Perrot of Scotsboiough. 

After ibis affair Sir John returned to Wales^ leaving 
Wyriott in prison until he could find sufficient bail for 
£'200 to ansuer Sir John in an action of the case. He 
was also himself bonnd in j£'500 for the same pm-pose, 
But snch was the influence of Sir John's enemies in the 
Privy Council, that, after his departure, they procnrcd 
the prisoner's release without these precautions being 
taken, and letters to be WTiltcn to the judges of assize at 
Haverfordwest, to try all questions of Sir John against 
Wyrinit, or of Wyriott against Sir John. On receipt 
of the letter the judges uiote to Sir John, then lying ill 
nt Carew Castle from ihe sweatiug sickness, which was 
at that time common in the district, requiring him To 
present himself at Haverfordwest against the sessions; 
which Sir John, in spite of his illness, did, finding Wyri- 
ott there with seventy ajlicles and as many witnesses, 
against him. The result of the trial was a coniplelo 
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nrfjuilttil of Sir Jolm, who t:QUi|>luiiied to llie queen of 
lilt! conduct of his enemies iu llie Privy Comicil ; 
wliicli letler the queen received favourHLly, ordering 
the Eiirl of Lticcster to nsceitaiti who were the real 
actors iu lliis business. Aa for Wyi'iott, lie was arrested 
upon an action of the case for ihe articles exhibited, and 
was sentenced to pay £1,000 damages to Sir John, a 
very large sum of niouey in those days, Wyriott being 
either unable or unwilling Co pay the amount, was con- 
signed to the prison at Haverfordwest, 

Sir John still continued in the country, receiving com- 
rinmealions from the queen's ministers informing him 
of important matters, and asking his opinion, although 
he held no office at court. Among his friendly corre- 
epondcntg was Sir Francis Walsingham, He continued 
to reside in Wales, with occnsiontil viaita to the court, 
for about throe or four ytars, when he was made* Loi^ 
De]TUty of Ireland, Duiirg this period he conveyed by 
deed certain land^:, etc., to the town of HaverfoT'dwest, 
This occurred in 1579- His half-brother^Sir Henry Jones 
of Ahcrmarlais, forewarned him of the dani^ers he would 
incur by acceptance of the office* especially on account 
of his numerous personal enemies both in Pembroke- 
shire and the court. Among the former were two gentle 
men of standing in the rounty, and justices of the peace; 
one of whom was Griffith White of the Tcuhy family of 
that name,— ^the other is not mentioned. These gentle- 
men charging Sir John before the Privy Council aa 
oppressing his neighbours, and being of such power that 
no redress for wrongs conimitted could be obtained from 
him. were, on failure of proof, committed by the Lords 
of the Council for slander, and ordered to publicly con- 
fess before the judges on circuit. The History tells us 
thftt Sir John took pity on Griffith While on account of 
bis age, and obtained his release. There was probably 
another motive (as stated above, p, 33) ; for not only 
were the families of Perrot and White connected by 
more than one intcrniamageJjLit ihisUriffiih White Iiad 
for his fii-*t wife, Sir John's great aunt, Mary, daughter 
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of Sir Owen Perrot ; and lor his second, Mirgijr<t WqI- 
kins, great-granddaiiglitev of Sir ^\'iIliam Perrol, niert' 
of his first wifo Mav}', nnd second cousin of Sir John- 
His raotber also wits u Herbert, and thert^fore coiintjc'led 
with ibe Fcrrots- He must have been, ns described, 
advanced in age. The dose connection of the two 
families may have had more influence than feelings of 
compassion with Sir John in prociinng his release. 

On leaving. Uis half-brotber, Sir Henry Jones, sent a 
message to bid farewell, saying at tlie same time that 
he should never see him again; which prophecy was 
fulfilled by his own death occurring before Sir John's 
return. 

On receiving his commission he returned to Carew 
Casl!e [now Ilia principal residence) to arrange his private 
affairs. ^Vhilc he was there the Earl of Ormonde landed 
at Milford, and reirnined somednjs at Carew. Hisobjetl 
in leaving Irclmid was to promote his interests at court; 
but finding that Sir John was lo bo Lord Deputy, and 
thinking that, under such circuaislances, he did not 
need the aid of any friouda, he altered his mind, and 
returned with Sir Jolm. Sir Jolin sailed from Milford 
Haven^ and arrived at Dublin in JEinuavy 1583. On 
the 31st day of the same month the queen dated her 
wavrnnt to the lords justices of Ireland lo administer 
tlic euatoranry oath and deliver the sword to Sir John. 
His prcdoeessor. Lord Gray of Wilton, had already left 
Ireland. On the -illi of April in the &ame year waa 
issued the queen *s ^variant fretting forth his allowances, 
which "uie £100 |jer month, and ii retinae of fifty horsu 
and foot, ivith the usual [jay for men and officei-Sn On 
the 27Lh of Jidy, 15S5, letters from the queen and Sir 
Francis Walsinghani were sent disapproving of Ids 
strict measures, and especially of his journey to the 
north, en which occasion he divided Ulstei' into six 
shires. This act of the queen was apparently the result 
of iDisrepreseutalions of his old enemies. On the Tth 
of September, 1685, Sir John complains in a letter that 
no instructions or necessary supplies were sent to him. 
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On the lUIi nf Nov. 1685, he informs tlip Privy roiindl 
of the loss of DunlncL- Castle by trcucliery, aiul ihnt \ny 
would wilhngly tnke stepa to recover it, hut for want of 
money, Rup|tlip5 of all kinds, and evea credit. No 
noticL' seems to have been tsiken of his appUcnlioiL 
About Ihe sane time a quarrel arose between the LorJ 
President and the T^ord flianrellor about the diverting 
some of the property of St. PaUick's, in Dubhn, to 
the establish men t of a university. The I-ord Chan- 
cellor hjiving granted to his children and kiu lon^ 
leafies of many of the estates, weis much opposL*d to the 
proceeding; ivhile Loftua, the Archbishop of Dubliu, 
joined in the opposition* and became one of Sir John's 
most violent eiieiiiicfi. The queen interfered in the 
quarreK and reproved the Lord Chancellor, but without 
mucli effect, for he continued to oppose and thwart, in 
every possible manner, the proceedings of his rival- 
On the termination of the second parliament, which 
commenced 25 April, 1586, the T^rd President went to 
the west of Ireland to hear complaints, and perform 
other necessary duties ; soon after which he was trcalJed 
to England, and succeeded by Sir William Fitz -William, 
lie left in 1586, and sailed straight to Carew. Four 
years afterwards he was arraigned and found guilty of 
high treason, 17 ApriK 1599, What is called his last 
will and testament was dated 3 May, 1.5J)3, It is, 
however* rather a kind of defence anil appeol to her 
majcHM'^s mercy, ile trusts that the Karl of Essex may 
eoiilinue lo enjoy liE?r majesty's favour* and blesses his 
son and his daughter and their two little elilldren. This 
daughter was Eorutliy, sister of tlie earl ; and the two 
children can be none others bnt Penelope, wlio mar- 
ried, and Koland who died unmiiriied, probably soon 
after his grandfather. Of his other children, legitimate 
or not, he tnnkes no mention at all. If his object was 
to excite the queen's compassion by Blinding to his 
thildrpu, he would prohtibly only mention tliose of 
whose eAistence the ([ucen was piobably aware, and in 
whom she might take some iuteresl^ as the niece and 
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Tirpbew of her favourite Esses, if not ns tht* grand- 
children nf her own ropnled brother. 

Sentence of death was passed on the 16th of Jnnc, 
hut was not carried into execitlioii, as Sir John died 
Euddeidj- iu the Tower in the following Seplenibor i nor 
is it probable tliat^ had he lived, it would liave been 
carried out, as the queen refused to sign the warrant 
^vhen presented to her. At the time of his condcrnua- 
tion she had called his accusers a " pack of kiiavrs"; 
and, when she refused to &ign the warrant, she gave iui 
a reason that "he was an honest, faithful subject/* All 
llirougb his troubles with the Privy Council and other 
enemies she had taken his part, and would, iu all pro- 
bability, have still continued to do so. The speedy 
restoration of the estates of the family lo his son and 
heir, SirThomas. con firms this view of the subject- After 
his condeninalioa, Sir John, on his return to the Tower, 
said with an oath to Sir Owen Hoplon. " What f will 
the qneeti suffer her brother to be offered up a sacrifice 
to the envy of my slruttirig adversaries"; so that the 
relationship between Sir John and the queen must have 
been so well known that it is almost impossible that 
Elizabeth cnuld have been ignorant of it, although she 
might not openly acknowledge it. 

Among the bitterest of his enemies in the Privy 
Council was Sir Christopher Hatton. The cause of this 
hostility was, as insinuated by Sir Robert Naunton, some 
satirical remarks of Sir John Pcrrot on his skill and 
activity as a daneer. Uc was a tall and well-favoured 
man, and thus became n favourite of the queen, although 
he subsequently fell into disgrace, and died within three 
years after his opponent. Sir John Perrol. There was, 
however^ probably another reason for this enmity^ not 
noticed by Sir Robert Naunton. Among Sir John's 
other ** lovc-A^ives," as they are termed iji Welsh gene- 
alogies, was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Christopher Hat- 
ton ; so that it is not suqtrising that the father should 
be the bitter enemy of the man who had seduced his 
dangbter. This circumstance by itself would easily 
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account for the hostility of Sir Chriato|i!icT, to say no- 
thing of (ho jealousy and rivalry which must have existed 
between two such candidates for court favour Sir John 
PeiTot, moreover, socmB to have been somewhat violent 
and hasty, however well icteutioned and honest, in his 
proceedings ; and thus to have made enemies not only 
at court, but in his own country. The cases of Wyriott 
and Griffith While have been already noticed- To ibcm 
may be added that of Rice Davies, Disbop of St. Asaph, 
who, while holding the bishopric of St. David's, was a 
stout opponent of Sir John, at tbat time a great favourite 
with the Earl of Leicester The cause of this opposi- 
tion IB stated to have been some attempt of Sir John 
Perrot against the bishop's interest. This occurred pre- 
viously to his being marte Lord Deputy of Ireland, (See 
MS, life of the Bishop in the British Museum,) 

According to David Lloyd, in his Staff Worfhiea (pp, 
610-513), "His mortal words were those in the great 
chamber of Dublin, when the queen sent him some 
respectful letters after her expostulalory ones, with an 
intimation of the Spaniard's design." What those wovda 
were may be seen in Feuton's Pembrokeshire (p. 299) ; 
but whether they were or were not inventions of his 
enemies, David Lloyd describes Hatton as his prin- 
cipal foe, *' He was England's professed friend, and 
Sir Christopher Hatton "s professed enemy. He was so 
like a son of Henry VllI, that lie would not be Queen 
Eliiriheth's subjeet ; but Hatton'a sly amoothnese under- 
mined his open roughness, — the one dancing at court 
with more success than the other fought in Ireland." 
David Lloyd as well as Sir Robert Naunton make no 
allusion to the daughter of Sir Christopher. He men- 
lions^ however, aeircumstonce omitted by others, namely, 
that hy '^a haughty conceit of his extraction he exas- 
l*eraled his nohle jury to his condemnation/' 

On Sir Jolin's last return from Ireland, as already 
fclaled, in 1588, he sailed straight to Ciirew Castle, Tlis 
stay there must have been bhort, as he was in London, 
engaged In preparing for his defence, at least two years 
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before his attainder in 1592. His abode was in the 
Strand, probably at the house of Sir Thomas Shirley ; 
at lenat all his plaie had been transferred from the 
country to that gentleman's mansion. An inventory of it 
exists in the llccord Office. 

Sir Thomas Shirley was probably a member of the 
Shirley family of Waiwicksbire, and may have been the 
elder son of Sir Francis Shirley, and have died before 
his father^ wbo was directly succeeded by his grandson 
George, George died in 1622^ and was succeeded by 
his son, Sir Heavy Shirley, who in l(il5 married Dorothy. 
the younger of the two dauglilera of the Earl of I'^ex. 
To Sir Robert Shirley, as representative of tbis Dorothy, 
were granted by Charles 11, in 1677, the baronies of 
Chartloy, Bourchier, and Louvaine, which had been in 
abeyance ainee the death of the li]arL of Essex. 

Sir Jdbn was at York House in April lo90, whence 
he dates a letter to Thomas Lloyd and Roger AV ill iams, 
gentlemen, requiring them to send for AN'iUIam Jones* 
James Prytherch, or any of his bEiiliffs in Pembroke- 
shire and Caer mar then shire, and to make up iifteeti 
hundred pounds. If the rents did nut produce that 
amount, they were to complete the sum from the iron 
cLefit at Carew. The money thus collected waa to be 
given to William Jones of Hereford (] Haverford), 
Henry Michell, and Rice ap Rice, to he conveyed by 
them to Bristol, and handed over to Mr, Philip Langley. 
Roger Williams^ above mentioned, seems to have been 
left in charge of all the property at Carew. Rice ap 
Rhys was of the family of Richard.stcn, and apparently 
brother of John ap Rhys, who married Jane Perrot, the 
heiress of Scotsboiough, and served as sheriff iu 15S2, 

Another letter to the same purport, was written from 
the Strand on the 29nd of July 15[>0, either by Sir John 
or hia son. Sir Thomas, who al least wrote a portion of 
it. On this occasion i^'fiOf) or £70{\ were required, and 
any deficiency to be made up from the iron chest £500 
were to be delivered unto Nicholas Perd, gentleman, 
and factor for Kicliaid Stnpaves, citizen of London, if it 
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CDiild be prucured and forwarded immcdifitrly to Lon- 
don, so Iliftt it niiglil be heard of before Ihe latter cud 
of IJie term Tie\t followiTig, as f^rtam paymenla to the 
qupen BTid others were to be macle- Thesr were pro- 
bably fees or ollter law charges ; the bftlancc of the 
;£600 or £700, after payment of the £500, being reserved 
for private use. 

The first requiaitJorL of £1,500, made in April, was 
speedily complied with without the help of the irnn 
chest ; for although the order left London io April, the 
full amount was despatched to Loudon in the uext 
month. Considering the value of aiich a sum at tho 
end of the sixteenth century, it seems an enormous 
amount to be collected wllhin so short a time, without 
the aid of a regular post or easy com muni cation. The 
tenants and debtors were, no doubt, numerous, but 
they seem to have been good payers ; and tbe agents, 
Thomas Lloyd and Roger Williams, not idle. InWalea, 
at least in North Wolcs, at this period, £40 a year seem 
to have been to a country squire what it was to Gold- 
smith's village preacher. 

There is also another account of Robert Price, of 
moneys received and spent in the suit of Sir John Pervot 
for the recovery of debts due to him, being in the coU 
lection of 'William Jones and Thomas Cannon, and 
assigned to follow the causes and suits of His Highness 
Sir John Perrot "by way of process, as well at the 
Council of Marches as in the common lawe,*' Dated 
11 Oct., 34 EMz-, at Caermarthen, 

Fenton suggests that the exchange of lands formerly 
belonging to th*? Priory of Hnvcrtbrdwest, made by the 
Lord Dejuitywith Barlow of Slebcch, was efi'ccted with 
a view to a futtirc residence at Haroldstone. (See above, 
p. 14,3 ''^'*^ deed which Fenton eaw wonid fix the date 
of that change. He does not mention where he saw it, 
btit it may have been at Sleheeh- Sir John was, how- 
ever, probably Die actual poases.sor of Haroldstone at 
the time; for at tlie age of twenty-three the property 
was given up to him by his stepfather, Sir Thomas 

4> 
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Jones, or, as his name k sometimes spcl(^ Thomaa Sir 
James of Abermarlaia, who had been invested willi the 
wardship of his stepson by Ilenrj" VIII. The deed, 
dated 4 Edi^ard Vl^ witnesses the release of this ward- 
ship by Sir Thomas Jonee, excepting all rights and tithea 
of dower which Dnmc Mary had in tlie estates of her 
fion, loSir John.on pnyment of an annuiiy of £66 :13: 4, 
to be paid out of her estates during her life. But inas- 
much as Sir Thomas Jonca had received certain renta 
during the minority of Sir John, and also in recompense 
for the movable gnoda which Sir John might claim. 
Sir Thomas conveys to him all his interest in hia two 
parsonages, called Thomas Beclt[*t (jurhaps St, Thomas 
in Haverfordwest) and St.Ishmnera in Harold3tone,with 
the tithes and lands formerly part of the estate of the 
late Priory of Haverfordwest. How Sir Thomaa Jones 
became possessed of these parsonages and lands, unless 
throuf;h his wife as connected with HaroldHtone, is 
doubtful. In addition to this surrender, Sir Thomas 
makes over all the goods remaining in Haroldatone, and 
undertakes to give up all the letters patent granting 
part of the lordship of Natbcrth Castle, CoyderaH/iY-nby, 
find Treggeraarshe, within the county of Pembroke, fur 
the purpose of obtaining similar letters granting the 
same for the lives of Sir John Perrot and his stepfather, 
reserving to Sir John the power of appointing all tinder- 
Etewards and other servants. A cliLUse is also addi'd 
Gecuring to Jane, sister of Sir John, and wife of William 
Phtlipps, the payment of her marriage porlion to be 
made by Sir Thomas Jones. Within a few years from 
tliis time, and certainly before loG3, Sir John was 
vice-admiral for the seas around South Wales, and 
keeper of the queen's gaol in Unvejfordwcsl, as appears 
by a warrant of the Lord High Admiral, dated July 
lo62, directing him to forward to London, in chains, a 
sailor named John Simkin?. In the warranty Haverford- 
west is described as ■■■ llerefordenais occidcntalis," 

Within ten days after ihe attainder of Sir John, an 
inventory, dated 27 April, 1592. was taken of all goods 
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in Carcw Castle^ under the chnrgc of Roger Williums 
and John Turner ; but there oppcnrs to hnvc bccB some 
previous inventory, or ot least iTiquiry^ made, for notices 
occur here and there that certain itoma now inserted 
were found out eiuco the fii^t view taken by the com- 
missi an er. 

On the same day, namely April 27s auother inventory 
was taken of hie goods and cluiltelti in Caermartlien- 
flhire, consiHling of liorsr-s, cattle, and thetrp. A memo- 
randum ia added, to inquire for tbe inventory of goods 
in the ca&tic of Laughani ; so that Sir John may have 
occasionally resided (here afl well as atCarewand iJarold- 
etone. 

In the inventory at Carew the iron chest, frequently 
mentioned in the correspondence, waa vahied at 40*. It 
is evident, from some of the items* that Sir John did not 
complete the building, for mention is made of deal 
boards (by estimation six bund red) provided for the dining 
chamber of the new building at Carew, about twelve 
feet long, and worth 6rf. a piece- "Item in the new 
lodgings tymbcr red (ready) framed for some particioua 
there, supposed to be worth xIj." Opposite to theae 
two items it is noted, '* not valued, being appointed for 
y' building"; "not valued for y" cause aforesaid." An- 
other item "not valued, being appointed for the build- 
ing/' was the glass intended for the new windows. 
" Item there is in a chamber, under lock and key, kept 
by the glazier of Tewkesbury, as much glasse ready to 
set upp as will glace all the windows of the newe btiild- 
irgs (saving forcaseraenls only), which glass con tcyneth 
by estimation ( ) foote/' 

His armour, consisting of various pieces, valued at 
£4:13:4, was at this time in the custody of Mr. Edward 
Mase of the town of Haverfordwest. 

Next occurs a note of "such goods as were lent 
George Devoras, Esquier, at the funeral of Mr, Walter 
Devornx, by Roger Williams, late servant of Sir John 
Perrot, Knight.'' 

After the statement of the various items of this loan 
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occurs a memorandum that her mRJGsty's commissioners 
finding it a hard matter to distinguish the Baid goods from 
Mr, Devorax's own E;oods,did forbear to search hia house, 
bnt sent for some of his servants. ivhodeposL-d that moRi 
of the goods were c&tried to his house m Statford&hini ; 
and ait^r In a letter from bim&elf, daleJ 34 Sept. 159^ 
lie confinns the statement of the servaiita, and nifei-s to 
bny them or deliver them up to the com mLs&i oners. The 
boiise alluded to was probably Lamphey. 

An account VM also taken '^7 Sept. 1592, of the 
■ani wad Eocking colts in the East Marsh at Laugbani, 
MwChOTrerer, of lho«e returned have the name of Sir 
TbiNMS Pemt pneSxed. Th^re is also a aoto of young 
Mana bK forth (15Sd) to divers persons, Sir John to 
fef« tbe boiT» colts, and tbe keepers the marc colts. 
Two aarrii wttt set ^th Hugh Builer of Johnson, pro- 
bdhly ikepcCiOii who married his illegitimate dangbter 
bv '^^*— *^ Hatton- One mare was with ^Vil1iam 
nfllvai^F^oOtvbovM probably his hrother-in-law, 
tot ha lifltct Jane married William Phillips of that 
■faofv Th/f fbttHfa marv «^as let to Mr. Thomas VoycU 
JVo^fe » Voel) of Fylbridge, who was more distantly 
CQUmtrd Tith the ^mily. One of the family, John 
Votle»wis on the jury at Haverfordwest at the inquisi- 
tmof tho d6tli of September. 

Aa inqauilion wq3 held at Have rford Cnstlo on the 
9Blh of St^pt'i 34 Eliz., before Tliomas Hnnbnry, Esq., 
atttt of the iiudilors of the Court of E\cho<]ucr ; Robert 
Davw, Ksq-, receiver-general of the f|ueou"s revenue in 
SottU Wales: Richard Grafton. Esii, ; George Owen, 
Esq,; Alban Stepnoth, Esq. ; Thomas lievt^lU Esq. ; in 
lirhio of tli^ 1^^^^'^'^ commisBion issued 4 July, 34 Eliaa^ 
bcth, h> inquire into the poaaessions of Sir John Perrot. 
The j^irv consisted of — Thomas Uoxveu of Robeston; 
John Howcr Ychau ; John Lloyd of Hejidre, William 
lk»weii of Mt'Ijney, Tliomas John Vauglian of Pontfaen, 
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Newgall, MiLUiice llouvde of CroiidaJe, James Othe water 
of Kilgwj'ne, JoUn Bradsliaw of Moylegrove, David 
BoultoQ of Boultou Hill, Jolin Ta^^ker, William KeLtle 
of Prendcrgast, j£>hii Rosiint de Gosheaton, Edward 
Coopei". Ail ihc above are termed geiillomon. 

The result of tlio inquisitioa was, that on the 18th 
day of April last Sir John Perrot was possessed of a 
devise from the queen, dated 10 March iu (he eighteenth 
of her reiga, of divers lands, etc, in Cocheland, Est 
Williamsion, and(i) Stepes, The lease was foi' tweaty- 
one jears, and the rent £4 : l^. There was also found a 
similar Rratit, dated fi May 33 Eliz-, for latida, etc., in 
Sagestou, Cr05sclev, Sndtou, Yarbeston, Piucheslon, 
Miitoiij together with the com milis, for the same period 
of twenty-one years, and rent of £I[I: 14: 11, Also a 
grant dated 16 Dec. ID Eliz., of lands, part of the lord- 
ship of Haverfovdwe.st, in Uowae, at a rent of £i : 1 : 4. 
Also a grant dated January 26 Eliz. [tlie day of the 
month omitted) of the rectory of Lamerston, the vmn^c 
of Cookscy, and land lately in the holding of Thonms 
Voughler and John Higden, being portion of the lands 
called Maudlons. The rents were 'iOs. for the rectory, 
and Is. 6d. for the grange of Cooksy and the land men- 
tioned. Mention is also made of another grant for a 
term not then c\piiTd (but no date is given) of certain 
crown rents from Ajaril HiU^alias EylardesHill, in the 
county of Pembroke, from tenants of a carucate of land 
in the holding of John Richards, and part of the manor 
of Ijcwelslon, of which a conveyance wels m^ide hy 
Maurice Walters to Sir John Perrot. The rent was £3. 
The jury also found that the rents autl profits of all the 
foregoing grants^ due from the "^Tth day of April up to 
the day of the inquisition, had been recL'^ived by Sir John 
Perrot or his agents. 

On the 22nd day of Juno in the same year (1592), a 
warrant was issued from the Lord High Treasurer and 
Chancellor of the Excheiiuei:(John Fortesci.io)to Ed^vurd 
Donne, Alban Stepneth, Esquires, Charles Vaughan and 
Thomas Woodford, the queens commissioners, to deal 
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with the goods of John PcrroE, The record (15!)2)ron- 
sisla of sixteen sheets of paper, four of them blank, willi 
schedules attnclieil, in one or\vhich meotioD is made of 
Ihe parsonage of Lanstephaii. 

Among the other Ferrot recnrds is a book of eighty 
leaves (but without dat*?), in good condition, aettiug 
forth the possession:^ of Sir John after his attainder^ 
They were — the moiety of Jeffrestou ; the manors of 
Carew, Ilaroldstoue, Benton, Walwyn'e Castle ; the lord- 
ships of Uether Hill ; the manors of Knowlton, Robes- 
ton, the Dale, and (T) Hobton; the manors of Great 
Honibrogh, Sky vlock, Woodstock, Ableston, and others ; 
(?) Rcuaston, Castle Bighe ; lands in Kemaes. A copy of 
the rent-roll of the Kemaea property foT^S) has been pre- 
aerved. Il is dated 30 EH^i^beth, TLere were rents and 
lands in St. Dogmael, Nevcrn, Newport and other places. 
The gross rental, including the value of the capons and 
hena, was £M : 17. The gross numher of capons was 
twenty-nine at 6i. each; that of the hens, fifty at 4^/. each. 

There is another document, consisting of two leavea 
of paper, dated Have if ord west, 7 Sept. 1591 (33 Eliz.) 
settiog forth part of the possessions of Sir John Perrot, 
kuighl, purchased of Sir Thomas Jones, knight, namely 
half the manor of Nangle, ditto of Castlemartin, PwU- 
crochan, Rhoscrowther, Cocksey (a parcel of land, late 
the property of Dawes) ; Lynney in Castle martin, pur- 
chased of Nicholas Dawes ; Williaraston, purchased 
also of Nicholas Dawes. The above document appeal's 
to have been some account, as various sums are stated 
with which the accountants charge themselves. 

The first wife of Sir John Perrot was Ann, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Chcyney of Thurland in Kent, and father 
of Henry Lord Cheyncy, The only issue of this mar- 
riage WQH Sir Thomaa. By his second wife, Jane, 
daughter of Sir Lewis Polart. he hod : 1, William ; 2, 
Lettya ; 3, Ann. Jane PoIart,or more properly Pollard 
or PolartI, was the daughter of Sir Lewis Pollard and 
Jane Prust, daughter of Uugh Prust of Thomey, Dovon- 
sbire. Tlie father of Lewis M^ae Hugh Pollard. The 
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'sisfer of Jane Pollavd was Francos, wife of John Wogan, 
but of which brancli of that family te not stated. In 
L. Dwnn (vol, i, p. 246) mention is maUe of Elizabeth, 
danghfei- of Sir John Penot, and wife of Alban Lloyd 
of the fainily of llendref. 

His ilK^gitimate children were — 1, by Sybil Jones of 
Radnoishire, Sir Jamos Perrot ; and a diitnghior, who 
became the wife of David Morgan, described as a gentle- 
mftn : 2, by Elizabeth^ daughter of Sir Christopher Hnt- 
ton, a datigbter called also Elizabeth, who raarricd Hngh 
Butler of Johnston. 

It is aomewhnt remarkable that Sir Thomas Cheyney, 
the fatlier-in-law of the Lord Deputy^ waa a collengnc 
of Richard Pcrrot as bailiff and verger of Sandwich in 
1563. it has been already stated that the Kentish 
family of this name is con'iccted, in Philpot'y Sfetfimala 
with the riaroldslone famil)"— EL connection unconfirmed 
by any Welsh record, and which at present must be 
considered as extremely doubtful. 

His bon, William, by his second wife, Jane Polart, 
died at St. Thomas Court, near Dublin, 8 July, 1597, 
and was buried in Christ Churchy on the south side of 
the choir, and at the east end of the Kildare Chapeh 
This appears from the original pedigree on wood be- 
longing to Mr. Bransby Francis of Norwich. He is 
thought to have ditd unmarried. 

His daughter Lettice was thrice mamed. Her first 
husband was Roland Lacharn, to whom she was distantly 
related ; Alice Lacharn, of the same family, having been 
the wife of Robert or Kolaud Perrot, who probably 
belongs to the Scotsborough line. 

The marriage settlement, which Is among the public 
records, is dated 29 May, 1584. The contracting parties 
on the one side are, the Lord Deputy* his son Thomas, 
and his half-brother Harry Jones, already mentioned as 
evincing such regard for Sir John ; and on the other 
aide, Rowland Lacharn of St- Bride's. The witnesses on 
the indorsement are, Thom.a3 Walters, Hugh Owen, 
Maurice Connor, and Christopher Baynebridge, A long 
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list of the varinuscstFitc5 of Rowlnnt? Lncbam nvc recited 
in the bodj' of ihc intlenlurea. By this mmriagc she 
had ft son John, who marric*! Jane dniightrr of Sir Hugh 
Owen of Oriclton. 

The second hnsband of Leltice was Walter VftHghan 
of St. Bride's, by whom she had only two daughters, 
Jane mid ElizftbeLh. 

Her third hufibaml was Arthur ChichcBtcr, Baron of 
Belfast and Lord Deputy of Ireland- The only issue 
of this marriagp was an infant bom in October 1(jO(j. 
which lived little more than a month, and was buried 
in St. Nicholas Church al Carnckfergus that year. The 
mother niny has'e died about the eanie time. She was, 
at IcaKt, buried in the &auie grave. Her husband died 
in London in 16"25, and his body was removed to Car- 
rickfergus, to lie with those of his wife aud boh. At 
his funeral the third and fouith banneroUes were tboae 
of Pcrrot and Boncliier, 

The third daughter, Ann, was the wife of John Philips 
the son of Morgan, who succeeded to the Piclon estate 
after his brother William, who had married Jane, the 
sister of the Lord Deputy. 

Elizabeth, as stated above, is said to have been a 
daughter of Sir John Perrot, and to have married Alban 
Llwyd ; but as the name does not occur in the various 
Perrot genealogies, we must either set it down aa an 
error, or she may have been an illesriiimate daughter ; 
and perhaps the daughter of Elizabeth Hatton, whose 
name was Elizabeth, anti who may have married twice ; 
Hugh Bntlcr being her first husband, and Alban Llwyd 
the second. 

In the pedigree of Walter Vaughan, as given in 
L, Dwnn, the mother of Lettice is described as the 
*' love-wife" or mistress of Sir John. Thia appears to 
be the oniy instance in whieh she is so termed. She is 
called the second wife (L. Dwnn, vol. i, p. 90), and is 
thus distinguished from his mistresi^cs recorded in the 
same page. The statement, therefore, in the Vaughan 
pedigree may be considered an cn-or. 
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Of the illegitimtitc children, the eldest was Sir James 
PeiTot, who married Mary, daughter of Itobert Ashtield, 
Eaq.» of the parish of Chcshnm in Buckinghamshire. 
Hia numc stands lir&t on th(! Ual of bar-^i/Hsen, according 
to the new thiirter of Jumes 1. He m-us lioru in 1571, 
and died ait Uaraldstone in 1636. He u'ns a burgess in 
I'arlianient on several occnsious. and wna reL-koned by 
King Jmncs among the ill-tempered spirits. He waa a 
man of literary character, and the author of the Li/'c and 
Character of Philip Si'ltiBff and eeveral other works. (Set; 
Williams* Diationart/ of Eminmi Welshmen.) How he 
became possessed of Haroldstone is not known. It was, 
however, certainly his property, and left by him to 
Sir Herbert Ferrot ; uot on account of any blood rela- 
tionship, but from similarity of name. This circum- 
stance (already alluded to at p. IS) is also mentioned in 
the FembrokcBhire pedigrees of Sir Thomas Phillipps. 

The certificate of his death is ia the College of 
Heralds, and has been kindly communicated by Thoroaa 
"William King, Esq., York ILerald. 

" Tlie right worahipp full Sir Jamea Pe no 1 1, Kniglit, departed 
ikia mortnll life ihc fourth day of fli-bruEiry 1GJ6, nud was 
interred id the parish church of Si. Maries, id the (ownc aud 
county of Havur ford west.

The defunct iulermnrncd with Mary, daughter to 
Eobeil Ashfeild, Esquier, of ihe parrish of Cheshara in the 
couaty of Uuckingham, aud died without ys^uc. 

""Ihia Certilicate waa taken by Thomas OwpTj.Gent., the 
aLJtj" day of January lti37, and testified lo l>e true by the sub- 
scription of D&iid Gwjnne, Gent., one of y' eiututora to the 
laid defunct.

He was buried on the souili side of the chancel, not 
farfrom the east eud. The gravestone bearing his name 
and arms, and those of his wife, waa to be seen in 
1836,^ b«t it has since beea removed. Near this

The wife of Sir Thomas Peruot waa Dorothy, 
daughter of Walter Devereiix, Itarl of Essex, and Bistor 
of Robert, the unfortunate favourite of Queen Elizabeth- 
The marrioye took place in 1583, at Broxboume in 
Hertfordshire, under exlraordtnary and mysterious cir- 
cnmstanceSj an account of which will be found in Strype'e 
Life of Bishop Aylmer. This event seems to have taken 
place during his father's absence iu Ireland, who arrived 
in that countiy to enter on his duty as lord lieutenant 
in the January of that year. It will be remembered 
that he had accompanied his father in his voyage to the 

tLuBc of Jo^cc, bfing^ LhoBc of Sir John Wdrhtih dT WiMton, and Jane 
Joyce, of Prendeigait, llie parenCt of that Blr Heut}' Wogiul who»e 
dati^Ltei moiritd Sir WUlijun Putrot, In Wistan Church, abf»ut 
thirty fGorti jijco, wvta aX hdul one .iliai-toinh n'ith the ormdDf Wcgan, 
ebout (be latter part of the ftflTcnlecalb century. 
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cooGta of Ireland, for the purpose of in(erccpling the 
Spanish fleet ; on which occasion he received the honour 
of knighthood from Sir William Drewry, Lord Chief 
Justice of Ireland, at Waterford. He was probably not 
unkuown at the court of Queeu Elizabeth ; for Nicholls, 
ID his Prop-esses of ElUaheth ("voh ii, p. 319), informs us 
'* that Sir Thomas Perrot and Master Cooke were both 
in like armour, beset with apples and fruits ; the one 
signifying Adam, and the other Eve, who had hair hung 
all down his helmet." This piece of fantastic extrava- 
gance occurred in the Tilt Yard, 1581. 

Henry Eail of Pembroke, 9 April, Elia, 29(1586), 
appointed his kinsman. Sir Thomas Perrot, and George 
Owen of Cemaes, to be two deputies within the county, 
joining with them the mayor of Haverfordwest for the 
town and county of that name Sir ITiomas continued 
in office until the troubles of hia father, when, by means 
of Christopher Hatton, he and his colleague, George 
Owen, were displaced in 1590, and Sir Kdwnrd Strad- 
Hng, Sir William Herbert /Thomas MEmsell, and Richard 
Basset, were appointed. Five years after this, and per- 
haps owing to the death of Christopher Hatton (which 
took place about that time). Sir John Wogan, George 
Owen, Thomas Kevcll,and Francis Meyrick, succeeded, 
and continued in office until 1600, when the Earl of 
Pembroke died. Two years after this event (44 Eli:a.}, 
"William Wogan, George Owen^ and Alban Stepneth, 
were the dnpulies. 

Sir Thomas was in London, as appears by his letter, 
the year or two preceding his father's death, and afisist- 
ing him in bis troubles. The forfeited estates were 
returned to him the same year as that of his father's 
deatbj which took place in September 1592. The date 
of Ins awn dcnlh has not yet been nscertaincd; but 
he does cot appear to have long survived his father. 
The Perrot pedigree, already mentioned as given in 
llurke, states that a patent of baronetcy was granted to 
him on the tJSch of June, 1611, and that he died before 
it was completed ; but the whole of this pedigree is such 
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a cotiipound of fiction nnd blunders that nny of its slatr- 
ments njuat be considered oa of very doubtful accuracy. 
Jt is frnm tbe same authority that we learn that Sir 
Thomas Perrot had a second daughter, Dorothy, who 
mBTTK'tl her couhiti, Juines Pevrot, of Wellington in 
Herefordshire. The couainship is miuiufuctiired na fol- 
Iowa Protn tbe murriage of Sir Thumas Perrot and 
Mnry Harclay came two song, — the elder, Sir Jolin, the 
Lord Deputy; and the younger one ranied Owen^ who 
became the grandfather of tliifi James Perrol of Welling- 
ton ; who, if this Owen was really the brother of Sir 
John, would be the second cousin of Jns wife Dorothy. 
But we have already Bcon the illegiti male son of Sir John 
rc|iudiating all blood connexion with this Herefordshire 
family; while oil the best pedigrecE, without excejition, 
which give the names of the daughters and younger 
sons, ignore Uie exielence of this pretended Owen. Nor 
is the name of Dorothy, as daughter of Sir Thomas 
Perrot, given anywhere but in this fancy gcnealo^. 
Pfuelope is always termed the sole daughter and heir 
of her father. Sir Thomas, These statements of the 
varigufi collections are confirmed by the fragment of an 
inscription boilt into the wall of a farmhoiise at Lether- 
iiigton, Suffolk: " Dome Penelope his wife, sole daughter 
and heir of Sir Thomas Perrot, knight, and of the Ijidy 
Dorothie his wife, after Couutesse of Northumbcrlaad ; 
whicii Lady Dorothie was daughter of Walter Earl of 
Essex and of the Lady Lettuce his w^ife, fii-st Countefise 
of Easex and afterwards of Jjcicestcr," It may be, there- 
fore, considered certain that Dorothy was not at least 
the legitimate daughter of Sir Thomas* She may have 
been an illegitimate daughter, but there is no indica- 
tion even of such a fact, and il would probably have 
been mentioned, if it bad any existence except in the 
imagination of the fabricator of the genealogy. The 
name of Dorothy, bcmg that of Sir Thf>mas Ferrot's 
wife, is in itself suspicious, as the niost likely one to be 
selected in making out the ronnexion. Allusion haa 
been already made to tbe will of the T,ord Deputy, in 
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"which he cnmTnr^nils to the queen's prace Uie two youn^ 
children of his son Sir Iboniua. These children were 
Penelope and Roland, — oi", according to some accounla, 
Robert, — the latter of whom oiufit have died unmarried, 
and probably young, as Penelope, at the time of her mar- 
riage, is called the sole heir of her father- (Appendix.) 

Penelope married twice, — firstly, William Lewis; aud 
secondly, Sir Robert Naunton, Secretary of State to 
James 1, and the author of Frapncnfa RcgaUa. Ho died 
1G34-5, In the posthumous memoirs of Sir Robert are 
given the tweuty-tive quarterings of the Perrot coat ; 
many of which are, however, tncoiTect (Appendix.) 

On the death of Sir Thomas Perrot, his widow, Doro- 
thy, married Henry the ninth Earl of Northumberland, 
The is^ue of this maniagewere — 1, Dorothy, the wife of 
Robert Sidney, second Eairl of Leicesterjand the mother 
of Algernon t^idney tlir patriot; 2, Lucy, the wife of 
James Hay, Earl of Carlisle^ and the mother of two sons, 
Algernon and Henry. Henry, the ninth Earl of North' 
UDlberland, died 5 Nov> 1632.

The fragmentary inscription at Letheringbam, above 
raeulioned, was a portion of the Naunton monument in 
the old parish church of that place, which, with all its 
curious monumcnis, was destroyed in 1760, A few 
other fragments have been pre&crved : among them the 
legs of Sir Robert Naunlou and the head and shoulders 
of his w^fe Penelope. Drawings of these two last are 
given in the memoirs of Sir Robert Naunlon (London, 
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1814), wliich, if correct representations, give a curious 
specimen of the taste and execution of that time, at \easl 
aa rygHids Penelope. By the inscription on the oiiginal 
motiument, which was copied previous to its destruuliou, 
she appears to have been buried with her first, and not 
her second, husbitud, Letheriogham was the favourite 
residence of Sir R, Naunton, but has long since been 
destroyed. Robert Earl of Essex was a generous patron 
of Sir Robert, and hence may have arisen his connexion 
Tvith Penelope Perrot, the Earl's niece ; or the raorriage 
may have previously taken place, and led to the patron- 
age. Sir Robert was of an ancient SuffoJk line, and 
began his public life as part of the aoire (perhaps the 
secretarj') of his uncle» William Ashby of Loaeby, the 
queen's anibassndor to Scotland, He became public 
orator at Cambridge in 1594. The Earl of Esses next 
procured him an appointment in France in 1595-96, 
which, on the disgrace of the Ear), he resigned, returned 
to Cambridge, and was proctor in 1601. Villiei^, Duke 
of Buckingham, made him» first, Master of Requests, 
and next Siu'vcyor of the Court of Wards. He was 
knighted in 1615, and two years afleruards became 
Secretary of State to James h In 1620-21 he was sus- 
pended from Ilia office, but wrote to Villiere requesting 
his dismissal niiglit he put olf until after his wife's con^ 
finement, as, from her nervoua temperament, serious 
consequences nigbt irsull fioia any shock. Tliis request 
was complied with, and Iija removal did not take place 
till the following January^ after the birth of his only 
son, whom he called James in honour of the king. lu 
I62"ihe was appointed Maaleroflhe Courts and Liveries^ 
which post iie resigned in March 1634-35, shortly before 
his death, which took place on Good Friday in that 
month* His only sen James died an infant in 16'2^: 
and bis only dau^'hter, Penelope, married, first, Paul 
Viscount Bavning, and secondly Philip Herbert, after- 
wards fifth Earl of Pembroke. 

With Penelope Perrot tctminated the main line of 
the Pembrokeshire Perrots.

It will he noticed, on rooiparing the above iiuiuerouB 
coals with those quartered by the Lord Deputy, that 
Penelope Perrot did not adopt all the latter, as she would 
have been entitled to; but has omitted several, and sub- 
»titute<i others. The tenth quarter appears to be in- 
tended for Cheney, who, however, bore the bend sahle^

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allhouph some say azure i while the eleventh ccmt ^vas 
quartered by Sir Thomas Cheney, Bat how these two 
bearings could have been properly adopted by Penelope 
IB doubtful, ns Ann Cheney was not her fnther a heir, 
The introduction of the coat of ihc Pcmbrnkesliire 
Perrots piTScnts still greater dithcully. It may possibly 
be intended for some other cont, and the lincUires nnd 
melftb have undergone a touching up by some loeol 
artist. 



THE PBREOXa OP eCOTSBOROEGH, 

This branch of the main line commences with Thomas, 
the second eon of Stephen Perrot and Mahle t'aBtlelon. 
He may have acquired the Scotsborongh e^talu- by mar- 
riage; but through whom is not mentroued in any gene- 
alogy. Among the records of the corporation of Tenby 
is a deed of John ChrprnJin to Thomas Perrot, described 
as of Scotsborouglv and Alicia his wife ; her name being 
included in the deed, as if joint possessor of the estate 
with her husband. This Alice, therefore, may have been 
the heiress of the estate, throngh whom it descended 
to the Perrots, The document is dated 3 Henry V, 
which date corresponds with the time that this Thoraafl 
must have lived, reckoning the number of descents to 
Catharine Perrot, the last representative of this line, 
whose husband, John a)j Ilhya of Richardston, served 
as sheriff in 1582. It does not, however, equally corre- 
fipond with the time of Stephen Perrot and Mable 
Caslleton. 

This Thomas Perrot had a. son of the same name, and 
who is the first mentioned in L, Dmin as of Scotsbo- 
rough ; but he married Jane, daughter of Thomas ap 
Ilarry ap Gwylym. Had he previously married ihe 
Alicia mentioned in the deed, the marriage would hardly 
have been onitted- 

On reference to the descents of the Haroldeton Pcr- 
Tots, it will be •een that the third Stephen Perrot. who 
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marrierl Ellen HoKell, was the f;reat-^ran JsoU of Sk^plien 
Pi-nut atiil Mable CasLk-toru He was alh'e m U0:3 (sue 
p. 16), thu dal[? of the Tenby deed being 1415 ; so that 
he may liave been l-oit temporary with his gi'cat'Uncle, 
the first Thomas Perrot of theScolsborough line- But as 
tbisTliomas Perrot was the ^ouuffcr son of Stephen Fcrrot 
find Mnhle Castleton, there may have been a considerable 
difference of age between him and his elder brother 
John, Thomas may also have been advanced in years 
at the time of the deed, — a supposition whieh removes, 
at least to some extent, this apparent difiicuky. It may, 
therefore, on the whole he assumed that Alicia conveyed 
the Scolsborough property to Tbomns, son of Stephen 
Perrot and Uable Oastlotonn The grant of John Chep- 
inan conveys seven acres and three perches of land, 
within the liberty of Tenby, eonaiating of two parcels, — 
one caSled the Itayllbode, and the other the Saltarn; 
names still in use. The witnesses are, — Philip Smith, 
miiyor of Tenby; John While and David Walter,bailiff3; 
Thomas Lome and Thomas Lovy. 

Of the persons mentioned, Tfiomaa Lovy was mayor 
of Tetiby U05, 1408, 1416, 1417. 

The name Thomas Lome ocrurs in the list of mayors 
1409, 1410, 14-22, 1425, 1426, 1434, 1435; but there 
were more than one of the same name, as in 1435TbomaB 
Lome occurs both as mayor and bailiff, 

Philip Smith w«s mayor in 1414, 1415, when John 
White and David Waller were bailiffs. 

John White was mayor in 1420, and held the oflfice 
several times. 

Thomas Perrot was mayor in 1413, two years before 
Chepmac's deed. 

The name of Chepman does not occur in the list of 
bailiffs or nmyors ; bnt the same name is found in a 
deed in which John Cbepman is described as the sou 
and heir of Richard- lie gave to John Edric, prior, and 
canons of St. John the Evangelist and St. Thenlacus, in 
Caerraorlhen, three aercs of laud at Wcrnfawr, formerly 
in the possi'ssion of David Cam {'\ Gam), and hounded

JoEiw Pebrot, the only kno^vn i^&ue of Thomas, mar- 
lied leabel, daughter and heir of Robert Varuey or Ver- 
ney, by Eleanor daughter of William le Velans or Va- 
lence, and Lnoia or T^titia de la Hocbe. Lucia'a father 
was Thomas la Roche or De Itupe- 

Fenton etales (p. 24:1) that the Roche family became 
extinct in the male line by the death of Thomas de la 
Tloche, who died a minor in the 3rd of Kichard II 
( 1385-6J. leaving two daughters — Ellen, wife of Edmund 
deForrera.Iifth lord of Ferrers of Charlley ; and Eliza- 
beth, wife of Sir Georpe Loiigueville. Ilia father was 
John {4H Kdw- III), son of l^obert, son of William, s^m 
of Thomfi^, son of John, son of Adam dc Knpe, the 
fonndct of the family, as well aa of Pill Prioiy nenr Mil- 
fordn The date of this foundation, according to Fenlon^ 
hiis nol been ascertained. Thomas lie la Uoclie was n 
h(»in.fnrlor, or second founder, and he is called the son 
of John in the deed, which mentions also a younger 
Adam, a? if there had been at least two of tliat name; 
wi that the Adam mentioned in Fenton a account of tbe 
family is not nereasorily the founder of the family. But 
this account dilfers in many rcBperts from the gcjiealo^y 
given iu L. Dwun, ^^fiith commences witli Thomas, the 
father of Lucia, and termiEiates also with a Thomas, who 
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left one daughter, Elizabetb, the wife of Roger Longyda 
(jjV) of Llangudr (sic). 

According lo this authority, Thomas de la Uoche hnd, 
bcsifU^s several daughters^ — 1, a son John, not murried ; 
3, William, who IcJt one daughter. The name, then, 
would hnve been extinct a^ vcgnrda this line, but for the 
clrcumstauce that one of his dauglilers (Joan) nmmcd 
Sir Duvid dc la Roche, nho utny hitve been a yoimger 
brother of the main line from Adnm de Rupc, if this 
one of Thomas is only a colhiteml branch. By this mar- 
riage Sir David became the father of Robert, futhot cf 
John, father of the last Thomua, who left a daughter, 
Elizabeth, as nbove stated. 

Whether these two atatementg lire only coufnsed 
accounts of the same, or two distinct lines, is doubtful ; 
but as regards the one in I,. Dwnn there is eonsiileritblu 
diificulty ill the extensive hiatus which exists; for as 
Lucia de la Roche manied William Valence, Enil of 
Pembroke, and half-brotiier of Iloury 111, ber father 
must have lived in the time of John, who died in 1210 ; 
whereas, on the other band, her graudanghter, Isabel 
Vamey, inunitd John Peirot, who must have lii'ed 
about the earlier part of the fifteenth century. There 
would thus be at least a century to account for,' 

According to L. Drtnn, the only issue of John Perrot 
and Isabel Varney was David; but mention is luade of 
another and apparently elder aoi], Robert, in ihc bnef 
genealogy communicated by Miss Lloyd ; and who pro- 
bably died without issue, as the line is continued by 
David. A Robert Perrotof Scotsborough was a bailiff of 
Tenby in Ho4, and mayor in 1458, which dates would 
agree very well. In the Laclmvn or Laugharn geuea-

yir John ihfl Loid Depuly. Adam ia tvidcndy nn ocjor tot Duvid j 
wbUt Sir John was nut dcdCQndt-'d from thib liue ^l nil, 
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Ingies nlao mnitioii is made of Rolaiifl Perruf of Scotaljo- 
roMgh as the hiifibauil of Alice Lachnru : and wfio must 
also Jiave liveil about the eaiuL^ time, judging from tiie 
latter uiarriage of Lettice Percot with Kowlaiid L^chnrn 
of the same family. As the names of Itobert and Ituw- 
latid are frequently mistaken for mie another, it is highly 
probable that this case is no escejjtion, and that ihis 
Robert Perrot was an elder brother of David, as hi? is 
placed Id Miss Lloyd's notice. In the case of his dying 
without issue, the estate would be enjoyed by the next 
brother, David. 

Among the slain at the battle of Danesmoor, or Ban- 
bury, was Jenkyu Perrot of Scotsborough. He was pro- 
bably a third brother. His name occurs nowhere in 
the gencalogic3,but he ranat have lived about this period. 
Ave find also the name of Giles Perrot of Scot^bo- 
rongh, whose daughter, Jone, was the wife of David Ddu 
of Haverfovdwest ; but his proper place cannot be bo 
easily a.s-'iigned to him until more is ascertained about 
" IShick D[\rid/' his son-in-law. He may hiive been a 
descendant of theDayid Ddu mentioned by Fenton(568)- 
The wife of David Perrot is simply described as 
Jane Wogan of \\ iston. Her falher^a name is omitted, 
but he was probably either Sir Harry Wogan, who mar- 
ried Tnne, daughter of William ap Thomas, or his son 
John. The issue of this marriage was — 1, John ; !?,Joan, 
the first wife of Roger Marychurch, who subsequently 
married Ann "While, grandaughter of the last Stephen 
Perrot of Ilaroldston, 

John Feukdt married Elizabeth Elliot, who, no doubt, 
was of the same family that marrii'd so frequently willi 
the Haruldaton Ferrota. Accoiiling to Miss Lloyde 
communication, she ia called Wogan of Marian (? Slil- 
lon): but tliere is doubtless some ctnifusiou with her 
mother-in-law, who was a Wogann The only issut! given 
is "WilUam Perrot; bat be probably bad at least one 
dnughler, for in L. Dunn (vol. i, p. 43), Jane, daughter 
of Jolm Penot of ^Scolsborou^h is called tho wife of 
Lewis ap Tbomas ap David Goch, and Angharad, 
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daughter and heir of Jeffrey of Lliiiibadani. She wuh 
evklciitlj iiot the daughter of the last JoImi Perrot, ^vho 
hnd only Catliariue, hiu sole heir; auil |jrijbably net of 
John Ferrot and I&abel Varney. 

AViLLiAM Pehrot mairicJ two wives, Ilis firat ^vaa 
Ann, daiif^hter of Thomas and sister of Harry Wirriot, 
The second is described as a coheiress of Harry ap Gwyl- 
ym of Court Henry in Cacrmarthenshire. There is, 
however, some little difficulty, as the great Sir Rhys ap 
Thomas is said to have carried off that estate, and settled 
fais feud with the family, by marrying the Jieiresa. The 
grent-gnuidfalher of this William Pcrrot, aa already 
stated, married the daughter of one Harry ap Gwylym, 
and who may have beeu of the same family. By his 
second wife, William Porrol had one daughter only, called 
Jane, who became the wife of Thomas Herl, or Hearle, 
described as of Aberystwyth. The name, however, fre- 
quently oecurs in Pennbrokeshire pediijreea. Philip 
Herle married Jane, daugliter of Sir Henry Wognn of 
Prendergast. John HcFirle married a diiughler of Thomas 
ap Griffiths ap Nicolas, and by her had a daughter, 
Mary, the second wife of Sir James Bovveii of Pentre 
Evan, who is now represented by the Bowena of Llwyn- 
gwair. Sir James* first wife was a daughter of Jenkiii 
Pcrrot of Caervoriog, 

Jane Perrot married for her second husband, Hugh 
Williams of Tnl-y cwrth,who was adescendant of Hugh 
Gruffydd ap Nicolas, and whoso dcaccDt will be fouud 
in L, Dvviiu, vol. i, p. 135, 

The first wife of William Perrot, as already Elated, 
wafl Ann, dmrghter of Thomas and sis^ter of Harry Wir- 
rioll. She was also connected with the Haroldston 
Perrols, her father being the grandson of Elleji, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Perrot and Alice Picton. (See \}. 21.) 
Anne died in 1525, 

It has been here stated thatWiJliam Perrot was an only 
son ; hut in the slinrt genealogy rommuiiicated by Miss 
Lloyd, instead of William being given, it is Harry " et 
fratres ejus," as if Harry were the eldest of the brothers. 
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The only oilier iasUDce of a Harry Perrot that occurs, 
is that mentionod ia the deed (see p. 29) dated 1502, 
wliere he \s described as Hnrry Perrol of Caervoriog. 
^V'ho this last mentimied Harry is, is also uncertain ; nor 
is it known how hn bpcarne possessed of Caervoriog. If 
the Hurry of Misa Lloyd's pedigree wen? the ownor of 
Caervoriog^ it ia not easy to understand what interest 
SirWilliuin Perrot had lu the property, as by the deed 
lit? appears to have had, and how his son Jankyn soon 
afier cainc into jKJsae^sion of it, 

In the Cawdor Collection is another and different 
account, the correctness of which is dubious. It intro- 
duces John aa the son of John Fcrrot and Elizabeth 
Elliot, and makes him, by his wife, Jane Wogan, the 
mother of — 1» Henry; 2, Elk^n, w'lfi* of Morris Rees; 
3, Jane, wife of Thomas Herle , and other daughters not 
natiied. This Henry is said to have had a son William 
cnavricd to Ann, daughter of Henvy Dwnn» who fi-ll at 
Banbury; and certainly in the Dwnn genealogy (L. 
Dwnn, vol, i, p. 'i\)\i is expressly staled that this Hiirry 
Dwnti had a daughter who was the wife of one Perrot 
of Scotaborough- The issue of this marriage, " ul per- 
liibeul" (sie) was Thomas Perrot, uncle of Catharine, 
the last of the Scotsborough line. Now this Thomas 
PeiTot was the eon of William PeiTot by Aim Wyriott ; 
who would, if the statement of the Cawdor Collection 
he coiTccl, be uncle to William clje husband of Ann 
Dwnu, As many of the genealogies, however, in this 
collection were by a later baud, made up of several dis- 
tinct ones, and cot always with eufficieDt accuracy, 
many eri"ora have crept In, as apparently in the present 
case ; for Uenry Perrot's son could hardly have mamed 
the daughter of a man who died fighting in 1460. Jane, 
who married Thomas Herle, was the daughter of William 
Perrol by his second wife; and not the datighter of the 
supposed John Perrot and Jane AVogan, of iv horn the 
accounts in L- Dwnn make no mention, but who may 
liave been confounded with David Perrol, who woidd 
thus have been, in fact, his ^raadfuther: u auppuEifion 
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ubich is confirmed by Mi«s TJoyil's nccotinl. which mokes 
IlLirvy *' el fiJitiea ejus" the sous of David Perrot The 
reriut (jf ScoULd rough, tliertiforc, who mnrricd Ann 
Dwuii, was probably a son of this David and brother of 
the JohD Perrot who married Elizabeth EiUot. 

Tho children ofWilliam and Ann Perrot were, one 
datighter and two eons, TUe daughter, called Rhos (a 
singular name), was the wife of John Griffiths of Tenby, 
by whom she became the mother of Daniel, The j'ounger 
of the two sons, Thomas, had one daughter, Elizabeth, 
the second wife of Waller Philpin of Tenby; his tirst 
\Tife being Alice, daughter of Thomas Houghton, The 
name of Walter Philpin, as mayor of Tenby, occiu's in 
1584, 1595, HJOO, DiIO. His short pedigree will be 
found in Ij, Dwnn (vol. i, p, 671. According to Fenton 
hr purchased Culdcy Island of George Braiishaw, who 
obtaiiiod it from the crown at the dissolution of the 
monasteries. Thomaa Perrot^ who u described as of 
Tenby, was bailifF in 1548; hia elder brother, .Tohu, 
having acrved thi\t office the year before. It is singHlnr 
that nearly a century had elapsed siiice the last appcnr- 
iiace of the name on the hiirgesa rolls, Hubert Perrot 
liuving served as bailiff in 1454. and mayor in 145yh 
Cousidenng the importance of the office iji those days, 
and the position of the owners of Scots borough, it 
might have been expected that tlieae names would have 
appeared ujore often. However, the lafit of Ihe fiimily, 
John, served as mayor throe times, namely in 1557,1565, 
and 1557. 

John Peruot married Jane, daughter of John Lloyd 
V^chau, or Vau^han, of Tenb). His proper iiamc, 
however, was Lloyd, although Vachan was udded by 
laorc than one of his ancestors. He was the jounger 
eon of Jrukiii Lloyd of Llaristephan. a family of somu 
ioipoitaiice, and of very ancient liiieaj*e. His mother 
was Elizabeth (or> according to the Cheelham Library 
MS., Maud), daughter of the celebrated Sir Rhjs np 
Thomas, He wasoucof tJiebody-^^nard of Hcni^ VIII, 
as bis father, Morris, had been of Heary VIL The 
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niothei of Morris was Ann Cradog, a coheir of William 
Cmc]og» the I'meal representative of llowcll np Gradog 
(of the roj'al liouec of Jealyn ap Owen), ^ho married 
Catharine, daughter of Sir Andrew Pt^rrot, Jolm Lloyd 
Viiditin was mayor of Tenby in 1540, find perlmps in 
1524, where the name ia spelt John Lloyd Vargan. The 
mother of Jane Lloycl w!\s Alice Perrol, one of the three 
daughters and eoheirs of Jankyn Pcrrot of Caervoriog ; 
30 that she was doubly connected with iJie HarolJston 
line, Joiin Perrot died on or before 1574-5, as his 
Uaughfer had livery of her lands in that year. He is 
described in the Cawdnr MSS. as of Cornishdown, 

Tlic only issne of John and Jane Perrot was Catha- 
rine, sole heir. 

CATiiAHmii Perrot, in whom terminated this branch 
nf the family, conveyed by marriage Scotsborongh to 
her cousin, John ap Riiys, or Price, of Kiehaiiiton, 
and sheriff for Pembrokeshire in LjS^. The first of the 
fannly was David, the natmal son of Rhys np Thomas, 
who married Alson» the daughter of Arnold Martin, 
who is given as eighth in descent from the first of 
that name, and who made himself master of Ctmiaes. 
The grandson of tliis David was the husband of Catha- 
rine Perrot, whose mother was also a grandanghter of 
Sir Khys ap Thomas, Tho issue of this marriage was 
Thomas ap Rhys, who married Margaret Mercer of Ox- 
foi-dshire ; and whose monument, with numerous quar- 
lerings of the family, is in the church at Tenby. Thomas 
had a son who was named Pi-iri/t ap Rhys, and who 
married a daughter of Sir William Littleton, Lord 
Keeper, His son John succeeded to Scotaborough, and 
married Elizabeth dauj^hter of Thomas Newsham of 
AbL'rsaran, Caermarthenshire, leaving a son James, who 
married Eleanor daiighter of Captaiu Powell of the Hill, 
in LuUchurch in the county of Pembroke- When this 
family ceased to be connected with Scotsborough baa 
not yet been ascertained; but the estate is not at present 
the property of a dcscendnnt of the Perrots. 

The arms on the monument in Tenbv Church are thus 
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deacnbtrd in llie Cawdor Gollection: — 1. Argent, a chev- 
ron bt-'tweeu three Cornish choughs (ratlier ravens] pro- 
per, within a border goboaaled or and itahtt. This coal 
is that of the house of Sit Rhys ap Thomas, wiih the 
exception of the border, which must be cousideved here 
rather as a difference than an ordinary, as David np Rhys 
was illegitimate, '1. Argent Avro^\xx^ (fules. Thewnier 
who described these coals, thinks tliis coat is intended 
for Phaer of Caermarthen; and that the bfirs should 
be charged with six cinqueforls picrcod or, and a chief 
of the last be added, 3. t^r, ais martlets ^ki^j; three In 
Cbicf^ three in base (? Martin), 4. ^abU, a chevron be- 
tween three esenllopa ardent (Uateman), 5. Pcrrot, the 
usual coal. 6. Quarterly azure and quUs^ a cross ermine 
(f) Caniston ; who, liowever, bore a very different coat 
(ace p. 11). 1. Guks^ on a chief indented sabte^ three 
martlets of the field. (This blazon cannot be correct.) 
KiS'oi^, three roaches naiantar_j/CTj^{RocIic). The assign- 
ments of these coats are those in the Cawdor Collection, 
The accom|mnjing cut represents the present remains 
of Scotsborougli Houee, which are scanty, and of little 
interest. It retains, however^ one of the circular diimncy 
shafts common in the district^ and erroneously asftigued 
to Flemish architects. 



THE FZaROTS OF CAEaVOElOG. 

This place, situated near Solva in Pembrokeshire, wua 
formerly the property of Adam lloton, Iloolon, or 
HoughtoUj who was made bishop of St. David's iu 1361. 
lie was, at least according to Fenlon,borD theie. How 
the property came into ihe possession of the Perrota, or 
how long it remained in that family, is unknown. All 
that is known is, that one Harry Perrot was of that 
place; and that on his death some agreement as lo cer- 
tain lands and rents was made between Sir Willinm 
Pcrrol of Jlaroldslim and John Waryn of Lbushudun, in 
the 17th of Henry VII. (See p, tiS.) lly tht annexed

scliediile they appear to have beon of small vnlue anJ 
extent, the rents amoiinting to 52^, lOr/. ; but \vhat the 
award of the arbitrators was, does not appear on the 
indenture ilsdf. The only other Henry Perrot that 
occui-s, is the one noticed in the nccount of the Scots- 
borough family ; the accuracy of which notice seems 
dubious. If Henry Perrot of Cnervorio^ is the same 
individual, it is singular, aa before stated,tli:it we tindone 
of the Haroldsion !ine, and nut that of the Sen Lsbo rough, 
concerned in hia estate. In addition to this, Jnnkvn 
Perrot, sou of the above Sir AVilliam, ia expressly de- 
scribed aa of Caervoriog ; aa if the property had thus 
pfiased into the Haroldsion family. Whether it passed 
from Jankyn to bis elder brother, Sir Owen Pen'ot^ or 
to hifi dau^'hters^ is uncertain ; bnt we liod that Sir Owen 
had possessions in the lord&hlp of PehidiaM-k, or Dewis- 
lund^ and which he conveyed to William Bradbeim and 
William ap Owen, chaplains. The grant is of all hfs 
lauds, tenements, services, etc., within the lordship; bnt 
nnfoitunately the names of the boundaries iire utteily 
effaced in the deed, which rnns, — " per buos certos 

anlur, limiliiutur et cognoscunlur," — so that 

whether Caervoriog was included or not in the grants 
remains unknown. The date of this deed is the Hth of 
Henry VIII, and it must have been signed very shortly 
before Sir Owen's death. 

Jankln Perbot had only three daughters : I, Jane ; 
2, Alice; 3, Ann, The name of his wife is not given. 

Jane became the first wife of Sir James Uowen, or 
Ap Owain, of Pentre Evan, and by him the mother of 
four sons and as many danghtera. The two elder son* 
do not appear to havt married, John, the third son, 
married Mary, daughter of ilenry Wogan of Prendcr- 
gG8t, and left two daughters only. The fourth son, 
Owen, married ilaud. daughter of Sir William Wogan 
of Wiston ; or, according to the Cheetham MS , of Sir 
John Wogan and Ann Vaughan. His son Owen, or 
probably more correctly Thonia?i, TJiarricd u daughter of 
John Phillips of Picloii, and lutd only tivo daughters, one 
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of wliDni prDbably ronvoyeU Pctitie Evim hy mniTingo fo 
anallit'i bruncli of ihc Thillips family. The second wife of 
Sir Jamc3 ap Owen was Mary or Margnixt Uerle, of the 
sjinie faniilj' mt^ntioru'd in Llio Scolsborotigli liiu^ Janitia 
Bowcn, tkscribed as of Llwyngwair, wim the boti of 
Matthew TJownn^ who also marri<ul Mury, a daughter of 
Joliu Vliillips of Pielon. This Miittlicw waB the third 
son by lim semnd wife of Sir Jam(^B ap Owain. 

Sir James Boweo ivas a staunch supporter of Henry 
of Lancaster, Qltbou^h his Jinme is not nitrntioued in the 
life of Sir Rhj* ap Thomas, His fame for lios|iilality 
still lingers iu tradition about the ruins of hiu laaofiion 
of Pentre Evan, now consisting only of the stable. Tht? 
Louse is said to have been in the form of a square, of 
"which the present building formed one sid^n It is, 
together with the adjoining estate of Trewern (once the 
residence of the "Warrens, already mentioned in these 
^^otesj^at piTscnt, by descent, the property of Mrs. Lloyd 
of Coedmore, and her brother^ Charles Tx>ngci:oft» Esq, 
More than one intermarriage had taken place between 
these two families,\Vil]iam Wairen having married Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Bowen of Pentre Evan, while his 
great-grandson, also named William, was the husband 
of Dorothy, daughter of James Bowen of Llwyngwair. 

Alice Perrol, the second daughter, was the wife of 
John Lloyd Vnch an of Tenby. Her sole heir, Jane, 
niunicd John Perrot, the last of the Scotaborough line, 
as uh'endy stated in the Scotshorongh iiolicc. In the 
Clieetbam MS. Alice is wrongly described as the daughter 
of Sir William. 

Ann Perrot, the third daughter, was the wife of ThoniTis 
Wfiite, who was ap[>arently the youngest son of Gtifliih 
White (by his second wife) mentioned in Rawlinson a 
Life of Sir Jolm Perroi at* the hitter enemy of the Lord 
Deputy- His aci-ctnd wife was Margaret Watkins, the 
grandaug)i(cr of Sir William Perrot; thus adding one 
more to the frequent intei'marriftges between the families 
of While and Perrot. 

The remains of Caervoriog are represented in the 
accompanying cut. 
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In addition to what has been above stated of these 
bninchi?a of the Perrots of Pembrokeshire, serit.teieil 
notices appear of the name, but without any indicniion 
as to tlicir proper nssigufttions: thua, in Jinote(L.l)wnn, 
vol. i, p. 37), Lewis Glyn Colbi, an officer under Jiisper 
Earl of Pembroke, in an elegy of Howel sp David of 
Gerniin inCnrdignnaliire, says: "One Patornoater xiiicvvd 
by AnTiL's(Apno9} Pprrnt will open the pm'Iala of Para- 
dise to her beloved spouse." Again, at p. 63 we find 
that Meredith, the fiftli sor of Sir Rhys Chwylh {lefl- 
linndcd), who was one of the eaquirea of Edwmd I, liud 
a daughter Anne, who mQiried Parat, lord of CaniL'dd, 
Pnral ia another form of Perrol, as are also Parrat and 
Parret. 

Elizabeth Pcrrot is mentioned in Jones' Breconshira 
fp. 135) as the wife of David Wyoter of Caermarllien. 
ilis grandfather is said to have coine with Arnold dt* 
llelesmo into this part cf Walea in Iho lime of Riifus. 
Sbe IB described ae the daughter of Sir William Perrot- 
who can be no other than the first of that name of the 
Yestington family, although it is prohalde that one or 
two generations have been omitted LelWfcn David 
Wynter and his grandfather^ if he did come into Wales 
at the period stated. This family of Wynter, which 
bote sahlc^ a fess cnnme^ flourished for a considerable 
period ID Dreconshire and in Carmarthenshire. 

Eswolph Wolfe, son of Sir Emrys, is stated to have 
married Pryswen, daughter of Arcyan Perrot. There 
was more than one Sir Emr^'s Wolfe; so that as this 
marriage is not given in the Wolfe genealogy, thei'e arc 
no means of nscerfaining when this Arcyan Perrot lived ; 
if, indeed, his name is given correctly. Some intennar- 
riagc had probably taken piace between the Wolfes and 
Perrots, as the first quarter of the Lord Deputy's cent 
was that of Wolfe, namely, argent^ three wolves passant 
^uks^ Wolfs Castle, in Pembrokeshire, may take its 
name from this fandly. whose chief place of residruce 
was Wolfs Newton in Monmoiiihyhire; but who inler- 
married bo extensivdy in Soulh Wales, that some of 
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thorn may have found their wny inlc* Pcmbrokcshire- 
lllntidiu I'arry (to «hom Sir JoJm Pcirot eent a iliamonU 
lis SI token^ 113 inenlionod in liis liistary) was through the 
Harry family connected with the AVolft-p, Hor luonu- 
iueiit exists in Bacton Church, Ilerefordehire, 



THE FERROTS OF OXFORDSHIRE. 

Although there is little douht that this is a branch of 
the fiimily of Ilaroldston, yet the exaot link cannot bo 
satisfactorily ascertained. According to the statement 
in Phil|>ol's CoUccUoti in the Heralds" College, John and 
Owen are given as the second and third sons of Sir Owen 
Ferret and Catharine Pointz : which agrees with the 
statement in Lee's Oxford Visitaliom, that Owen Perrot 
was a third brother of'^the house of Pembrokeshire. But 
such statements are so completely at variance with all 
the more respectable genealogies, that ibey can hardly 
he received ; especially as the notice in Pliilpot ia evi- 
dently an addition, ahhongh Thos. William King. Esq., 
York Herald, thinks that the additions, with one excep- 
tion, are by the same hand that wrote the bulk of the 
MSS- (See p. 4.) The dates are, perhaps, not incon- 
sistent ; but without some more satisfactory information 
on the subject, the difhcnlty must be considered unex' 
plniiied. There nre» however, proofs that, beaidea the 
Haroldaton Perrots, others of the aame family lived in 
Haverfordwest. Sir "William Perrot [eis stated p. 30) 
put John Perrot of JLiverfordwesi luto posacssion of hia 
lordship and manor of Tall aeharn or Lunghanie. We 
have also notice of a William Perrot, on whose death 
an inqntsition was taken at f.anghanie, and who was 
probably a descendant of ihif^ John Perrot. Even to 
the present day, the name ia said to exist in Haver- 
fordwest or iLs immedialo neighbotirliond. In 1772 
John Perrol, aged nineteen, matriculated at Christ- 
church, Oxford, and was the son of John Ferret of

HnverfordwGst, described as j^/cfieju*: nnd prohnbly other 
indications of Ilip name may exist in the rt-gislcrs and 
o!her records of Haverfordwest, There is, therefore, 
sufficient ground for apsiimiri|,' that fhp family of North- 
leigh ^\eTl.' cuiTeet in iheir claims of connection with the 
Uaroldston line. Thus \\c find Robert Perrot of Oxford, 
^vho died in 15o0, uas described on bis tombstone as 
ihe fiou of George Perrot of Uaverfnidsvest ; altbough 
there is evidence that Robert was not bom in that loivn, 
but in Yorkshire, whence his mother came. Relying 
on this fact, ^Vharton, in his Life 0/ Sir Thomas Pope, 
says Anthony Wood was in error in stating that Ttobert 
was Ihe second aon of George PeiTot of Ilavoldslon near 
Uavcrfovdwest. {Life of Sir Thosnas PopcZ^y But his 
having been born in Yorkshire, where his mother's I'ela- 
lions lived, does not prove that he was not the son of 
Georpe Perrot of Haverfordwest. 

The first of the Oxfordshire branch is said, in the 
Ojfordshire VisHations, to be Owen Perbot, described 
as '"a third brother of the house of Perrot in Pem- 
brokeshire," If this is correct, he must probably be 
referred to the John PeiTot already mentioned, an_d who 
was a younger son of Sir Thomas Perrot and Alice Fic- 
ton (see p. 51), as previously slated, Owen has been also 
tacked on as a eon of Sir Owen Perrot : which claim 
i»ust he rejected, not merely from its being so much at 
vfli'inncc with better anthcnticaled accounts, hut with 
the dates ; while these last will suit wtII the supposition 
that he was a son. or even g^and^0T^ of John Perrot of 
Haverfordwest. Ihe name of his wife is not given, 

Geoboe PtnBf>T is deseribcd, in some of the Osford- 
ghirc VisUatiotis, as of Haverfordwest, and not as of 
Haroldston, as stated by ^Vood in his Fnati (i, 23). He 
must have been nearly contemporary with Sir 0»vrn 
Perrot- Nothing is known of him except that he mar- 
ried Isabella I^ngdale, of Langdnle Hull in the county 
of Yorkshire, and had by her two sous,— John, who was 
n mercliunt of l.onilon, and died without issue; and '

Robert Pebrot may be said to have been the real 
founder of the fnmily of the Perrots of Northleigh, The 
beat account of him will he found in the Ee^inier of Si. 
Mari/ Mrrtjfdfilen Collcffc, Oj;/ord, by the Rev. fiv. Bloxam, 
lute Fellow cf that Sodety. Xliat gentleman stales 
(p. IS^tMajd. CtfU. Register) ihixt Robert Perrot appears 
first in college as an attendant upon Jobo Stokysley, 
Fellow, afterwards Bishop of London (who was au[jpo&ed 
to have been too intimate with Robert's wife); and is 
thus mentioned by one of the wilnesses at the visitation 
of Bishop Fox in 1606-7 : " What lyme Robert Parolt 
takyd money, and was in trouble, be wold tlien have 
accused Mr. Stokysley ; but now he hath cboked bim 
with moay and fayer promises. He hatb hadde of him, 
syne hia troble began, as I thJnk, xx mates." (MS» of 
theri>iVa/:Vrt, p,6o-) However, in ISlOhe was appointed 
iBstructor of choristers. In 1315, being about that time 
made organist, he applied for a license to proceed to the 
degree of Bachelor of Music, His request was granted 
on condition of his composing a mass and one soDg. 
Whether be was admitted, or licensed to proceed^ does 
not appear in the H^tfhkr. Anthony \Vood t;oes on to 
tell us that he \va^ of an ancient and knightly family 
living at Haroldston in Pembrokeshire, aud an eminent 
musician; and the composer of several church services 
and other matters, now antiquated ; that he waa a beno- 
fuctor to Magdalen College, although no record exists 
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of bi3 benefactions ; and that he wag the ancestor of the 
Pei'L'ols of Nortbleigh ; adding, " I [iiean to that family 
of the Perrols. for thete aiu two that live there, who are 
called GmtUmen Perrots," Dr, Bloxam adds, lie wus 
not only an eminent musician, but also a man of busi- 
ness, aa ** he was ti'usted by the college" in the purchase 
of trees, horses, and various olber commodities for the 
use of the college. He purchased at the dissolution, on 
his own account, Rewley Abbey near Oxford, about 
1530 ; for in that year he received 27j. for stone, timber, 
and other stuff, bought at Rewley, which the proctors 
of cur Lady's Chapel in St. Mary Magdalen Church 
purchased to repair their tenements, ■*Baid to be when 
Rewley Church was pulled down/' (See note, p. 183. 
Majd. Coll Rfgut.) 

In 1534 Sie occurs as receiver-general of the archdea- 
conry of Buckingham, and also as receiver of rents for 
Chrialchurch, Oxford. He was also receiver of rents 
for Littlemore Pnory near Oxford, but when he was 
appointed is uncertain; he is so described in Lord 
William's charter for founding the school at Thame in 
Oxfordshire, which is dated 1574. "^ 

In 152!) he was one of the two proctors of the Guild 
of St- George in the church of St. Michael, Oxford. 

He was at one time the Principtil of Trinity Hall^ — a 
religious house before the dissolution, and subsequently 
converted into an inn. Holdiiig the house and cbapel 
of the mayor and burgesses, he pulled Ihcm down and 
replaced thcni with u ham, a stable, nnd a hog-sty. (See 
Feshall's edition of Wood's Citff o/Ox/ordyp.ll; quoted 
by Dr. Bloxani.) 

How the mayor nnd burgesses obtained possession of 
Trinity Hall, wbich was situated in the parish of St. 
Teter in the East, and opposite Magdalen College [see 
Agasa' map of Oxford in 1378), is not apparent. In 1553 
Simon Pcrrot, llien residing at Middleton Stony in Ox- 
fordshire, purchased the property of Willinm Breton of 
London, gentleman, and Henry Knight, who had bought 
it of Edward Fynes, T*ord Clinton and Saye, and Uenry 
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Hudson of London. These Iflet had ubtained it by 
letters patent from the crown, to whom it appears to 
have been esclieated on tlie attainder of RicJiard Crom- 
well, Earl of Essex. Ctvjmwyli may have come into 
possession of it at the time of its dissolution ; but no 
mention is made in the deed of the mayor and bDrg;e&ses 
of Oxford as proprietors of the estate. The date of tbe 
deed is 28 March, 7 Edward VI; and possession was 
taken by Simon Fen"ot on the eleventh of the following 
month, in the presence of Richard Atkinson, alderman of 
Oxford ; Roger Ilerne (1 Heron) manciple of Magdalen 
College ; Richard Tatt, and other (enanla. In Itoberi'a 
will the lease of it had been left to his widow Alice, 
with reversion to his son Simon. If Robert had held it 
under the mayor and burgesses, tbey must have been 
tenants of Cromwell or the crown at the time, and sub- 
let it to Robert Perrot. There ia a long' but not very 
clear account of this hall in Peshall's Wood's Orford 
(pp, 74-76 and 295)^ where it is mentioned how it was 
wickedly made over to the magistrates by J. Wodel. 
They were certainly the owners at an earlier period, and 
received the rents, 

In the parish accoimts of All Saints Churchy Oxford 
(see Peshall, p. 46), mention is made of Robert Pevrot, 
organ-player of All Hallows in the reign of Richard I II. 
He played only on high days. Unless there i^ a mistake 
here as to the datL^ this eouhl not easily have been 
Robert Perrot of Magdalen College^ as he lived till the 
middle of the sixtctMith century^ He, in fact, died in 
1550 ; and was buried in Sl Peter's Churchj when the 
following epitaphs were ylaced over the remains of him-

dow of St. Peter in the East, an effigy iii stained glass 
of Robert Perrot kneeling down at his devotions, with

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His will was mnile Iftth of Ajinl, 15-30, a short time 
befor*? Lis deaUi, ami is given in full iu tlie M^igdulen 
College Register. He bequeaths to his wife tbe leases 
of his dwellinghoUBe and *' King's Mill Medowe" for her 
lifo, with rever&ion to bis son Simon. Also the annual 
quit-rent of twenty-six shillinga (purchased of the crown 
Ly the testator) paid b j Alice, his wife, for certain lands ; 
and a house in Harwell' in Berkshire, being ber own 
property ; the quit-rent to revert to Simon on her death, 
Also the old and new leases of Binsey, near Oxford, 
together »vilh land chilled **Mynche Meadow," with re- 
"veraion to his son John : and ^ on the same conditions, 
his portion of four marks annually paid by the kings 
auditors during the life of one George Pigotte. Abo 
the lease of the parsonage at Horsepath near Oxford, 
with all his lands in Kanborougb^Stonclield, and Wood- 
stock ; US well as his interest in the lease of Northstoke 
Mill, of the value of twenly-seven shiliings and eight 
pence. All the nbove to revert to his son Leonard. 
Also the leaac of Trinity Hall, with revei-sion to his son 
Simon. The residue is bequeathed also to his wife, to 
use it for his sours health according to her discretion. 
The executors were hia wife and his son Simon; the 
witnesses being, John Callcock, curate of St. Peter's; 
Thomas Covenay, Fellow of Magdalen Coliegc; Evan 
Hollway, Kogcr Heron, and others- 
Alice was horn itt Sunningwell in the county of Brrk- 
filiire, where her father, Robert Gardiner, probably lived. 
iier mother was Alice, daughter of John Orpcwood^ and 
Elizabeth sister of Sir Thomas Pope, the founder of 

' The property ai HarwcU waa ctmve^eii io bi* motLer, Alice Pt;r- 
rot, sdJ dqi bubbiinil, Cor lb«ir joint lives » and aflL^rwardt Id ihe 
BSHignEi of Alice by hi-r rod. Edmnoi] Kc(? (4 April, 17 llenrr Vlll, 
1533-34). The property was in ft-e ^liople, and ailualed bpIwMn Ihe 
churcliyard df Bt- Morj's on ihe eaal, and Ihe high rood on the Itft, 
Btid coniisted of n house and certain lunja. There waa n qml-rent of 
B7a. yearly, ^hich Robert Pefrot had purfbaned of ihc crown, and 
fthich he Grqiieathed In Simon, To whom Alice aubaoqiipnllj-, byadocd 
of gift, alfio Gonv(?ycd i\\e geIqIo in fee BimpJe. 11 rripiy have been mb' 
BccjurnLly sold, or left to a younger roh uf tjimon, ai no farlhcr nien- 
liuii i& inado of il tn iJil JnmUy rL^i^Jaler- 
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Trinity CoUpge. The Orpewoods were probably more a 
Berkshire than an Oxfordshire familj': thus Thutnas 
Orpcwood anil hia Mt:st aon Paul were mayors of Abin^'- 
don. To ThomaH, the eldest son of Paul, was confirmed, 
in 1600, by William CamJpn, their coat of vert, thiec 
crosses pate arjentt on a chief of the second three boars' 
heads iMsked or^laiigned ffules. In some accounts Robert 
Gardiner is described as of SufTelk, so that he may have 
removed into Berkshire; unless there is some error, and 
Suffolk has been confounded with Sunningwell. Of 
what family he is, is not kuown, for there is no record 
of his arms. Alice had one sister, Jane, the wife of John 
Stephenson of Sun]iini>^vell. 

There are certain discrepancies of etiUemenl as to the 
lime of the death of Alice Perrot, Her lomhstone in- 
forms us that she died in September 1588, without 
recording the day. Her son Simon says, iu the family 
Hegister, that she died 2 July of that year; whereas by 
the composition between Trinity and Magdalen Colleges 
(which is given in the Appendix, No- jcxi, of Wurton'a 
Life of Sir Thomas Pope), and which is diited ^6 Febru- 
ary, 165S, we are informed that she died on the 1st of 
May,on which day the payment of 'JO*, was to be ntado 
lo her chaplain for twenty years. Warton, iu a note, 
adds that her will was dated 21 March. 1 556, and proved 
4 July following, her son Simon being sole esecnton 

Previous to her marriage with Robert Perrot, Alice 
was the widow of John Kele, by whom she had a son, 
Kdnjund, whc gave the property in.^^Hatwell lo his 
mother. John and Edmund arc mentioned in her will 
in conjunction with herself, her husband, her son Simon 
and his wife Elizabeth, Edmund may have been an 
only son ; ultlioiigh this cannot be inferred from his 
name only being mentioned^ as his half-brother Simon 
was especially selected out of his brotliers nnd sisters to 
be benefited by the prnyera of "the chaplnin of Alice 
Perrot," Warton spells the name '* Kele/' not '' Kete," 

It appears from the composition that, in compliance 
with her husband's wishes as given in his will, she and 
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her son JiEid paid into the bonds of Owen Oglotliorpe, 
then President of Maj^dalcn CoUcge,£1^4,to be laid out 
in land, the rents of which were lo be held by the col- 
lege in trust The larger portion of this money was 
spent in the purchase of land from Hobert of Sianlake 
in Oxfordshire, producing £6 annual income, which was 
to be paid over to the President and Fellows of Trinity 
College for certain purposes, namely, that one of the 
Fellows of Magdalen should pray twice a week for the 
soula of Robert Parrel and Alice his wife, Simon Purret 
and Elizabeth hU wife, John and Edmund Kete (or 
Kele), Robert Gardiner and Alice hia wife; for which 
the officiating priest was to receive -iOs. u year. Secondly, 
that the President and scholars of Magdalen should 
perform a funeral aervice on the second Sunday nftev 
Easter (Robert Pcrrot having- died on that day), and 
mass on the day following; 20s. being divided to such 
as were present, unless prevented by the business of the 
college. The choristere were to receive between them 
5a. 4d., and the preceptor Is. W. Robert had himself 
been informator or preceptor of the choristers in 1511, 
On the day on which the above mentioned mass was 
celebrated, 13s, 4fi were to bo laid out in providing 
better chi^er (vfieriorem refectione^n) for the President and 
selinlnrs. The common bellman was to have ^d. on the 
dfly of the funeral service. The chaplain was to be 
eolled "the chaplain of Alice PerroL" On the first 
liny of May, for the next twenty years, the President 
arid Fellows were to pay him 20fl., en condition that he 
and one of the wardens of St. Peter's in the East, on 
the annual funeral service in that church, should lay 
tjjat fluionnt out for the necessary expenses of the ser- 
vices, and relief of the poor ; at the conclusion of which 
term that amount was to go to some fellow of the col- 
lege, who was to pray for the soula of the previously 
mentioned persons. The residue was lo go to the Uae 
of the college ; but in case that body failed lo earry out 
these trusts, the President and Fellows of Trinity Col- 
lege were to enter on the lauds, and take possession of 
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the Tents> In consequence of the reformation of reli- 
gion, this composition was replaced, Sept. 1, 1579. by 
another A\hich is still in force ; a certain surn being dis- 
tributctl between the members of the college, to the 
particular satisfaction of the choriBter^- 

The issue of Robert and Alice Perrot, according to the 
Register in Trinity College, wns; 1, Clement, organist 
of Mngdalcn College 162'^, B.A. lo32, Fellow of Lincoln 
College 1536, rcclor of Fnrthingtoii in tl»e county of 
Noiihamptoii, loil ; prebend of But^kden in LintolLi 
Cathedral, 30 October, 1544, He left no issue, nor ia 
he mentioned in his father's wiU. 2. Simon, in wlioin 
the main Hnc was continued. 3. Elizabeth, the wife of 
William Stnndcn of Mitcham, SurrL'y. 4. Catharine. 
5, Alice- G. Dorothy, who became the wife of four hus- 
bands: I, ^ — —Bridges, D.D, ; n, John Mayunid ; in, 
Thomas Skipwell ; iv. - — - Rogers, a gyntlemau pen- 
sioner. 7, John, wbo appears to have settled in London, 
and died before 1575, without issue, 8. Leonard, who 
married twice. By his second wife, Dorothy, daughter 
of Thomas Skipwith of St^ Albans, he had four sons and 
one daughter. He was cleik of Magdalen College in 
1533, tenant of Hoi-sepatb in 1550. He was also of 
Drayton in the county of Oxford in 1575. From Iiia 
second son, Richard, came the other family of Perrots 
who subsequently settled at Northleigh, iind who apjiear 
to have been disowned by their cousins, the Perrots on 
the liill; and whom Anthony Wood, as staled above, 
distinguishes by the name of " gentlemen Perrots," while 
he si>eaks of the other as a "bye blow from Uereford- 
ahire." There appears to have been so little intercourse, 
and so much rivalry, between these two families, that in 
Anthony Wood's time the connexion was ignored or 
denied: hence his error in hinting that the new comers 
were an illegitimate branch of the lierefordshire Perrots. 
There is a tradition still retained by the descendants of 
the Hill Perrots, that they denied their cousins the 
privilege of bearing gold peara in their arms^ asserting 
that silver ones were their proper bearing; and tfiat the 
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licrsUI^ duTing his visitation, decided in their favour by 
L-rasing llie assumed gold pears from the shield of the 
new comers- Sach a tiadition may have some founda- 
tion, although there wete no grounds for the dispute, as 
hoth were descended from the same stock ; but in IG64, 
James Perrot, then of Amersham, Bucks, had the gold 
pears confirmed to him by Sir Edw. Bysshe, as if he 
wished thereby to maintain his claim to the true Pevrot 
coal. In Wood's MSS. they are given as art^ent, which 
also seems to indicate that ihere had been some such 
coatest between the two families. The remainhig 
children of Robert Perrot were, — 9, Joan ; 10, Agnes. 

In addition to these ten children, three others ai-e 
given on other and satisfactory authority- These are ^ 
II obert, whose name stands firsthand who was incumbent 
of Bredicot, in Worcestershire, from 15*12 to 1585; 
Thomas, who ia given as the sixth son ; and William as 
tho seventh, who was clerk of Magdalen College from 
156+ to 1513. These three names arc not mentioned in 
iheir father*9 will, which contains only the names of his 
sons Simon, John, and Leonard ; but as his son Clement, 
who ia mentioned in the Register, and all the daughters 
ai"e also omitted, the omisaioa presents little difficulty. 

The arms of Gardiner, as already stated, are not 
known> 

SIM^^- Pehrot, said to be third son of Robert, was 
born 1514, proceeded to his degree of Bachelor of Arts 
in 1 5'i2,and elected Fellow of MagdEden College in 1533. 
Ho was junior proctor in 1545 and 1546, and bursar of 
his college in 1547 and 154^. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Eflward Love, of Aynhoe in Northampton- 
shire, Sept, 2S, 1550,about six months after his father's 
death. The mother of Elizabeth Love was Alice, sister 
of Sir Thomas Pope. Simon was made Public NDtni7 
22 May, 1546 ; and Registrar of Buckinghamshire, wiUi 
a fee of five marks and a rohe annually, 22 July, 1547; 
steward of divers nmnors to Dame ElJKabeih Pope, 20 
Jan. 1559; and appointed by Edward VI bailiff of the 
Chantry Lands within the connty of Oxford, 2 Feb- 1660, 
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witli a fee of £5 : 6 : S. The uext jear he was made 
bailifr of Ma^duleD College. la 15G0 he obtains certain 
copyhold. Imids for the lives of himself and his fiou 
Robert, in Notthleigh parish, of Dame Elizabeth Pope, 
to whom he was known^ not only as the agent of her 
husband. Sir Thomas Pope, in his founding Tnnity Col- 
lege, but also as having married the niece of SirThomas- 
In 1560 he seems to have taken possession of a court at 
Norlhleigh, and on ihe 1st of December in that year 
obtains leave from the tenants of Northleigh to enclose 
land from the well at Newwcll Hill to the oak.ia breadth, 
and to the further part of (?) Grote Hole in length. 
Among the signatures attached is that of Edward Orpe- 
woode, probably a cousin. 

>laving lost his first wife in December 1572, Simon 
mnrricd a second one, AHcc While, in the following 
June, The marriage articles are dated on the 28tU of 
that month. She is eaid to have been of WincJieHter. 
whieh may be true, as her uncle wa^ Thomas White, 
Warden of New College, and one of the parties to the 
cnnLract, The other was her brother^ John White, a 
fjirmer,of Staunton in Oxfordshire- If tliis Stauntozi ia, 
as It -p^obaldy is, Staunton St. John's, and the property 
of New College, the uncle may hnve provided for a 
nephew by some advantageous letting in that pariah. It 
is curious that there should be another marriage between 
a Perrot and a White i but as no connexion can be 
traced between this AHce and the Whites of Pembroke- 
shire, the coincidence of the names seems to be a simple M ^^ *wlj 
aceident. By the settlement, Alice was to relinquish all '' ^•jf'rt^ 
claims of dower; and, after her husbands death, to have 
the remainder of a lease of the tithes of Ravensthorpe, 
Oiedisborough H GuiUborough), Cotton (jw), and Holy- 
well, all in Northamptonshire, and the property of Christ- 
church, Oxford ; the reversion of the lease was to go to 
her children by Simon, In addition, she was to have the 
use of her ''chambre room" in either of Simons houses 
at Norilileigh or Oxford, with the use of the furniture, 
and *' meal and drink" for herself and muid ; but if she 
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preferred to live among her own friends, she was to 
receive a quarterly sum of £6: 13: 4, with ibe power of 
entering on the Nortbleigb estate in case of failure of 
payfot*nt. Her uncle and brother bound iheinselvcs to 
the amount of £'.50O, to 8imon"s heirs, that she made no 
claims of dower or any other kind. Alice, ahhough the 
niece of the Warden of New College, appears not to have 
been able to write, a? she only makes her mark. The 
witnesses were, Laurence Humphry, President of Mag- 
dalen College ; Edward Love (apparently the brother- 
in-law of Simon), and John Maasell 

The Oxford house alluded to, which was situated not 
fur from the Grammar School of Magdalen College, was. 
together with llic adjoining one (the Greyhound Inn), 
taken down in 1845. An engraving of it, from a draw- 
ing by old nuckler, is here given. His wm states, in his 
Archikctuic of Magdalen Colkge, that it was inhabited at 
the boginuiiig of the last century by Lady Lievin, and 
that tradition reported it had been occupied by a bishop. 
The fact is, that it hod been letj in V^iVl^ by the college 
to Thomas Cooper, the master of the school, and after- 
wards Bishop of Winchester- Lady Licvin must be 
intended for the widow of Baptista Lieving, Bishop of 
Sodor and Man, as she is believed to have inhabited the 
house. ThecoltegCjin letting the honsCj reserved the little 
chamber over the study. There ia some difhctilty as to 
dates ; for in the marriage settlement of Simon and Ahce 
Ferrot, made 15T2,Siinon was the occupier of the house; 
and Alice, after his death, was to have, if she wished, 
the use of her chamber ; which could hardly have been 
the little chamber over the study reserved by the college, 
even if Simou bad not been the occupier of the bou^e. 
He may, however, have succeeded Thomaa Cooper, 
whose tenancy, in that case, must have been a brief one. 

In loG'-J Simon became the purchaser of the manor 
and tithes of North or Laurence HLnk^ey, near Oxford, 
with certain lands and messuages. This property was 
once owned by the Abbey of Abingdon, and on the tUa- 
soluiion was gninted by letters patent (38 Henry VIll) 
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lo George Owen and John Bryd^es, Doctor of Pliysic. 
Sir John Williams, lord of Thame, and Sir Jolin Gvesham 
became subsequent pvoprietora ; the former of whom was 
succeeded by his daughter, Isabel, the wife of Rithavd 
Wayman of Caswell Richard had a license of aliena- 
tion, and conveyed it to Oliver Withington and Wil- ^ , 
liara Lech, Fellows of Braseuose Collegcy^and acting as A 
trustees of thiit society. The money paid was £674 10*., 
besides 26fl. 8f/. paid to Withington for his expenses Co 
London, and other charges. The property remained in 
the possession of the Perrota until the death of the last 
male, which occurred I7fi5. In the Trinity College 
Kegister is a note inscribed by Simon with reference lo 
this sole : " Memorandnm, that the yearly rent of \otth 
Hinsey was at the tyme of my purchase thereof (15fi3) 
xxij/*. \\s. viijf/. \vith the yerely rent of the lith \\\\li, 
being in lease, and vj*. viijrf. out of lease, for certain 
graasc lu Rcvell Mead ; and T did purchase the manor 
and tithe of Wilhington and Lech by agreement^ after 
the rate of x\x" yeres purchase ; and they alleaged unto 
mo, ilL the paiment of my money unto them, that they 
hicked xxxs. for sijt/. yerely rent, according to their 
paiment before made to Richard Wayman, Esquier ; 
whereuppon I was booode io my obligaciona to them, 
that if the said yerely rent of xijrf. coolde be founde 
amongest the tenants rentes witliin the apace cf twoo 
yeres next after their sealinge of myne obligacion, that 
then I shall pai the eaid sxx* , but the said 7i\]d. of 
yerely rent is not yet foonde, being xxi yerea past or 
more ; therefore for the obligacion is clere voide although 
the college doo keepe the obligacion in their handes. — 
Per me, Simon Parret, primo Jnlii 157S " Thee follows 
a list of the tenants, and the rents paid by each ; the 
sum tutal being £22:9:8. 

Warton, iu a note to his Life t>f Sir Thomas Pope (p, 
21), saya that the writer of manuscript letters to Fox 
concerning a new edition of the Daok of Marii/rs^ woa 
not the Simon Perrot of Magdalen College; but he is 
mistaken, for Simon Perrot. Fellow of Magdalen College, 
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was certainly present nt the burning of Cowbridge, as 
lie writes to Jobn Fo& in 1539. (See Cattley*s editiou of 
Fox, vol. i, p. 3(R) 

Simon Penot, by his first wife, Elizabeth Love» had 
nineteen children, whose names, dates of birlh, with the 
names of their sponsors, will be foimd in the Appendix, 
HU eldest son died an infant. His second son, Robert, 
who succeeded him, was bom, 1553, at Middlelon Stony 
in Oxfordshire, His third son, Simon, was rector of 
East- Leach- Mar tin, or Burlhorpe, in the county of Glou- 
cestershire, 1589-1600. His eldest daughter, Anne, 
born 153'2, married Thomas Doylic, Follow of Magdalen 
College- The ceremony was performed at Chiselhamp- 
ton in Oxfordshire, 5 Feb- 1570; but the articles of 
marriage were dated Dec, 20, 1569, The issue of this 
marriage wels — 1, Francis Doylic, born 8 Feb. 1597; 
2, Margaret, the wife of Hugh Ci easy, councillor, and by 
him Ihe mother of Hugh Cressy^ a Benedictine monk. 

Simon Perrot, by his second wife, Alice AVhite, had — 
l,Petcr,bornl57'l: B.A.1694; died 160a ; and buried 
16 May, at St. Peter's in the East, Oxon. 2, Simon, 
born 1575, and died the year following. 3, Elizabeth, 
born 1578; died at Oxford. Oct. 21, 1582, and buried in 
St. Peter's. 4, Mary, born 1580. 5, Hester, born 1582. 

Simon Perrot and his first wife were buried in St. 
Peter's in the East, and a large monument erected over 
them, which has shice been removed ; but the brass was 
retained, having the following inscriptioti : 

" Here resteth the bodicn of Simon Pprrot, Genllemflo, Master 
of Arte, Inle Fellowe of Magdalen College, und twise Pjoctor 
of the Univcreitic of Oxford ; and Eli^ahcth his wjfc» dau^ht^r 
of Eflwnrcl Love of Acuboe in rhc couafy of Norihamplon, 
£§()uiEr ; which Simon departed (bit world the 24 day of Si^pu 
eh' in lUc yetp ofoutc Lorde God 3ict:ct:u 84, aud in ibcjcre 
of hia fl^f 71 ; & Eliaahcth deported in cbilJe bed (ho sxiiii 
day of December in the yere of our Lordc God MCCCCOLJUsn^ 
aud in the year of her age XLii." 

The brass represents Simon and his wife in prayer, with 
nine sons and ten girls behind the parents. Fifteen 
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cbildren, however, including tlioae by liis second ivife, 

were all Ibat survived Simon, Elizabeth Love was bora 

on March 1, and iflamed at the age of nineleen. She 

died on Christmas Eve, at ei^ht In the evening, and was 

burifd the following afternoon. ?"0 reason iggivcn for * 

this hasty interment in the family Register. ^"** /fc-w*. fc4«< 

The arms of Love are, veri> a Hon rampant artfffnt, 
cliarged on the shoulder with a cross patt^ ffuk^. 



KoBERT Pebrot, the secoLd son of Simon, was born 
H January, 1533, and appointed chorisler of Ma^dalon 
College at the age of fifteen, and elected demy thice 
years aflernarda. He resigned his dcmyship in 1577, 
nnd in 1588 married Mary, daughter of tlie Oliver With- 
ington who was connected with the sale of Laurence 
Hiokeey to SimoQ Perrot. He was organist of Magda- 
len College in 1580, as his gvandfalher had been ; and 
held the office of bailitf to the college till bis death. He 
died 24 June, 1605, and was buried iu Norlhleigh 
Church. His monument is on the south side of the 
chancel, representing himself and his wife kneeling, and 
bearing the following inscription : ** Here lyeth Kobert 
Perrot of Norlhleigh, Gent., who maiTied Marie, daughter 
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of Oliver Wilbington, Gent-, Doctor of Physic, by whom ' ^^ 



he had four sons and four daughters ; and as he lived 
virtuously with credit, with assured faith in Christ he 
departed 2i of June, 1605 ; to whose memory his loving 
wife, in testification of her love, in doleful duty erected 
this monument/' 

The eldest sou, Oliver, was born and died in 1589, and 
buried at St. Peter's in the East, Ovford. His second 
son, and heir, Edwaril, wiis bnni in 159-1 Tlie other 
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sons were — 2, John, bom 1597, and died in Gray's Inn ; 
3,Robert,born 159S. His daughters were — Anne, Mary, 
Elizabeth, and Susan. Of theee, Anne nianied William 
Pooleof Gloucester, clerk i Mary, Jo3m Banks of Abing- 
don : the issue of this last maniage being Mary, who 
married, firsts Edward Dewe* connected with the Dewes 
of Bamplon in Oxfordshire; and, gecondty, William 
Wright, alderman of Oxford, by whom she had many 
children. 

On Robertas monument, in Northleigh Church, are 
given throe coats of arms: above, Pcrtot only; below,on 
one side, Perrot im paling, jttJ/^, a chevron ardent between 
three stars of the second fLangdaleJ ; and on the other, 
Perrot impaling Love. The Wi thing tons appear to have 
had no coat ; none, at leasts can be ascertained of that 
name in the Heralds' CoUogc or ehewhere, This may 
partly explain the circumstance of the single Perrot coat 
of Robert appearing abovCjOnd those of hi^grandfather #f 
and father beiow. ^ 

Edward Perbot, eldest surviving son, and heir, was 
born 7 February, 1593. One account gives Radley in 
Berkshire as the place of his birfh ; but the family regis- 
ter in the Library of Trinity College, Oxford, states that 
it was Abingdon, a short distance from Rndley, The 
other account seems to be taken from a second register 
containing many particulars of the Perrot family and 
Nortlil<.'igh Clmreh ; whit;h register was formerly in the 
possession of John Prieo, tlic librarian of Sir Thomas 
Bodlcy, and is probably at this time in that Library^ but 
has not yet been discovered, 

Edward Perrot married, 23 January, IG23-4, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of William Slonhouse of Radloy, who 
four years aiXcrwards was created a baronet. She died 
March 5, 165R, and was buried at Northleigh. Jler 
husband outlived her many years, and died in the house 
of Benjamin Cooper, Regislrarof the University, on Fri- 
day, 27 February, 1684. He was buried at Northleigh 
March 2. 

He as well as the rest of his family were staunch 
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suppottera of the royal cause ; and Charles ia aoid to 
have slept at Noithleigh on ore or^casion, nlthough the 
exact uight is not known ; but it was probnbly in the 
summer of 1(>44, during which period the king waa fre- 
quently in the immedinte ncigliboiirhood of Northloigh. 
Northleij^^h, however, is not oamed in the " Iter CaioU- 
iiua" published in the ColUctanca Curiosdypv Syinonda' 
Diar;/, issued by the Camden Society.^The tradilicn is, 
however, confirmed by the enistence of certain portioua 
of the royal beddiamber linen still remaining in the 
possession of tbe successors of the fitmily. 

Soon after the battle of Edgecot IliU, on the king's 
returning to Osford, be issued a protectiou to the per- 
son and property of Edward Perrol. This was dated 
the last day of October, 1642, On llie 14lh Jay of 
February, 1643, Edward Perrot was required to assist 
the royal finances with the loan of £20, either in money 
or plate; "toucbt plate at five ehiUings» unloucht at 
foure shilliugs fourepence per ounce"; the same to be 
delivered within seven daya. Three years afterwards 
he was forced to contribute to the other side, as there is 
atill preserved among the remains of the family records 
a receipt signed by Ci"omwell for the sum of £'17 lOj., 
dated 27 Nov. 1646^ The money was paid tbiough 
Lieut,-General Grosvenor by order of Colonel Shcfheld, 
one of the treasurers at war. 

The issue of Edward Perrot and Elizabeth Stouliouse 
were — 1, Robert, bis heir- 2, (.'harles, barn at Abiiig- 
don, 1627; B.A. of Oriel College, 1649; and MA. 
30 June, 16-^3, being at that time Fellow of his college. 
He spent some time abroad in travelLing, with a view to 
the ftcquisilion of the modern languages. Wood, who 
was an intimate friend of his, describes him as '^a well 
bred gentleman and a sweet person." He was also a 
musician, and in his turn held in his rooms the weekly 
meeting of the ^*scbolastical musicians" as they ore 
termed by Wood. 

He died 93 April, 1677, at the age of forly-five, and 
was buried near his grandfather, Robert, in NortbLeigh

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Church, On (he 25tli of April, 1677» a funeral onilion 

wafl dpliverctl over his body, in the hall of Oriel College, 
by Wm. Hazlcwtjod. the dean. He bequeathed £otl to 
be laid out in land, for the purpose of ujiprenliciag poor 
cbiltlreTi in Northleigb. He published, anonymoaslj, 
one or two treatises in defence of the prerogative of the 
crown. 

3. Edward, the third son»was aPortugal merchant,aiid 
settled at Oporto, wliere he died IG Oct. I6C7. His body 
was brought to England, and buried at Notthleigh. The 
dale of his burial is stated to be the 25th day of Novem- 
ber. He bequeathed £10 to the poor of Northleigh, an 
Hcconnt of which legacy was given in 1G78 by his 
brother Robert, the survivor of his two executors, the 
other one being Charles Perrot, who had died the pre- 
ceding year, 

4. John Perrot, the sixth son, irarried the daughter 
nFone Devnl of Ensbnm, Oxon ; but nothing is said in 
Wood's MSS, as to any issue. 

Of the four daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, Mary, and 
Ursula, Mary spems to he the only one ulio married. 
She was the second wife of Richard Lydall, M.D., and 
died in childbed at her house in Canditch, Oxford, 
2 August, lfi6-5. She bad issue by her husband, one 
daughter, Mary. 

Edward Perrot and bia wife w^ere buried at North- 
ieigli, where J3 n nionnmt'nt on the south side of the 
chancel, of which Ibe inscription is as follows : 

" To y" church were interred the bodies of Ed. Pcttoi, Esq-, 
and of Mary hi» wife (daugh' of Williaoi Stonhoute of Badley 
in y" county of Bcrkfi, Bnrt.) Ho was son of Kobprt y* son of

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The arms of Stonh*Jiisr arc, arg&ttt^ on a fi'ss utibh

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lloEEHT PEBROT,oldest SOU and heir,was born in IS23, 
nnd died in 1698. He married Susan [who was bom 
1632, and died 1716], f he daughter of Thomas Coningsby 
of Nortli Minimis in HcrtfoTrishirc, Her mother wha 
Martha, daughter of Sir Willinni Button of Alton^Wilts. 
Thomas Coningsby, aa high sheriff of Hertfordshire 
(IfiST), first prnclaimed the Earl of Essex and his army 
traitors. He was consigiietl, by order of Parliament, to 
the Tower, where he died, leaving only one son, Sir 
Henry Coningsby^ and several daughters. Sir Henry 
dying without issue, the male line became extinct, and 
is now represented tlirongh Ibe female by the Sihtliorpen 
of Lincohishire, and the descendants of Robert I'crrot 
and Susan Coning-sby. The issue of Robert Perrot 
were — 1, Edward ; 2. Charles; 3, Margaret, 

F/lward Perrot was a bainster of Lincoln's Inn or the 
Temple, and acted as his father'^ steward for the lord- 
ship of North Hinksey, From a letter of his father's, 
written July il* 168T,vFe Jearn that the famous*' tooth- 
drawer" in Oxford at that time was one Stinud. Chjirles, 
the younger son of Robert, was to have Avritlen lo his 
brother Edward, but was prevented by his huiferings 
from a diseased tooth, whiclj Stroud had contrived to 
break in his attempt to Exti"act it. Eidward married 
Margaret Blount, the heiress of Kingetby iu Lincoln- 
shire, including the advowson. He died Id January tj-l, 
nSO, aged seventy-ais, leaving the family estates to his 
broLlu-r Charles, 
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Edward Perrot was a non-juror and a staunch loyaUsl, 
as his father, uncle, and grnndfather, had been, lie is 
said to havo assisted with his purse James II. who in 
return sent him two miniatures of his ^on, takon at dif- 
ferent periofls. The prince himself subsequently sent 
a third. He was bnrierl at Northleigh, as was his 
widow, who erected the monument in the south aisle of 
Hie church,^ i U.-t^*^'^f 

Margaret, the only daughter of Robert Perrot, was 

llie wife of Chambers- She was bom 1664, and 

died 1730. Her only rhild, Susannah, died 20 August 
171S, aged thirty. 

The armsiif Margaret Blount, as represented on some 
of her plate, are given aa two bars nebula [the engraver 
may hare executed his work badly^ and thus given 
these instewl of the usual coat barr^ uebul6 of eight, 
sometimes of sis. sable and or] quartered with a lion ^frv*.

The arms of Coningsby arc, guhs^ three coneys sejant 
within a hordure engrailed ar/fsriL 
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dauglitDr of John Rogers, vicar of Eualiorn T and n.'ctor 
kjt* of Week Kiseingtori in Gloucestcrsliire, Ann was Uio 
sislei" of rfohn Kog*?rs, tlic wl'U knoivii lUviiii^ atuJ author, 
lie Liad been chaplain to Quocn Anne and George II, 
and Bubseqnently I'fclnr of Wrington ia SornerHetfihire, 
canon and sub-dean of Wells, iind lastly vicar of St- 
Giles, Cripplegate, which he held only six months, dying 
May l,ni^6. 

During the lifetime of his elder brother, CharleE re- 
sided at Perrot's Ixrdge in Wychtwood Porefit. He was 
born 16i4, and dieJ 1739. His wife dIeJ in 1724. 

The ifesueof their marriage was,— I, liobert, who died 
nnmaiTied- The failure of an intended marriage with 
a member of the Godolphin fwrnily is said to have led to 
hard drinking and an early death. 2, John, who died 
before hie fatber, leaving one son, Edward John, 3, 
Charles, in holy orders, who died suddenly in liia 
reading-desk in liis church in Uei tfordshire, and left no 
issue. 4, Benjamin ; died unmarried, 5, William was 
a chorister of Magdalen College in 1728, and made clerk 
9 March, IT'^O. He was never married; and on the 
death of his only nephew, Edward Jolm, succeeded to 
the estate in 1759. tie died in 17G5, fiom the effect of 
a fall from his horse, close to his own liouse at North- 
leigb. As the male line ceased in him, he was anxious 
to prevf?nt the Northleigh estate being sold to the Duke 
of Marlborough, and had intended to have ridden into 
Oxford to execute his wdl, or some deed to prevent the 
disposal of the pro;>erty. This intention waa, in eonse- 
qnence of the accident, not carried out, and soon after 
his death his four sisters and coheiresses sold the pro- 
perty to the dnke. He died July 33, nfiO. %. The 
eldest sister, Ann, married Edmund Spnirow of the Lodge 
in Wychwood Forest, and afterwards of Norfolk, She 
died ]it the age of twenty-sevcTi. From her are descended 
the families of Dnlby and Inman, 7, Cuiharine, married 
first, Richard Whitehall ■ secondly, John I'arker of Ox- 
ford, From the first marriage arc descended thefjimilies 
of PattcFion and Parsons; from the second, the Paikers

There were two other sons who died infants. 

The arms of Rogers are, or, a mnllet s«&/tf, on n chief 
argent a fleur-de-lis ^m/c*. 
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John Perrot, the second son of Charles, lived appa- 
rently at Osford- He is described as *' de civit. Oxon.." 
and the father of Edward John Perrol, who niatricnlaled 
at Hertford College, 10 Oct. ITiL He himself does not 
appear to have been a member of the University. He 
married a person of inferior rank, whose name has not 
been recorded, and died at an early age, and, as stated, 
from the effect of eating some crabs- lie left one child, 
Edward John, 

Edward John Peurot wag born ic 17'23, and never 
married. He died at thengcof thirty-ais,27March,1759, 
Hi? death is said to have been caused, or at least accele- 
rated, from regret at having accidentally shot a favourite 
servant with a pistol* while preparing for a journey. 
On his death the estates reverted, as previously men- 
tioned, to his uncle Williani, who died without will or 
issue a few j'cars afterwarda. The estates, which in- 
cluded the property at Northleigh, the manor and alter- 
iiate ndvowson nf Ncrlli Hinkacy, the manor and nd- 
vowson of Kingerhy in Li ntoln shire, and a house in the 
ilvgh Street at Oxford, called the " King's Arms," were 
srdd, and llic proceeds divided between tlic three sur-

viviDg siatera and two nieces by his aister Anne ; leaN 
ising in fill about £40,000. The pcraonnl effects were 
aold by auction in September 17ti5, and a3 a cntalogne 
of tlie sale may illQstvnte the tnentt^e of a gentlemun in 
Oxfordahii-e, of tlic period, it h given in tlie Appendix- 
Thiia, in 1765, terminated the oldest^ and the moat im- 
portout, branch of tlie Oxfordahire Perrota. 



THE FERROTS OF DRAYTON A>D >'0ETHLE1GH. 

It has been stated that Leonai'd was the fourth, or, 
according to the family Register, third hoii of Robert 
I'errot nnd Alice Gardiner. He married twice. The 
name of hia first wife was Synior ; that of hig second, 
Dorothy, daughter of Tbomaa Skipwith of St Albans In 
the county of IlertforiJ. By Dorothy Skipwitli he had 
issue: 1, John, of Dorchester ; 2, Richard ; 3, Clement; 
4, Leonard ; 5, Dorcas, who became the wife of William 
Lyde of Dorchester. 

Leonard was seltled at Drayton in 0-\fordBbire before 
1575. as he is described ef auch place in the articles of 
agreement (louehhig the leases of Binsey near Oxford) 
between himself and coexecutors of his brother John 
with Simon, winch articles are dated 15 July of that 
year. He had been ckrk of Magdalen College in 1533, 
and became tenant of the parson;»ge of Horsepath, pro- 
bably on his father's death, in 1550, although it had 
been left to his mother for life with reversiou to him- 
self. To his younger brother, John, liad been left in 
reversion, after his mother, the old and new lease of 
Binsey, together with a parcel of ground called Myn- 
chin. This property, together with some other in Binsey 
not mentioned in Robert Perrot's will, was left byJohn to 
his brother Leonard and to two trustees. William Ahrain 
and Robert Taillhoies, goldsmith, both of London. 

In some way or other Simon, who was tenant of pnit 
of the property, had certain claims ou the property, and 
certain law expenses had been incurred in the dispute. 
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which was BettlccI by tho H^rcement above meiitionrr]. 
The terms of ihc of^iecmeiit were, thut Leonard was to 
grunt, with the consent of the Dean and Chapter of 
riimlclnirch, a lease for three lives of the messnii^e at 
tliat lime in the holding of Simon ; eiIso the reversioiiG 
of leaBes of a messuage in the holding of Thomas Wad- 
ley ; ami of another called Horscclose, then in the hold- 
ing of Roger Taler, mayor of Oxford, on the same tentis 
as held by the then tenant, and a rent of 40*. Simon, 
who wae also tenant of the Great Mead in Binaey, at a 
rent of 'S-is. 4-7.. s^-cms to have been two and a half years 
ill arrear, which were to be cicused on the payment of 
153. in the following Michaelmas. Each party was to 
jjay his own share of the law charges of the suit, while 
Simon was lo give up all his claims before the let day 
of November following. The contracting parties were, 
Leonard Fenot, William Abram, Robert TfLillebois, and 
Simon Perrot. 

Of the children of Leonarrl PeiTot by Dorothy Sklp- 
with, — 1, John, of Dorchesler, the eldest son, married a 
daughter of Edward Holyns, brother of Sir Michael Mo- 
lyns, and had: 1, Daniel; 2, Dorothy, wife of Clement 
Kynersley; 3, Anne, wife of Andrew Durdan of Nevv 
Staines, Middlesex ; 4, Margaret ; 5, Mary ; 6, Martha. 

Richard, the second son of Leonard, and through 
whom the line conrinned(for Daniel, his nephew, seems 
to have died yonng or without issue), married Winifred 
JjUxford of the connty of Su^cex, 

Clement, third son, married, and had a daughter, 
Kliaaheth, the wife of Richard Roberta, hving with Dn 
Frewen, President of Mngdalen College in 1634 (?). 

Leonard, fourth son, married, and had issue, Itichard, 
who by hia wife, a daughter of ... Prince of Berkshire, 
had a siui, Francis, horn 1613. Francis married Alice, 
daughter of Thomas BowTing of St. M ni-j' 's, Ox on , vint- 
ner; and had one son, Samuel, who died young in IttttO, 
nnd wa.shurji'd in St. Mnry s, Oxon. Francis was living 
at Ensham, in Itjc same county, in IGtifi. 

The male line of this branch of the Perrols ceasing 
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in the first, tliii-d, and fourth sons of Leonard Perrot. 
was continued only by Ricuard, the second son, who by 
his wife, Winifred Lux more , had — 1, James, born 1607; 
2, Kichord, bom the same year; 3, George; 4, Francis i 
5, Marj'; 6, AVinifred; 7, Jane ; 8, Susan,

'There may have 
been nothing unusual nhoat this particuliir confinnit- 
tion ; but as in Wood's MSS. the pears are described as 
argmij not or^ and as there is a IradiTion. as already 
mentioned^ of a dispute hetWL'en the two famihes of 
Northleigh on this question of gold or silver pears, it is 
nnt impossible that ll/is confirmation was obtained to 
settle the im}mrtant point. It ^vus, however, this James 
Perrot that Wood said waa reported to be a '* bye-blow 
from rierefordahire.''

The first named of the Yorkshire branch is Richnrd 
Ferrot, B,D., Prebend of York and Vicar of Hnll in 
1615. He was the son of John Perrot, a citizen of 
Loudon, by Ann his wife. This John PeiTot, who died 
1603, may have been one of the Oxfordshire PerroCs; 
for there were certainly more than one of that family 
who settled in London, The first was John, son of 
George Perrot of Haverfordwest. He was a nier- 
cliant in London, and although he left no children, he 
may have left a flourishing busiuess, as wp find his 
nephew (also named John) waa settled in London, and 
was probably engaged in commercial matters, as he 
makes two London merchants executors of his will. 
He, however, like his uncle, left no children, but may 
have left a business and a nephew ready to succeed In 
it; for like his uncle he hod a nephew John, son of 
his brother Simon, and who wos born in 1570. John 
Perrot, therefore, son of Simon, may have been the father 
of Richard the Prebend of York. There is, however, nn 
evidence that he was ; and the connexion of the nunio 
with Yorkshire mny beof oldfr date. Thus we find John 
Perrot, cantor of Yi*rk, died Feb. I31f*; and who may 
be ibc same ns John Perrot, S.ThB,, who was coHuted to

The descentJants of Ricljard Perrot Heem to havt? 
floui-ished in York and tbe neiglibouriHg districts until 
the e^irly port of the last century, when the elder branch 
lemovcd into Worcestershire, where their fatnily still 
remains. 

Richard Perbot was in 1615 made Prebend of York 
and Vicar of IIuU, and the year following married 
Dorothy Harris of HuntingdoD. By her he had, —

Anoukw Ffurot, third son of Richard, continued the 
line, his two elder brothers dying without issue. Jii 
1670 he was slieriff, and in 1693 Lord Mayor of York, 
and diedJanunry 1701. By his wife, Martha, daughter 
of Charles Vnnlys of Hnll^ Notary Public, and who died 
in November 1713, outliving her husband, ho had a 
numerous family of twenty children, some of wliose 
names arc recorded. Of those mentioned there were— 
I, Charles J 2, Robert; 3, Andrew; 4, Thomas; 5, 
George. 

Charles,Lord Mayor of York inniO,niarried Hantmli, 
diinghterof Edward "I'rotter of Skelloii Caalle. Slie died 
1713, Of tliis marriage came Andrew^ in lioly orders, 
who does not appear to Lave married. He wad born in 
171 1, and died 1790^ and was bnried within llie altin- 
rails in Perfihore Church, wliere is tliia itiscrijitioiL, — 
" Here lielh the body of Andrc;\ PermI, who departed 
this life on the 13lb of December, 17H1), in the seventy- 
ninth year of hia age," Tlicrc were al^o tJirecdaugliteis. 
Elizabeth, Marthai and Margaret; of wIkiii* Eli^abetli 
only seems to have married. She outlived l)er buHbund, 
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as appears by the instriptiou on her tombstone^ — " Heio 
lielh the bodj of Elizabeth Presivick. widow of Codd- 
ringlon John Pres^ick of CarltoB in Yorksliire, and 
eldest daughter of Cliarles Perrol, Esq., of Carlton in 
the same county. She died July 9, 1165, in the eightieth 
year of her Age," 

Robert, the second son of Andrew Ferrot, waa sheriff 
of York in 1704, and fippeors lo have died unmarried, 
or without isaue. 

Aiidrew, the third son, removed to Hull, of which 
place he was mayor in 1709. hy his wife, Susannah, 
daughter of Anthony Lambert, alderman* of Hull, he 
had Dorothy and Anne, and one eon, Andrew^ who re^ 
moved lo Voik, where he practised aa a physieiaii. 
and died suddenly. May 14, 1762, at the age of forty- 
nino, and «'us buriod at St. Saviour'a in that cily. His 
son, Charles Lambert Perrot, who died 29 DcDeniber, 
I7;»f). aged five, was buried in llie same chnrrli. His 
wife's name was ftlartha. She died 3 August, 1786, at 
the nge of sixty-eight, and waa buried with her husband 
and child. 

Ueoi'gc, tlie fifth son, was^ a merchant of Leeds in 
17P2. 

The line of the three elder brothers thus failing* the 
main line wa3 continued through the fourth son, Thomas. 
Thomas Perhot was in holy orders, and rector of 
St, Martin's in York, 17"J(>; in which church, aa already 
mentioned, his uncle Richnid, Fellow of Sidney Collegia 
Cambridge, was buried. He married Anastasia, daughter 
r^f <>eorgc Plaxton, rector of Berwick, and had issuc,^

Nothing is stated in Nufih of the issue of these children

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grant of which passed the great seal, June 15, 1775. He 
died Jaunary'JS, 1780. He man' led, but apparently hnd 
no chilUreii, as iiis cepheiv George succeeded to him, 

Gloilge Pkuiiot, of Craycombc, Worccsteialiire, the 
nephew of tlie Uaronof the Exchequer, returned in 1781 
fi-nm India {where he had apent the emty pnrt of his 
life), perhnps nn account of his uncle's death and liis own 
succession to the eslnle. He married Jane^daughtLTof 
Henry Wigley in holy order?, and of Penaliom in Wor- 
cealeishire; she died II Afavcii 183.^1, aged 71. (iuorge 
died 5 Jimuory 1806, TJie issue of the marriage was 
George Wigley and Andrew, 

Gboroe WiGLtY Pekuot, of Cinyconibe, son and heir 
of George, iinirried Charlotte Eli:4ahetli Louisa, gran- 
daiighter of ibe late Right Honourable Andrew Lord 
St. Jolin, She dh^d 21 August I8:J6, George Wigley 
Ptri'ot died May 9, IS^JL His second son, Robert, died 
10 DeoemLet of the Kame year at sea. 

EuMOND TrtoMAfl PtanoT, of Craycombe, succeeded 
to his father George Wigley, and by bis wife Mary 
l^vinia had three sons, ull of whom died young, and 
two daughleis. The monuments of the bojis are in 
Fludbury Church, He has or bad two brotiiers uu- 
nmrried, — one in the army, the other in America- 

Nearly cotemporaneously with the Ferrots of Cray- 
combe House existed another family of the same name, 
settled at Bell Bioughton in the same county. The 
properly, according to Nush, was acquired by purchase- 
They bore the uaoal Ferrot coat; but what connection 
existed between them and the other Worcestershire 
Perrota,or the Oxfordshire and Pembrokeshire familioa. 
has not yet been ascertained. 

HuMPHBET Pekhot, the first recorded of this branch 
and the purchaser of Bell Broughton, married Elizaboth 
daughter and coheir of Brockhill Taylor of Ballyliouse. 
in the county of Cavan. Ireland. At least one family 
of the name of Perroi existed in Ireland, and it is not 
imp*js8iblc but ibat Hurnplirey may Lave been connected 
with one of them, us he married an Irish heiress. He 
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hud three sons, William. John, nnil Humphrey. John 
died, nt a very aclvnnred nge in 1741. President of thi* 
Knglish (^ollege, LishoTi, Humphrey matncnlalml at 
Cliriflt Church July Ifi. 1680^ He may have died 
joiin^, as hiH nnmc is not given in Nash. 

William Perhot, son urid heir nt' Humphrey, liad 
two sons, Thnmns who Buccecdcd to the property, and 
John who removed to Pedmore in the same county, and 
died 1728, aged 76, leavin^^ a son John, who nfterwnrds 
Buccoeded to the Bell Bronghtnn estate. William died 
in 1688. 

TiioHAs Ph^fERor, Gon and heir of William, had only 
one son. Humphrey. 

IIuMTHHtv PtHBOT, SOU and heir of Thomas, was in 
holy orders. lie was a fellow of Onel College, Oxford, 
and Vicar of Dudley, and published an assize sermon 
ill I7'^8. He was born in 1710, matricidaled at Balliol 
College, Oxford, 1728, M.A. of Oriel 1735. He died 
1746. On his death the estate was left or reverted to 
his cousin, John Perrot of Pedmore, as already stated. 

John Perrot, son of John Perrot of Pedmore by 
Sarah his wife, enjoyed the Bell Broughton estate for 
thirty years, dying in E77il, aged 74. He left by his 
wife Catharine only one daughter, who convejed by 
marriage the estate to the family of Noel.

The Ppnots of BuH Hall or Bell Broughton seem to 
have become extinct in the male Hue by the death of 
John Peri'ot ; but there is good reason to eupjiose that 
John son of William Perrot, who removed to IVdmori?, 
had also a brother Benjamin settled at Swinford, of 
whicb place Pedmore is a chapelry- John was bora in 
1653 a^id Benjamin in 1651h 

If Boiijamin was the elder brother of John, the Bell 
Broughton property would have reverted to his heirs 
on the death of the last Humphrey Perrot, unless indeed 
it was esperially bequeathed to Johu's aon. There is, 
however, no proof of the relationship, yet the circnm- 
atancc of John removing to the pariah in which 
Benjamin lived, and the fact of Benjamin naming his 
youngest son Humphrey, seem to indicate there was 
some such connection. It is true that Benjamin is not 
described as the aon of the fir.^t Humphrey, who, 
Recording to Nash, had only William and John; but 
such omigsions arc not unusual, as in the present 
instance; for Humphrey certainly had a third son, also 
called Humphrey, who mJitriculated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, as already stated, 

Benjamin, however, did not remain long in Swinford, 
as immediately after the birth of his eldest cfiild Anna, 
who was born in thnt parish, he seems to have removed 
to Somersetshire, bis second child and eldest son having 
been born at Catlierinc near Bath, and the three next 
children at iSlielwood in Somersetshire His removal, 
therefore, took place between 1 G7ft and 1 681 . He 
subsequently remove*l to Bristol, and obtained a patent 
in 1720 Utr an improved kind of vessel for melting 
glass," — a maiinfartLire for which Swinford^ his former 
place of rcsidinre, was ouce L'ch'brated. He ^vas instru- 
ment*il also in uiising £1,200 for the repairs of St, Mary, 
lledclifF, in the Lady chapel of which church he was 
buried. He died at the age of eighty-four, in 1735. 
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Ho or his eldoat son bccninp the owner of HighficM. in 
Bitton, near Bristol. His wife's name is thought to 
have been Mary. She was also buried in St. Mary's,

THE FERROTS OF BRECKNOC^aumE AND HOHUOUTUSHIRE. 



TheophiliiG Jones, in his history of Brecknockshire, 
tolls us that, a8 far ae he conld ascertain, this branch of 
the Ferrets came out of Herefordshire in the time of 
Henry the Eighth. Ho ^vee, however, no reasons for 
such a conclufiiiin. If they removetl fiom Hereford- 
shire, they may probably be referred to the Perrota of 
Morton in that rounly. They seem, however, to have 
borne the nsual Perrot coat of tlie pears and clemi-lion ; 
svhereas the Morton family bore a very different one. 
Although, however, this branch seems to have held a 
respectable position in life, yet no notice is taken of it 
ia the later r.onnty genealogies. It is difficult, lliere- 
fore, to give any particular account of them beyond the 
scattered notices of them that are found in the work of 
Theophilua Jones. 

The earliest instance of the name is that of Perrot 
David Kvans, which may be an error for Ptnot ap 
David Evans or Daml Evans ap Perrot, At any rale. 
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his son 13 called Dnvid PcrroL He died la 1576 pos- 
sessed of lands in LUnignu pnnsh» where his son David 
Feri'Ot seems to havf? scltled, and may have been the 
enceetOT of the different branches, who have probably 
many d^ECc^ndanta still e^Listiiig of the aa.uie in the 
county. 

Tlie ne\l mention made is of John, who was Tnenm- 
bent of LlansantfFrnid in 1597, and would bo iiparh a 
generation later llinn David. He wna presented to the 
living by Robert Knollys, Esq-, and apjiears to have 
resigned it, aa Andrew Waltera was incnmbenf in ISi^l, 
whereas be did not die until 1633, Theophilua Jones, in 
a note aaya: "He appears to have been imposed upon 
by hia aitccessor, who by some meons or other got pos- 
session of the living, to which he was never presented 
or institnted, although be held it several years. About 
the latter end of the seventeenth century {he died, 
however, in 1633), the very old vicar Ferrot complains 
that be was deceived in his illness by David Wilbams, 
Vicar of Cwmdu, and prevailed upon to resign his living 
in favour of his son William Williams, who refused to 
pay him a paltry sum of twenly noblea, ^-iven by wiiy of 
augmentation to the living by Sir AVilliam Lewis, and 
which money Sir AVilliam Lewis then retained in his 
hands, until David Williams and bis uon repaired the 
tythe buni." There seems tii be in thia statement some 
inaccuracy, as Andrew AA'^altera, not William Williams, 
ap|K'ara to have been the intruder. John Ferrot was, 
liowevLT, Jilsn Vicar of T.latigoree, a iieighbouiing parish, 
so that the story of David Williams and his aon may 
refer to the incutnbenty of ihia parish, and not Llan- 
santfFrjiid. He married a daughter of John Williams of 
Llangorse. In hia will be leaves *■ his best poignard" 
to his son John, .who is probably the same person that 
was Incmnbeut of CaEhedine in 1622^ 

John died February 1G33, and was buried within the 
aliar rails of tlie church, under a atone hearing the 
usual Penot coal, 

John PciTOt, probably the son of the last mentioned 
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John, wfi^ incumbeut of Cathedine in 16^2^, Jeremiah 
Pevroc was incumbent of the same church in lti6'2, 
while a thii'd John Perml was incumbent of Lkngorse 
in 1661, whence he was ^'ousted by ihe Propagators," 
nnd succeeded by oue John Edwards, a shoemaker. ^See 
Waiter's Sufcrirtgs, N.) As far 05 mere dales are con- 
cerned, these last three menlioned may be ihe sons and 
grandsons of the first Jolin Perrotof Uansantif raid, who 
died 1633, 

Contemporary also with Jeremiah Perrot was Thomas 
PcTTot, also in holy ortlera, who settled at Llanfihfingel 
Tnl-y-llyn. Connected with the same place was also a 
John Peridot w-hose son David nmtriculaied nt Jesus Ck)l- 
lege, Oxford, 1709-10. John may have been the son of 
Thomas of Llanfihangel Tal-y-llyn. Thomas, however, 
had a dnngliter Mary, the mother of anotlier Mary who 
had married James sonof Thomas Powt-ll, of Crasweli in 
Ihe county of Hereford^ councillor-at-!aw. Mary Puwell 
died Oclober ^9, 1701, and was hnried at St. Joiin'a, 
Brecon, She quartered witji Ihe Perrot coat the arms 
assigned to Jestyn ap Gwrf^ant, confounded as usual 
with those of Jestyn ap Owen of the Royal line, 1 1 was 
evident, therefore, Cliat she at least claimed connection 
with the Haroldston family, who assumed that coat 
among its numerous quarters. 

There are other memorials of the Perrols in Llanelieu 
Church, on the south wall of which building ib iho 
monument of William Perrot of Cwra Hwnt in tliat 
parish. He was a surgeon, mid lived at Weni Llwyd 
in the same parish. His father, iilsci called William, 
died 6 December 1762. There are or were other notices 
of the family in the same church. 

It ia said that three brothers, Gregory, Waller, and 
John Perrot, removed from the neighbourhood of the 
Hay^ [n Breconshire, into Monmouthshire, in the seven- 
teenth century. ThatGregory and Waller were brothers, 
is satisfactorily shown from family recnrtls. Whether 
John was a brother also, is not ^a satisfactorily made 
out It is not improhrdde that in hia case the tradition 
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is correct, bnt ihoro ia no convindug evidence thnt it 
is so, Gregory luul Walter seem to have settled Eit Bed- 
welly, while John established himself at Trevetliiii, 
Wnlter^ who was niorried, died in 1713, but there is no 
record of anv i»3U(.'. John, who was bavied at Trevediia, 
12th Mny, '1743. left four children:—!. William; 2. 
John; 3. Rncht-l ; 4. Mury. His will was proved iti 
1743 by Miiry, his relict and sole esecutrix, and in it 
the testator leiivea to his eldest sod, Willijin], certain 
property in Gelligaer in Glamorganshire, describing 
him ns being heir of the said property, He does not 
mention liia supposed hrolhers, or their children in his 
will; but, liaving children of his ovvn^ the omission is 
not Tinnarknble, while some of his children have family 
names. Gregory, his supposed brother, having property 
in ripUigner, as well as in Bedwelty, in right of hia wife. 
Eeems to ronfinu Lhe story of the relEitionsbip of Gr<'g(»ry 
ai«d John, The two places, although in different coun- 
ties, arc very near eauh other, and it la not likely tbnt 
two settlors so clostj together of the name of Periot 
should not hiive been connected- The narne still re- 
mnins in Gelliguie, bnt the owners of it do not a[)pi.')ir 
to have piiiti nuiLh altention to the genealogical details 
of their family* 

Gregoky I'p.HuoT, said to he the eljefit of the Ibi'ce 
brol hers, was born iu lG;35,and became Kcclor of Llaii- 
degvelh Lear Newport, Monmoulhsbirej 29 Sept. 17IJ>. 
He appears to have resided at IJiistol about the yrnr 
lG8;i» but was not connected with the I'errots setth-*! 
in that neighboi^ihood, lie married Bhmclie, dan*^hler 
of William Lewis uf Kilvacb-vargoed, in the parish of 
Gelligaei (a branch of Lewis of Van in the same 
county), and grandaugbter of Roger Morgan of Ded- 
welly, at which plate the aett^eiuents of her maviiagi? 
were signed in 1G^5. She was bovji aboiu IGo9, and 
died 12th April, 17*2i), aged seventy, and was buiiecl 
in LlEitidegveth church, where was nlso buried her hiw- 
bnnd, who died 5th September, 1741, a^fd cTghty-six, 
Six children were the issue of tins inniTia^e, tint the

order in which they were born ia uot cerlaiu. Waltet-'s 
will menljons his nephew Jevotne, Ann, Elizflbrtb, Jolm, 
William, and Gregory PcrtoL Those last live nve, in- 
deed, not described as ncjihcwfl and nieces; but, as the 
nnnics are identical wilh ihoae of Giegory'a children, it 
may be fairly assumed that ihey were hia nephews and 
nieces^ und were probably born in the aume order aa 
their names arc hero given- The will was proved 'I'ind 
April, 17 L3, All the four sons married iind liadehildren^ 
as Gregory in his will speaks of their children, but does 
not specify any names. Jerome, or Jeremiah, wiia born 
in 1688 or H>K9; John in 16D1 ; while Gregary wua bom 
about nOO, licing described as fifty-six years of age in 
1756, in Llandegvcth Church, Why the youngest son 
was made his fathers iirindpal bi?ir is uncoitain. AVe 
find a Jeiymie Ferrot the father of William, Blanche, 
Hnd Mar^rcl, who, in all prohahiiily, ia ihc above- 
mentioned Jerome, especially ks he names fiis oldest 
daiighler Blanciie hh if after Blanche Ijcnis. his mother. 
MciUinn is also made of a eoji Gregory, the third of that 
name in the family. Of the daughters oi Gregory, Eliza- 
beth nmrried Meredith Kvans. 

One John Ferrot matriculated at Exeter College, Ox- 
ford, 22nd September, 1737, is described Eia the son of 
William Perrot of BedwcHty. This William ai»peare to 
be the eldest eon and heir of John Penul o( Trevethin, 
or lie may be William, third son of the elder Gregory. 

Gregouy Pbrelot, thought to be the youngest son, 
although the heir, of Gregory, born 1700, matriculated 
at New Inn Hall, Oxford, Iltli IJecember i725,becamo 
Rector of Gelligaer, 3rd March, 1729, not having at 
the time taken his B.A. degree, which he did on the 
yOlh day of the following June, being llien a member 
of Jesus College, Oxford. The aettleuienl of hia mar- 
riage with Jane, sistei" of Uichard Dale of Lianhennoc, 
in Monmouthshire, ia dated 173r>, She had previously 
married David Williams of Llandegveth, by whom she 
had a daughter Mary, the wife of the llvv. John Perrot 
of Ciicrleon. Who Ibis last-mentioned iicrson is, {& ua- 
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certain; bat lie is piobablylhe son, or ralhcr ibe grand- 
son, of Jobn of Trevetbin. He was somewhat of a 
plnmlist; but bU aggregate prefenneot mAy bave been 
moderate. On tbe wall on tbe chancel of LlonHegvelh 
Church is a tablet wiih this inscription :- — ** In this 
church is interred the body of tbe Rev, John Perrot, 
clerk, of tbe town of Caerleon, in this county, rector of 
Llanwcrn and Llantihangel, vicar of Wiston, and per- 
petual curate of J-landevand. who died January 03id, 
1803, in the seventy- foil rib year of bis age/* His wife's 
will was proved in ITK?, in which her property was 
left to him for life, with certain legacies to her half 
brother ^\'illjam and her half sister Jane Perrot. Gre- 
goiy died 38th December, n56» aged fifry-six, and wag 
buried in Llandegveth Cbnreli.^ His widow wus buried 
in tbe same church 13th Febiuary, 1762. The only 
issne were William and Jane. 

WiLLi_iM Peiirot, only son and heir of Gregory, bom 
1 Ith June, 173(i. matriculated at Jesus College. Oxford, 
H)lh October, 1754. look his B.A. degree 24ih May, 
1758, He died 10th March, 1779, aged forty-tbrre. 
He was never married, and left his sister his sole heir. 

Jane PehhoTj sister and sole heir of William, mar- 
ried 4tb July, 1769, at Llandegvelb Church, William 
NrchoU of Tredunnoc, in Monmouthsbirc, of which 
county he was sheriff in 1775, Jane died, and waa 
buried at Caerleon 2oth July, 1812, aged seventy -three. 
William Nicholl died at Newport, in Monmouth^ire, 
aged fiov en ty- eight, and was btiried with his wife lUh 
iJenember, IBKJ. 

The sole surviving issue of this nmrriage was Jane, 
before whose birtlj two daughters had been born and 
(Hcd. She WBK horn at Caerleon and married at the 
same pkce I^tilh October, 1800^ to Anthony Moiitounier 
IlawkiDs, M.D., of the Gaer, in the parish of SL Woolos, 
nrar Newport, Slie died aged eighty-tfiree, in Loudon, 

1 On the vaW lu XJondcgvstb Clinrch is a tjiblet ro Gregoiy, Ida 
wife Jfi!ie. nnd hie son Wi^littm Perrot, ^itb Iho proper coat of Pat- 
wt or Pem brake* biro pJficod over iU 
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1859, outliving her husLand, who died 22ud July, 1833, 
aged hijcly-lwo- 

Tilt! issue of tiiia luurrLage was thirteen children, of 
whom four sons and two daughters still survive. The 
eldest of these is lleni)' MoiiEonniec Hawkins, the pro- 
inietor of the Llandegveth and Treducnoc estates. 



TU£ ?£EKOTS OF HCREFOQDBHIUE. 

A family of this name were hicati'd at Mortou on 
Lugg in lleroforcir^ldrc^in the first port of the sixteenth 
century, but distingnished from other Perrota by their 
coat armour, quniterly per fess indented or and azure. 
This bearing, as previously staled, occurs among the 
tweiitj-iive quavteringa of PentJoj^e, the sole surviving 
child of the last SirTliomas Perrot of Uaroldstou; but, 
as amid these quarterliigs given In the PoatJiuintms Me- 
moirs of Sir Francis Nauiitun. there are numerous lUdc- 
cnracies, it ia not unlikely that this particular coat ia 
mistaken for some other, as for Croft of Croft Castle, 
Herefordshire, which only differs iii tinctures and met^^ls. 
At a later period, considerable property in the adjoin- 
ing parish of Wellington came into the possession of 
the family ; but "hen or how, is uncertain. Sir Her- 
bert Perrot, the last of this family, ^vae certainly the 
proprietor, and in bis will he speaks of a portion of it 
as coming by inheritance. His father, however, is al- 
ways described as of Mortoa only, and he himself is 
simply n*entioned in Sir James Perrol's will as the heir 
of Robert Perrot of Morton. No allusion is made to 
Wellington, as would have been the case had he been 
the represeuiative of the fictitious James PeiTot of 
Wellington. 

John Pekeot is the first-mentioned of this line. Ue 
married a tady of ancient descent, Catherine Meyrick 
of Winferton, and had by her I'homas and three 
daughters, one of whom married John Scband, or Se- 
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brand, of Suttor ; another was the wife of — Crompe ; 
and the? tliird was the wife of John de Biirhill, 

Thomas Pehhot, boh and lieir of Jolm, married 
Alicia Wilcoclw, His children wrrp — 1, Richard; 2, 
Roger; 3, James; 4, Ann, wife of Henry Moniungton ; 
5, Jane or Aliee, wife of Alexander Evaus. 

Roger, the second Bon» married Elizabeth Brend of 
London, and had first Symondus, wIjo married a Daveu- 
port; 2, Natlianiel ; IJ, Ann : tbis Jast name is^ however, 
not given in some accounls. Symondus is, ]i[?L'ha[>s, a 
Ijitinised form of Simou, and which adoption may in- 
timate some connection with the Northleigh family. 
The will of Simon Perrot of Middlesex was proved in 
lfi52, which date so far corresponds thai the testator 
may have been, the son of Roger Perrot. Other mem- 
Ijeifl of the family were also settled in London, and 
among Itiem Jumes, ihe younger brother of Roger, 
James married aXyndalor TyfdaljHud had three sons — 
1^ James; 2, Tiiomas ; 3, John. 

RrciiAKo PfcHROT, elde&t son and heir of Thomas^ 
married twice. His first wife was Margaret, daughter 
of Thomas Bromwicb of Hereford. His second wife 
was Alice Darnelh Ily the first marriage he bad — I, 
John ; 2, Robert ; 3, Francis ; 4, Richard, according to 
the statnmetils in Sji Herbert's will ; but the account 
in Rawlinsoa's MSS., No, 156, omita Francis and adds 
a daii^'bter Alice, who in another pedigree ia called 
the wife of Walter Gresmond. John, dying without 
iaaue, Uubcrlf the second son, succeeded to the estate. 
Fmncis, the third son, who was a merchant in Ixindon. 
died 1G42 unmnvried, or certainly without ifisue, leaving* 
his nephew JSir Herbert his heir and sole executor. 
Hie monument was directed by Sir Herbert to be set 
up In ** Woolchurch" in London. Richard, the fourth 
son, married first Alice Pagnull. By his second wife, 
Alice Dnrnell, he had a son Waller. She was Dot pro- 
bably a [lerson of family* as her nwuie is jgnoied in Sir 
HericttV will, although he alludes lo the second mar- 
riage of his grandfather. 
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RoRERT Perhot, Hpcoiid SOU nmi heir of Richard, 
marncd Foituna, dsiTightpr of Richard TmnliVTis of 
Monnington in thr coTinly of Kt^refoH. She hod prc- 
vinufily m!ini:*d Walter P<*rnbridH:e of Maaiispl. Her 
mother was Catharine Baskcrville. Thu children by 
thifi marriage were, — I, Herbert; 2, Jamca ; 3, Fraacis ; 
4, Pendapc; 5, DamariR. James appears to have died 
unmarrird. His death probably look place at Harold- 
slon, as ho was buiicd in St. Mary's Chureh, Haverford- 
west, by the side of Sir James Peirnt, His (i;;ravestone 
formerly existed in the ehurcb, lu the iuscnption 
ordered by Sir Herbert, the date of bis brother's death 
was omitted ; and unless a record of it exists in the 
Parish Register, it ia uncertain which James Perrot 
died the firstn It is not, however, uubkely that the 
brother of Sir Herbert survived Sir James Perrot, iind 
waa in charge of the ILirohlstou property- 

Of Francis, the third aon, nothing le known. He is 
not mentioned in his brother's will, and may have been 
dead at the time tlie will was made. Mention would 
probnbly have been made of his children* if he left any. 
Penelope, one of his sisters, was probably also dead at 
the ssLuie lime, iis she ia not mentioned; but the sum 
of £1110 is left to Sir Herberts nephew, John Street 
of Galertop in Herefordshire ; and us tbo same sum is 
left between the other sister, Damaris, and her children, 
it is likely that Penelope was the mother of John Street, 
and that he was her only child surviving at the date of 
the wilL The name Penelope deserves Eotice, as if 
^iven out of compliment to the daughter of Sir Thomas 
Perrot. 

Damaris, whose name is omitted in some pedip^rees, 
married into the very respectable Pembrokeshire f^imily 
of Trefgarne. She was a widow at the time of the will, 
and was left £[0. The same amount was beijuejithed 
to John Edwardes, her son ; but who is called Sii Her- 
bert's cousin, Frances Owen and Margaret Edwardea 
received each the same legacies, and are also described 
as cousins, although they were the children of Oam:iris. 
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AnoHifi" oniisJiiioii or cnor also occurs in ihis portion of 
llie will ; foi while the testator leavoB£lOO tobe equally 
divided between Darnarls and her children, yet he gives 
the four legatees only £10 each, and makes no settle- 
meut for the remainder. 

It was agaiDfit Robert Perrot, his brother Francis, 
and his eon Sir Herbert, that proceedings in the Heralds' 
Court were taken for assuming the usual Perrot coal, 
they not being entitled thei-e to. The plaintiff was Thomas 
Perrot, a merchant of London- Reference is made to 
the case lu Dallaway's Scraldrtf {p. 302) \ but the record 
itself liae uot been found, althou^^h Mr. T. W. King, 
York Herald, with his usual courtesy, has caused dili- 
gent search to be made for it, Herbert Perrot is de- 
scribed aa of Gray's Inn sinnply, without reference to bis 
Wellington oi Uaroldsion property. His father. Robert, 
is described as of MortoHi 

The plainiitf sets forth that Sir Owen Perrot of 
Hardleaton (Ilaroldston) had four sons only, and exhi- 
bits hia ort'u descent from that family, which he proves 
by the beatings and dcpusitionG of divers persona. Now 
as all the recognised accounts give only two sons to Sir 
Owen, namely his heir, Thomas, !ind Robert, reader of 
Greek to Edward VI (and who appears to have died 
unmarried), it is not easy to ascertain how the plainliff 
proved his descent^ without relying on the ndditions in 
Fhilpot's Skmmata before alluded to^ and which do 
assign two other sous to Sir Oweii, namely Rithind, de- 
scribed as bailiff of Sandwich, who died without issue ; 
and John, father of Thomas, of the Rrook (now Clay- 
mor), who was the fallier of another Thomas. These 
additions are thought by Mr, King lo be in the same 
writing as that of the rest of the MS. If this sug- 
gestion is correct., the addition was not made to suit 
this case, as William Smith, Rouge Dragon, Pui-siii* 
vant (the writer of the MS.}, died in 1618 or 1619. at 
which time Sir Herbert could not have hpen a metnber 
of Gray's Ino. The snit must have taken place prior 
lo 1642, the year that Frances Pcriot died ; and pro- 
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bnbly did tfikp pkce bctiveen llmt year and 163G, when 
Sir Hcrbrrt cnme into the Huroldalon bequest, and, 
naniraliy wiahiug to assume the usual Pcrrot r oal, might 
have persuBded his father and unde to do the aanie, 
WhMtever wan the result of the suit, Sir Herbert did 
ullimiitely use the disputed firms, as proved by the Bc»al 
of his will and the Tnonument in Wellington Church. 
The faet^ however, of the claim being disp*iled coufirnia 
the stateiuent (hat this branch of the Ferrets were not 
rrlnted, or could not moke out their rehuionship to the 
Jiaroldston family, 

A nioMumonl was directed by Sir Herbert to be set 
up to (he memory of his father in Titley Churth, near 
Sttmlnn'on-Sct'crn^ in the county of Hereford. No part 
of the county is washed by the Seveiii, as Sir Herbert 
ought to have known. There ls a church of that name 
near Stanton- upon-Arrow, which is probably the church 
intended, AUhouy;h Sir Ileibert «)Tderod several monu- 
ments to Wis family tu be erected, he has ia?ariubly 
omitled hII the dates. 

Ukkdebt Pehuot, Kni^'ht, the eldest son and heir of 
Robert, had three wives, the fiist of whom was Sibjlla, 
dan^diler of Tbomny Lloyd of CilceLhed, by Mary, 
daughter of John Wogan of Wistoiu She is in one 
account described he her fiilher's heir, which is probably 
incorrect- She had two elder sisleis, namely Jane aud 
Joan, the first of whom married Le Hunte, the ancestor 
of the present George Le Hunte cf Astramont near 
Wexford, Joan, the second daughter, married George 
Batlow of Slebt^ch, a circumstftnce that may have led to 
the subsequent marriage of Sir Herbert with a member 
of the same family, and who was probably the aister of 
George Barlow. By this firet marriage Sir Uetbert had 
one son, also called Herbert- The second wife was 
Hester, daughter of William Barlow of Slebech, by 
whom he had one daughter, named after her mother, 
The third wife was Su?flnnah, daughter of Francis Norris, 
who survived him, and was his sole cxccutns- 

Hi« son Herbert was slabbetl by Captain Smith in the 
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IJevila Tavern, Fleet Street, and, dving in consequence 
of \i\A wouDtU, was burietl in the rnund part of ihe 
TemplR Cliurcb. Directions were given in Sir Herbert's 
will to have a brass placed in the church with a long 

Latin inscriplion given in hi^ will. 

Sir Herbert endowed by hie will on almshouse and 
school outof the tithe ofWellin^tou. The present owner 
of these tithes is Mr, W. Kcvill Davies of Crufl Castle, 
among whose deeds esist some connected with Wei- 
lington property, nnd which uiay probably throw light 
on the qvicstion as lo the manner by wliicli Sir Herbert 
becnme [possessed of the WeUin^on estate. In the ficti- 
tious Perrot p;enealogy, so frequeutly mentioned. Thorn as, 
son or ftrandsou of Sir Williflm Owen and Catherine 
Pointz, is called loul of Wellington. This Thomas is 
said to have a son Jamea, also called lord of Wellitiglon, 
and the husband of the mylhic Dorothy Perrot. Of 
this James Pcirot, Sir Herbert is said to be the son and 
heir i but the incorrectness of this last statement is 
proved by Sir Herbert himself That Dorolhy Perrot, 
daughter of the last Sir Thomas, ne^er existed, except 
in this jiedigree, has also been no less clearly sliewn. 

Although Sir James Perrot, in hie will, does not aeln- 
nlly slate that he left Hai'oklaion to Sir Herbert merply 
because of similarity of name, as before mentioned, yet 
as he omits to describe him as a relation [although he 
docs so with reference to other legatees], lie seems to 
confirm what is stated in some of the genealogies. Thu 
real motive of the bequest is, therefore, uncertain. Per- 
haps the assumption of surnames wfis not so common 
as at present ; otherwise, if he really wished the family 
property to descend to one of Perrot blood, his godson 
and nephew, Rowland Lacharn (or Laugharne), by his 
half-sister Letlice Perrot, and to whom he did bequeath 
lands in Dale, would have been a more suitable heir. It 
is to be noticed that 8ir Jtimes does not call Rowland 
Ijiugimme his nephen% although he mentions many 
nicees as such ; but tliese nieces were the grandchildren 
of the Lord Deputy's mistreaaes. The omission, theit*- 
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fr>re, of *' nephew'* in ihe case of RowIuikI, would im|ily 
UiiLt his uiotht-r Lolticc was not tlie iljiu^hter of oiii' of 
those aihires&es, as is elated in the pedigree of Wnlter 
Vauf^hnti (sec p. 58). A <io«bl also exi?ilL'(.l as to Eliaa' 
belh Penol, the wife of Alban UwyU, which is removed 
by Sir James's will, in which he describes Albaii*s 
tlau^'bteia as his nieces. Who her mother was is unceV' 
lain, as stated in p. 58, Other nieces are also mentioned, 
who must also have been the ille/^itimaCe grandchildren 
of Sir Jolin I'errot, such as Elizabeth, daugliter of 
Thomas Ilaward of Kudbaxlon, and four daughters of 
John Jordan, One of the witnesses is Charles Perrol, — 
a circumstance that seems lo infer the existence of a 
branch of the family then living in Haverford. 

Tbe bequest to Sir Herbert embraced llaroldston and 
all Ins lands and tenements in the town and county of 
Haverfordwest, with the annual charge of £'i to John 
Jessop, ■* preacher of the Word of God" in Pembroke, 
who was also one of the exccutoi's. This Jessop waa 
tlie father of ConslantiiK' Jessop, born in 160"2, the first 
Presbytciian incumbent of Coggeshall estate in Essex, 
and feubsequeully of Wimborue and Fyfield in Essex, 

With the exception of the plate and linen uhkh fell 
lo his widow. Sir James bequeathed to Sir Herbert all 
his other furniture and stock. These, hoMever» were 
only to reveri lo him on the deaih of the widows. 

Sir Herbert served as high sheriff for Pembrokeshire 
in IfttJtl, and aa mu)(*r cf Havcifoi-dwr-^t in l(iT7_ 
He resided, at least occaaionally, ut Haroldston ; for he 
directs his body to be buried in the parish church if he 
should die in Pembrokeshire. His brother James did 
probably die there, as he was buried in St. Mary's, 
Haverfordwest Sir Herbert's residence was, however, 
in all probjibility not very regtilnr. as he was not mayor 
until moie than foiiy yenrs after Sir Jameas death, who 
had filled that oihce three tiaies, ramcly. 1605, 16^4, 
and 1634- Tlie laKt Sir Tiiounis was 7iiayor in 1586, 
during his father's life. Sir Johri himself was mayor in 
1510, 1575, and ]5Tfi: and had Sir Herbert cans Ian I ly 
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resided at Huroldstou it miglit be expected that a person 
of bis pubUion us the owuei' of IIuroldstQii, would have 
been iuveeled with the game digjnty at least raoie than 
ouce. 

Among other acquisitions of Sir Herbert, appears lo 
have been a MS. volume of Services, which from the 
various entries seems to have served as " the Family 
Bible" of the HutoHston family. It is at least of the 
[ifteenlh century, and consists of ninety-three leaves of 
viUum, the ten last of which are fly-k^ares, and contain 
vniious memoranda of the family. Oa folio 3 are outline 
diawiogs of crestB and helmets. Folio 4 has a drawing' 
of a man on horseback, wearing a hat not unlike tliat cif 
a priest, who divides a garment with his sword, and 
seems to be intended for St^ Martin de Tours. Then fol- 
low passages from various parts of Scnpture, piclorially 
illustrated, and a calendar with figures of the &igns and 
seasons. All these are executed in a rude manner. In 
fol-Tof the caJeiidar are noted thi? deaths of Alice Picton, 
31sl Marcb, and of the wife of John Victcn, 7tli April. 
From entries in folio 8S, however, the years are known. 
The wife of John Picton died at Robeston near Haver- 
fordwest, 14:36. Her daughtei-, Alice Picton, catJed, as 
not unusually, by her maiden name, died at the same 
place. 144L Her husband is properly described as 
'I'homas Perrot, Esquire, as we know from the deed of 
William Walya, that in 1442 he was not then knighted, 
although he was so before 1447, Sir Thomas, fronj an 
entry in the same folio (S6J appears to have died at 
Bristol, 10 Aprils 1460 {not 1461, as previously stated), 
thus outliving Alice nearly twenty years. This circum- 
stance confirms the explanation af the difficulty coii- 
necied with the deed of his widow, Joljannu (1465), 
namely that she uas his second wife, although no 
mention is made of such a ninrringe in any- of the 
accounts. 

It is evident also that an error has been made in 
representing the dispute between the Priory of Sl/riio- 
inas and the house of Haroldslon as haviuR taken place 
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during the lift' of Sir Thomas. It did liike plare during 
lh»t of his son of the saan' niiuie. 

In addition to what was already knowTj of liie family 
of Sir Thomas Perrot, we learn iion\ UiiH MS. ihnt he 
had also a son Stephen, who died "^Otii June, 14(il. 
This IS the only notice that occurs of this Stephen^ pro- 
bably so named after his grandfather Slcpljou Peimt- 

Notices also are fpven of the Picloii and Harold 
families. John Harold died 1393, and he ia described 
as Dean of ihe ("athedral Church of Haeerjord, a name 
fiomelimea used for Hereford, as Ilaverford in Pem- 
brokeshire is frequently called Hereford in the West. 

It has been Bu^^esled, p. ^8, that John, father of 
Alice Picton, was descended from Philip, brother of 
the last William Picton of Picton, whose daughter 
conveyed Picton to the Wcg;ansK The Rev. Jatues 
Alien has since ascertained from the Golden Grove Book, 
that a Philip Picton, who must have been contempo- 
rary with the brother of Sir William, married a lady of 
Newport, and that his representative was John Picton, 
father of Alice Perrot. In the Golden Grove Book he is 
deecribt'd as of Newport, and is called llie son of Wil- 
liam, son of Thomas, son of William (so far agreeing 
with the ordinary account), son of PhJhp. Tn the MS, 
is an entry that John Picton died 12th June, 144l>/"iu 
quodam loco vocalo Newport," thus conliiminp the 
accuracy of the Goldeti Grove Book. Il is tiue that iu 
that collection Philip of Newport is not described as 
the brother of the last Sir Wdliam, but from the exj^ut 
coincidence of dates, thei^ seems no reason to doubt 
that lie was the biother of William. Through Alice 
probably came theCemmaes properly, held by the Lord 
Deputy at the time of his attainder. 

There are nlso certain mentoranda regarding portions 
of the estate. At p. 90, we find from the evidence of 
old Bartlelt, that Somerton and Thomas Wallire of 
Sageston, held certain lands of Picton, which liad pro- 
bably come to the Pcrrota through Alice Picton, as 
we find other property in "Monyth Tyrch'", came by 
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Alice Hai'old, eince among the names of former ownei-s 
those of Richard and William Ilavold are cited. For 
this last mentioned properly a rent of twelve shillings 
and fouq^ence ^as paid to tlie Abhot of St. Doymael 
Certain arable and meadow lands al&o in '■ Lowdeschiz- 
che" and " Ro&a Glyn," also probably came through the 
same source; for, although the name of Harold does 
not occur, yet the recital be^ns with Pcier. the hus- 
band of Alice Harold, and finishes with Sir William 
I'eiTot, then in possession. An entry is also made of a 
payment of txyenty- four shillings nndcightpence paid for 
seventy-one days at llaroldston to John Dole, so that 
little more than tivo shillings a week were the wages 
of a nia&ter mason. The Sleward'a 'I ower of Haroldslon 
may have been an addition of Sir William. 

S^oticc abn occurs of Sir William being cited nt Pem- 
broke for intn^ion on the landa of Jorwerth, Abbot of 
SLDogmncrs. The case was heard bcforcGriffinus Rede, 
scneschall, nth July, in the 18th of Henry the Seventh, 
Sir James op 0\vcn» no doubt the owner of Pen tre Evan, 
and who hod married a niece of Sir William, James 
Dovcnald and others swore tiiat the deferidant had not 
intruded, und the abbot lost his cause. 

A brief pedit;ree, containing only the names of hus- 
band and wife, is given ot fol. 2, It commences with 
Peter Perrot, who married the heiress of Haroldston, 
and terminates with Owen, son of Sir ^\'^lUam PeiTot, 
but without mention of Sir Owen's wife. Her name 
in huwevet added by aiiothei' Inrnd, which ulao records 
the names of Sir Thomas Find Miiry Barclay. 

The name of Sir Jolin, hut without mention of his 
two wives, huti been ndded in a tliiud hand, which bears 
a resemblance to hia own wiiliug. In the last hand- 
writing the uames of the first Sir Stephen Perrot and 
Andrew hia son, with their wives, have Leen added at 
the top of the i»age. William, the stm of Andrew, is 
ahogeilier omitted, perliapa for want of space. It is 
someivhat remarkable that SJr Wilham Fenot, in whose 
writing the bulk of the pedigree appears to be, should 
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fiave ignored the three first of his supposed ancestors, 
anJ commenced the line with ihe Perrot who acquired 
HHi'oldaton, as if the real founder of the family. 

This volume is Paid to have been the propotty of Sir 
Ut-rbiTL Pfirol, und from him passed to t\w family of 
Cuptain Harris of Breinton, neat Hereford, and was 
Fold about LS59 tu the British Museum by his son, the 
Reverend Beresford Harrie. It is registered No. "22720 
among the additional MSS. 

Hi^RTEH PKuaoT, fiole heir of Sir Herbert, married 
Sir John Packinoton, of Weslwood, in the county of 
Worcesterfihirc, ihc repvesentJilive of whom is tho 
present Raionet, and who still poasesses tbronjih Hester 
a part of the ITaroldsloji eslEitf?, although tho house 
itself, the priory, and other portions have passed away 
to etrangers. 

Cotemporary with the first John Perrot of Morton 
were two other branches, one settled in the city of Here- 
ford, the other at Ballingham in the same county.

Although of the name of Pt-rrot* he appears 
to have proved his connection with the sister of Wil- 
liam of Wykehani. through his motlier Catharine Hal- 
ford, descended or the female side from "Sir William 
Feiiys (Lord Say and Sele, li'"!!), who niiinied Mar- 
garet, daughter aitd heir of WiUiam Wiekham. of

The pedigree frequently alluded to ns In the posses- 
sion of Mr. Bransby Francis, of Norwich, wns inherited 
by him from the repregcutalive of the last Charles 
PeiTot.
